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Compiled here are digital copies of paper archives collected over decades of 
genealogy correspondence and research collected by Ray Gurganus.

Regardless, 
it is important that this information be available for whomever may benefit.

Dear Mr. Gurganus:: 


| am attending an adult school course on the INTERNET and found your inquiry concerning 
Aldersons in Beaufort Co NC. | am not yet connected to the INTERNET, so | cannot be contacted by 
E-Mail, but hope you will contact me the old-fashioned way. As you can see by the enclosed, | am the one 
of the leading Alderson researchers in the U.S. As far as | know you are the first descendent of Simon of 
NC who has contacted either the Alderson Family History Association or the Alderson Cousins. 

As | state in my summary of Aldersons in the Civil War, no 1850 families have been definitely 
connected to Simon of N.C. | gave the circumstantial evidence for possible connections in an article in the 
last issue of Alderson Roots and Branches. My most important question for you is what is your line of 
descent from the Beaufort County Aldersons? Is it thru the male or female line? Could you please send me 
a summary of your line? | will then, in turn, send you any pertinent information that | have. 

If you hope to trace the line back further than Simon Sr. who immigrated to Bath N.C. in 1706, you 
are probably going to be disappointed. The Alderson Family History Association in England has recorded 
almost all of the early records that exist in the U.K. for Aldersons. Several of their members are extremely 
competent geneological researchers and they have been diligently searching for the ancestors of the three 
colonial immigrants who founded major lines in the U.S., thus far without result. The main hope is that 
some U.S. descendent may have new data about where the family originated in England. The AFHS does 
have such data concerning “Elder John” including the name and occupation of his father, but this still has 
not been enough to solve the mystery of his origin. 

The enclosed are pages 1-3 of my September 1995 Alderson compilation. That is a series of lists and 
indices including a complete index of Alderson census entries from1790 thru 1920 and a summary listing 
of each of the 1544 families. | am currently organizing my data on family group sheets for each of these 
families. | have about 600 in draft form and 100+ on the computer. 

1 am descended from Joseph A. Alderson who immigrated to Jo Daviess Co IL in 1849. His ancestry 
can be traced back to a Thomas Alderson who leased the farm known as Eskeleth in Arkengarthdale, 
North Yorkshire c1648. | visited the farmhouse during the fall reunion of the AFHS in Muker, Swaledale, 
North Yorkshire last September where | spoke on Alderson immigration to North America. The AFHS 
Computer Officer, John Alderson, is descended from the same Thomas Alderson and is my tenth cousin. 

I have not enclosed a SASE as | don’t know how much data you will be sending, but I am willing to 
reimburse copying or postage costs.

THE ALDERSON NAME. 

Alderson first appears in records of northem 
England in the late 12th century. It may be an 
anglicization of the Norman French Aldouesson, 
son of Aldoue. Only scattered legal records with the 
name can be found before the earliest parish records 
which date from the late 16th century. Early British 
Aldersons were most numerous in North Yorkshire 
and neighboring counties where they were farmers, 
artisans, miners and clergymen. 


FAMILIES IN NORTH AMERICA. 

(All statistics in this document tabulate male 
Aldersons known to have married before 1920 or 
their widows). Thus far 1519 families have been 
identified. 87 were black or mulatto, descendents 
of slaves who took the Alderson name. 199 were 
born in the British Isles. Parents of 77 of these have 
been identified by the AFHS. Significantly, the 
parents of the three colonial immigrants who 
founded family lines have not yet been identified. 
Research is complicated by the extensive use of a 
limited number of first names for Alderson males. 
Recorded heads of families include 184 named 
John, 152 named William, 117 named James, 81 
named Thomas and 66 named George. These five 
names account for 600 heads of families including 
more than half of those married before 1860. 


STATUS OF RESEARCH. 

Parents of 539 heads of families listed herein 
have not yet been identified, including 120 born 
in the British isles. Maiden names of 726 
Alderson wives have not been recorded (first 
names of these are known from census records) 
and names of wives of 87 are completely 
unknown. Only a limited number of Canadian 
census records have been recorded, most from the 
1871 census of Ontario. There may have been as 
many as 100 additional families in Canada. When 
these individuals are added, it should bring the 
total pre-1920 families to about 1650. 


ALDERSONS IN COLONIAL AMERICA. 

While there are records of a number of other 

Alderson immigrants during the colonial period 

available evidence indicates the male lines of all 

but the following died out before the American 

Revolution: 

¢ Richard Alderson Sr. who died in Richmond 
Co VA c1698. 

« Simon Alderson who immigrated to Bath 
N.C. 1706. 

« “Elder John” Alderson, who immigrated to 
N.J. c1720 and became a Baptist preacher. 


THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR. 

In 1776 there were probably 13 Alderson families 
in the colonies, 5 in the line of Richard Sr., 5 in 
the line of Elder John and 3 in the line of Simon 
of NC. Eight Aldersons definitely served during 
the Revolutionary War, at least two from each of 
the three lines and there are several others for 
whom reported military service cannot be 
verified. 


MOVEMENT WESTWARD. 

Between 1790 and 1850 descendents of colonial 
Alderson families began moving westward 
reaching KY by 1790; TN by 1804; IN by 1820; 
OH, AL and MO by 1830; IA by 1832, AR by 
1838 and MS, IL, and TX by 1840. The largest 
number went to Maury County TN. Due to the 
limited amount of data in censuses prior to 1850, 


it has not been possible to definitely identify the 
parents of some of these families, but the 1850 
census indicates all of the unidentified individuals 
were born in VA, NC, SC, KY or TN. It seems 
likely that the unidentified individuals are all 
descended from one of the three colonial lines, with 
the majority from the line of Richard Sr., but proof 
is lacking. There is no evidence linking them to any 
other colonial immigrant. 


LATER IMMIGRANTS. 

During the 19th century 103 families are known to 
have immigrated to North America from the British 
Isles, 88 to the U.S. and 15 to Canada. Some 
descendants of the Canadian immigrants later 
entered the U.S. 21 additional immigrant families 
have been recorded between 1900 and 1920. About 
75% of the later immigrant families had 
descendants in the male line. A dozen Alderson 
families came from Scandinavia, Germany and 
Rumania. 


ALDERSONS IN THE CIVIL WAR. 

165 Alderson families have been recorded in the 
1860 U.S. census, including 67 in northern states, 
73 in southern states and 27 in the border states of 
MO and KY. 48 were descended from Elder John, 
24 from Richard Sr. and 37 were 19th century 
immigrants or their children. The remaining 55 
families probably include several descendants of 
Simon of NC and several additional descendants of 
Elder John, but the majority are probably additional 
descendants of Richard Sr. 23 families lived in what 
became WV (22 definitely from the line of Elder 
John) and all of these were southern sympathizers, 
although one son served in the northern army. Jeff 
Alderson has identified 149 Aldersons with military 
service during the civil war, 56 with the union, 92 
with the confederacy and one who served on both 
sides. The union soliders included 17 men from the 
border states of MO, KY and TN. There are 
instances of Alderson first cousins fighting on 
opposite sides. Thus far the parents of 118 of the 
veterans have been identified. 18 men died in 
service, 13 were wounded and a number were 
POW’s. 


BLACK ALDERSONS. 

An unmarried free mulatto, Charlotte Alderson, 
was listed in the 1850 and 1860 censuses, but it 
was not until the 1870 census that black families 
who were former slaves appeared. The 1870 
listings are in Maury Co TN, Union Co AR and 
Russell Co VA, all areas where slave-owning 
Aldersons lived, but not all of these families may 
have been owned by Aldersons. Census records 
of the black families thru 1920 indicate there was 
a high mortality rate for young black males. 


ALDERSONS IN 1900. 

By the 1900 census the number of Alderson 
heads of family in the U.S. had grown to 546. 
179 were 19th century immigrants or their 
descendents and 26 were black. 98 of the 
remaining 341 were descendants of Elder John 
and 65 were descended from Richard Sr. Most of 
the other 178 were probably also descendants of 
Richard Sr. Many can be traced back to an 1850 
family. Many questions could be resolved by 
determining the parents of about twenty 
individuals from the 1810-1850 period. The 
missing 1890 U.S. census records also cause 
problems in identifying parents. Males born just 
after 1880 were often not living at home in the 
1900 census. Also, the evidence indicates that a 
number of families with children under 10 were 
not indexed in the 1880 census soundex records. 
In order to identify the ancestry of these 
individuals a check of death records, obituaries 
and real estate records must be made in all 
counties where Aldersons lived. This task has 
been completed in less than 5% of the counties. 
1901 Canada census data has not been recorded, 
but it is likely that there were about 50 Alderson 
families in Canada by that date. 


ALDERSONS IN 1920. 

The 1920 census shows 850 Alderson heads of 
families. At that time Aldersons lived in 43 of the 
48 states and had lived in 2 others. The only 
states without Aldersons were NH, VT and UT. 
The 850 families lived in 361 counties. The 
largest concentration was in Maury Co TN where 
there were 13 white and 17 black families. There 
were 18 white families in Macoupin Co IL. States 


with the largest number of Alderson families in 
1920 were: 


Illinois 81 California 47 
Missouri 69 Kansas 45 
Tennessee 59 Iowa 43

ALDERSONS IN WORLD WAR lI. 


Based upon the known number of Alderson families 
in North America in 1920 and the number of 
serviceman in World War | it is probable that more 
than 400 Aldersons served in the U.S. and Canadian 
armed forces during World War I. No serious 
research on this subject has as yet been done. The 
few World War I servicemen listed herein were 
found incidentally during research on veterans of 
other wars. 


WHO WERE THE IMMIGRANTS? 

The bulk of the identified Alderson immigrants 
came from Yorkshire and other counties in northern 
England. A significant number were miners. At 
least one Alderson family could be found in most 
areas of the U.S. where there was mining, either for 
precious metals or coal. Many of the other families 
were farmers. 26 of the 19th century immigrant 
families settled in six counties of WI, IL and IA 
centered on Dubuque IA between 1840 and 1873. 
None of the Aldersons have been major public 
figures, although descendants of Elder John and 
Simon served in the WV and NC legislatures. Elder 
John established the first Baptist church in the 
Shenendoah valley and his son John Jr established 
the first Baptist church in West Virginia. The town 
of Alderson WV is named after this branch of the 
family. The 1850 and 1860 censuses show the 
wealthiest Alderson was a banker in MS. There is 
also an Alderson OK named for a railway station 
agent who has not yet been identified. His widowed 
native American wife, Kitacy, lived there in 1910. 
Sons of immigrants became mayors of Wausau WI 
and Dubuque and Strawberry Point IA. Quite a few 
of the Aldersons, especially those from the line of 
Elder John, were clergymen. After the civil war a 
number became doctors, lawyers and merchants. 


The only listing of a pre-1920 family in “Who 
Was Who in America” is Victor C. Alderson, son 
of a Danish immigrant who was a mining 
engineer and president of the Colorado School of 
Mines. An economist and a business executive 
from post-1920 families are listed. There are 
currently three listings in “Who's Who in 
America,” a historian, a sports executive and a 
female artist. 


ORGANIZATIONS. 

Two organizations are devoted to Alderson 
family history. The Alderson Family History 
Society is a British charitable trust devoted to the 
study of Alderson family history. While it is 
primarily oriented to family lines in the British 
Isles, its membership includes Americans and 
citizens of Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
and it has extensive records of Aldersons world- 
wide, especially the ancestors of its members. It 
publishes three newsletters annually presenting 
family histories and biographies, research guides 
and results, organizational news and projects, 
queries, etc. Annual dues for Americans are 
$15.00, payable by check to Mr. John Alderson, 
133 E Alameda Drive, Tempe AZ 85282. 

The Alderson Cousins is an organization of 
Aldersons in the United States, especially those 
descended from John Alderson Sr. (Elder John), 
born 1699 in Yorkshire, who died in 1780 in 
Botetourt County VA. Its quarterly newsletter 
Alderson Roots and Branches, contains articles, 
photographs, vital records, etc. Dues of $7.50 
($13 international) are payable to David Fridley, 
127 Topaz Way. San Francisco CA 94131.

Dear Ray: 

I received your letter today. I see that you are descended thru the female line from Elizabeth Alderson. 
Thad hoped it was thru more gencrations of the male line. 1 am enclosing the Family Group Sheets on Simon 
and his son Simon Jr. Your data suggests some intresting possibilitics. First of all | am relatively certain that 
your Elizabeth was the daughter of Simon Sr., not Simon Jr. The latter’s daughter, Elizabeth, was still living 
when he madc his will and he did not name her as Elizabeth Martin or mention any of her children. While his 
birth date is unknown, it sccms unlikely that it was carlicr enough for him to have marricd and had a daughter 
who would marry c1690. 

The data in the LDS Ancestor File gives no authority for Simon’s birth date and it is probably just a guess. 
1 am not familiar with the Smallwood book, but I would question its placement of Elizabeth in the family of 
Simon Jr. unless there is some documentary evidence cited. The evidence concerning the importation of Simon 
Sr. seems to be uncontrovertible. However, the fact that Simon Jr. sold land in Bath NC in 1706 (for which 
the purchase record has not been found) suggests that (1) he had some capital and therefore was probably not 
brought in as an indentured servant in 1705 and (2) that he may have been in the col before his parents 
came. Perhaps Simon Jr. came to the colonies with his sister at much as fifteen years earlier. 

They may have come first to Virginia where they may have had relatives. There are records of five 
Alderson families in Virginia for whom we have no evidence of descendents: 

* Thomas Alderson of Old Rappahannock Co known to have been in VA by 1654. He may have also 
owned land in Barbados. A Thomas Alderson left Barbados for London on 8 Jul 1679. The will of a 
Thomas Alderson was probated in Westmoreland Co VA in 1704 (either Thomas or possibly a son). 

e Anthony Alderson. Was in VA by 1662. He was a consignee of cargo on two ships in 1685-1686 going 
from London to Bristol VA. 

* William Alderson. His will was probated in Surry Co VA in 1682. He left no male descendents. 

¢ George Alderson. First appears in the records of Westmoreland Co VA in 1693. Will probated there in 
1714. Left widow and three minor daughters. 

* James Alderson. First appears in the records of Westmoreland Co VA in 1705. May have been a lawyer 
as his name appears in many court records of Essex Co VA between 1720-1732. He died there in 1732. 

¢ Simon Jr. could also have been a relative of Richard Alderson Sr. of Richmond Co VA who founded the 
largest Alderson line in North America. 


1 know of no additional records for Simon Jr. prior to his land sale in 1706. For your information of 
Simon Jr’s. sons had five sons. Three of them served in the Revolutionary war. One , Thomas, was captain 
of a privateer and later a member of the NC assembly. A Sgt Simon was captured by the British and held first 
in Charleston and later in Portsmouth, England. He spent seven years in service. There was also a Lt. Simon. 
All lived in Beaumont or Hyde counties thru 1810 and a descendent of one of them remained there thru the 
1840 census. A number of 1880 Alderson census records show parents born in NC and these are believed to 
be descendents, but there 1s other documentary evidence to prove it.

Introduction 


This Beasley genealogy was done for Mary Blair (Boo) and Wood Beasley of Colerain, Bertie 
County, NC. The purposed of the research was to determine the ancestors of Thomas Beasley, 
Sr., who died in 1875. Thomas Beasley, Sr. was Wood Beasley’s great-great-great- grandfather. 
This research has been attempted several times over the past twenty years by well renowned 
North Carolina researchers including William D. Bennett of Raleigh, NC. Mr. Bennett 
determined that Thomas was the son of a Thomas who died testate in Beaufort County, NC in 
1792.' Mr. Bennett sited as his proof Thomas Beasley’s Beaufort County 1792 will in which he 
named a son Thomas. Mr. Bennett also stated that this son left Beaufort County early in the early 
1800s and was more than likely the same Thomas who settled in Bertie County by 1817.7 


After farther research into this Beaufort County son Thomas, it was determined that this Thomas 
was older than the Thomas who died in 1875 in Bertie County. The 1792 Beaufort County 
Thomas left an extensive estate and his estate records and the Beaufort County deeds proved that 
this son Thomas owned and was selling land in 1800, land that he inherited at the time from his 
father’s 1792 death. This would have been impossible for the Bertie County Thomas because he 


was to young to buy, sell, or own land in 1800 since he would have been 7 or 8 years old at that 
time. 


The estate records in the NC Archives and the deeds for Bertie and a neighboring county 
Chowan were researched and neither county provided any clues to the ancestors of the Bertie 
County Thomas Beasley, Sr. Tyrrell County was another NC county searched, but estate records 
in that county did not provide any clues to the Bertie County Thomas. In fact none of the 
Thomas Beasleys born of Beasley fathers who lived in Tyrrell County fit the Thomas of Bertie 
County’s age frame. Hertford County another neighboring county was not searched because it’s 
early deeds were destroyed during three courthouse fires, 1822, 1832, and 1865. 


After studying the NC Archives estates and deeds in Chowan, Bertie and Tyerrll counties plus 
different old family genealogies, it is the conclusion of this researcher that the Bertie County 
Thomas Beasley’s ancestors came from Hertford County. His Beasley family probably is related 
to the early Chowan and Bertie County early Beasley families, but his father or grandfather 
moved next door to Hertford County in the mid to late 1700s and thus Thomas was born and 
raised in Hertford. Some times before 1817, when he was about 24 years old, he moved to Bertie 
where his Beasley cousins lived and where he bought his first piece of land--- 5 acres —in Bertie 
County. 


In reading over this genealogy one needs to be aware that this researcher has changed none of the 
spellings in the original records, such as estates, deeds and census records. In the family sketches 
the correct spelling of the given name and the surnames have been used, but in the family sketch 
section titled “Supporting References for...” the spelling is original to that specific document.

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Also as one reads the genealogy references the reader needs to be aware that census records are 
not always perfect and that an individual's age on a census record can vary within one to five 
years of their exact birth date. Thus a census record usually never has the exact age recorded, 
due to the time of year the person was born in relationship to when the census was taken, or if 
the person providing the information actually knew the information the census taker requested.

Clarence Wood Beasley was born 6 Feb 1892 in Colerain, Bertie Co., NC ' He married 
Lucille (Lucie) Hamlet Williams in Bertie County on 21 Jan 1921. Lucie was educated at 
Chowan College, receiving a B. S. degree and diploma in Oratory in 1915. In 1920 and 
1930, the census recorded Clarence as a “salesman” in a “dry goods store,” and a veteran 
of the World War. Eventually Clarence was the founder and President of C. W. Beasley 
Oil Company of Colerain, Bertie Co., NC, a fuel distributorship. He also owned a large 
farm where he farmed in the Colerain area. After Clarence’s death 10 Aug 1950, his wife 
Lucie served as the President of the oil company.* Clarence and Lucie had one son, 
Clarence Wood Beasley, Jr., affectionately known as “Wood.” Later Wood became 
President of C. W. Beasley Oil Company and had responsibility for the family farm. 
Lucie died 20 June 1983 in Colerain, Bertie County. She and her husband are buried in 
Hillcrest Cemetery, Colerain, Bertie County.

1. Clarence Wood Beasley, Jr: 

Clarence Wood Beasley, Jr. was born in Bertie Co. NC on 9 Feb 1930. Since his father 
was known as Clarence, the family referred to their new son as “Wood.” Wood graduated 
from Wake Forest University in 1955 and married Mary Blair (Boo) Robinson of 
Littleton, Halifax Co. NC on 14 April 1957. After his father’s death, he assumed 
responsibilities for his family’s businesses, C. W. Beasley Oil Company and the family 
farm. Eventually he changed their names to Beasley Oil Company and Beasley Farms: 


Wood and Boo were the parents of three sons, Clarence Wood Beasley, III, James Moore 
Beasley, and Horace Palmer Beasley. 


In 2007, their sons had left home, but Wood and Boo continue to live on the family’s 
farm in Colerain, Bertie Co., NC.

John James Beasley, Sr. 
1860 — 1929 


John James Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on 15 Dec 1860. He married Clara O. 
Watford, a daughter of Dr. William B. Watford and Althusa P. (Tucie) Askew, on 13 
Sept 1886 in Bertie County.' John and Clara were the parents of eight children: Clara 
Elsie, Clarence Wood, Mabel C., Cecil, John Cecil, William DeFord, Irene Garnette and 
John James (JJ) Beasley, Jr. ? Their son Cecil, who was born in April 1895, died as an 
infant? John James, Clara and his family lived in Colerain, Bertie County where John 
farmed and operated a general grocery store. John’s wife Clara died on 12 June 1901 of 
tuberculosis.’ Before her death she requested that her husband marry their friend Garnett 
DeFord who was employed in the Beasley’s General Store in Colerain. On 3 July 1902, 
in Warren Co., NC, John married Irene Garnett Deford, a daughter of William Franklin 
DeFord of Caroline Co., MD.° John and Irene added three children to his four: William 
Deford, Irene Garnett and John James Beasley, Jr. John, Sr died 10 March 1929.° Irene 
Garnett Beasley died 21 October 1955 in Ahoskie, Hertford County. John James, Clara 


and Irene Garnett Beasley are buried in Colerain Baptist Church Cemetery, Colerain, 
Bertie Co., NC.’ 


John James and Clara Watford Beasley’s children: 


1. Clara Elsie Beasley: 

Clara Elsie Beasley was born 7 April 1889 in Colerain, Bertie Co., NC.® She was the 
oldest daughter of John James and Clara Watford Beasley and was their first child to 
marry. John (Jack) S. Dean and his mother Cora Deans lived next door to the Beasley’s in 
1910.9 Sometimes in 1911, Elsie and Jack were married supposedly in Colerain, Bertie 
County, but their marriage place and date has not been located. Their daughter Elsie 
Beasley Deans was born on 22 Nov 1913 “without a spine,” according to family

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sources.'° Because of complications due to her daughter’s birth, Elsie died 24 Nov 1913, 
and her mother-in-law, Cora Deans cared for “Baby Elsie.” “The baby lived seven 
months under the care of her grandmother before she died on 24 June 1919 from 
complications due to her deformity.'' Both Elsies are both buried in Colerain Methodist 
Church Cemetery, Colerain, Bertie Co., NC. Elsie’s husband Jack married Bertha P. 
(surname unknown) in 1915 and they were living with his mother Cora Deans in 1920, in 
Bertie County near his deceased wife Elsie’s brother William H. Beasley.'* Jack Deans 
died in Ahoskie, Hertford Co., NC 24 Feb 1964. ? 


2. Clarence Wood Beasley: 

Clarence Wood Beasley was born 6 Feb 1892 in Colerain, Bertie Co., NC '* He married 
Lucille (Lucie) Hamlet Williams in Bertie County on 21 Jan 1921. Lucie was educated at 
Chowan College, receiving a B.S. degree and diploma in Oratory in 1915.'> Clarence was 
President of C. W. Beasley Oil Company of Colraine, Bertie Co., NC, and after his death 
10 Aug 1950, his wife Lucie served as the President of the oil company.'° Clarence and 
Lucie had one son, Clarence Wood Beasley, Jr., affectionately called “Wood” by his 
family. Lucie died 20 June 1983 in Colerain, Bertie County. She and her husband are 


buried in Hillcrest Cemetery, Colerain, Bertie County. (For more information on 
Clarence see his sketch) 


3. Mabel Clare Beasley:"” 


Mabel C. Beasley was born in Bertie Co, NC on 12 Oct 1893.'* She married Merle Rice 
Montague around 23 Jan 1919 in Colerain, Bertie County.’ Mabel and her family were 
recorded living in Bertie County on both the 1920 and 1930 censuses. During these years, 
while Merle supported his family as a US Mail Carrier, they had two children, Merle 
Rich Montague, Jr., and Shirley Claire Montague.”° Merle died on 4 June 1950 and on 2 
Aug 1992 his wife Mabel Beasley Montague died.”) Both Merle and Mabel are buried in 
Hillcrest Cemetery, Colerain, Bertie County.

4. Cecil Beasley: 


Cecil Beasley was born April 1895 in Colerain, Bertie Co., NC.” He was listed as living 
with his parents, brothers and sisters on the 1900 Bertie County census. Cecil died 


between 1900 and 1910, because there is no record of him after 1900 and he was not 
listed on any 1910 NC census. 


5. John Cecil Beasley: 

John Cecil Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on 5 Feb 1897.23 According to the World 
War I draft records, he was referred to by his middle name “Cecil,” but census records 
referred to him as John C. Beasley. Cecil married Mabel Clara Morris on 3 Jan 1921 in 
Bertie Co., NC. Cecil and Mabel were the parents of two children Carroll Watford 
Beasley and Elizabeth Anne Beasley.”* Cecil worked at Beasley Oil Company in 
Colerain and also farmed.”* Cecil died on 1 April 1988 in Colerain, Bertie County. His 


wife Mable died 28 May 1992.7° Both are buried in Hillcrest Cemetery, Colerain, Bertie 
County.

John James married Irene Garnett DeFord Beasley 

According to Gamett’s granddaughter Dee Hughes LeRoy of Charleston, SC, Garnett 
was engaged to a man from her home state of Maryland before she moved to North 
Carolina. This engagement ended leaving her hurt and sadden thus she left Maryland and 
moved to Colerain, NC where she worked in “Beasley’s General Store” which was 
owned by John James Beasley. In 1901 when John James’ wife Clara was sick and on her 
death bed, she requested that John marry Garnet after her death. Clara’s death bed request 
upset Garnett DeFord so much that she quit her job at the general store and moved to 
Littleton, Warren Co., NC where she found a job as a milliner. While Garnett lived in 
Littleton, she and John communicated by mail and in July 1902 John went to Littleton 
and they married in Littleton Methodist Church.?’

6. Dr. William Franklin DeFord Beasley: 

William Franklin DeFord Beasley was born on 16 April 1905 in Bertie Co., NC. He 
married Henrietta Kurlz of Millville, New Jersey, in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church on 
December 23, 1926. Soon after their marriage they moved to Philadelphia, where 
William finished his medical training to be an OBGYN physician. Later they moved to

7. John James (JJ) Beasley, Jr: 

John James (JJ) Beasley, Jr was John James and Garnett’s youngest son, born on 4 Feb 
1907 in Colerain, Bertie Co. NC. Friends and family members affectionately referred to 
him as “JJ.” According to a Beasley family Genealogy by Britton F. Beasley John James 
married three times. His first wife was Elizabeth Cullens of Bertie County and they 
divorced a short time after their marriage.*! His second wife was Winnie Hoffman whom 
he married about 1929 in Baltimore, MD. John James and Winnie had a son named John 
James Beasley, III 29 Jan 1930 in Maryland. His third wife was Fannie Mettie whom he 
married in Baltimore, MD on 15 April 1950.*? While he was married to Frances he ran for 
Mayor of Baltimore and used the nickname “Jay Charles Beasley.” When he and Frances 
had their second son they gave him John James’ nickname Jay Charles Beasley.*? John 
James and Frances’s first son was Deford Beasley was born 27 Sept 1955 and died during 
a motor bike accident when he apparently lost control. An interesting thing about this 
wreck was that John James was on his way home when he passed the motor bike accident 
and wondered whom was in such an awful accident. He learned when he arrived home 
that it was his son’s fatal wreck. John James and both of his sons are buried in Dulaney 
Valley Memorial Garden Cemetery, Baltimore, MD.

1826 — 1893 


Thomas Edward Beasley was born 26 March 1826 in Bertie Co., NC. He married 
Aseneath Heckstall, a daughter of William Heckstall and Elizabeth (Betsy) Cooper in 
Bertie County on 13 Dec 1849.’ Thomas supported his family as both a farmer and a 
blacksmith.” He inherited all of his father’s blacksmith tools at his father’s death and his 
father deeded him land that Thomas used to farm.? Thomas and Aseneath were the 
parents of seven children: Ann Elizabeth (Bette), Martha (Mattie) Emily, Albina (Allie), 
Fannie Ada, John James, William Henry and Thomas Edward Beasley, 1.4 


Thomas lived on a farm called Shady Rest, near Chinkapin Creek. The Beasley boys 
were called "buffalos" because they wouldn't fight in the Civil War. Slaves would warn 
Thomas Beasley, Jr. that Confederate conscriptionists were coming and he would stay in 
the woods until they were gone. He paid someone to fight in his place.* 


Thomas died 26 April 1893 in Bertie County. His wife Aseneath died 26 June 1889. Both 
Thomas and his wife are buried in the Colerain, Baptist Church Cemetery, Colerain, 
Bertie Co., NC.° 


Thomas Edward and Aseneath Heckstall Beasley’s children: 


1. Ann Elizabeth (Bette) Beasley: 

Ann Elizabeth (Bette) Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on 20 Dec 1850. Her family 
and close friends fondly referred her to as Bette Beasley. Ann Elizabeth married Preston 
(Press) Harold Sessoms of Windsor, Bertie County on 3 Nov 1869. 


“Preston Harrell Sessoms of Bertie County, NC, entered the University in 1861 and 
became a member of the Philanthropic Society. From 1863 to 1865 he served in the 
Sixty-Eighth North Carolina Regiment, attaining the rank of sergeant. In 1869 he married 
Annie Elizabeth Beasley. A teacher, farmer, and merchant, Preston received his BA 
degree in 1911 ‘as of 1865.7””

2. Martha (Mattie) Emily Beasley: 

Martha (Mattie) Emily Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on Dec 1853.'° She married 
Charlton W. Northcutt in Colerain, Bertie County on 17 Nov 1872.'! Census records 
indicate that Mattie and Charlton were the parents of seven children, but in 1900 only six 
were living. Mattie and Charlton’s known children were Allie J., Charlie W., Berta M., 
Emest B., Thomas Wayland, Maude Gurley, and Clyde Andrew Northcott.'? Mattie’s 
husband Charlton W. Northcutt died 30 Dec 1917.'* After his death Mattie lived with her 


youngest son Clyde in Bertie County and Norfolk, VA. According to family genealogies, 
Mattie died in 1929, Norfolk, VA.'4

Albina (Allie) Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on 1 Jan 1855.!> She married Thomas 
Pugh Gurley in Colerain, Bertie County on 16 Sep 1877.'® Allie and Thomas were the 
parents of four children: Maude, James Capehart, Mary Jane and Sarah Elizabeth Gurley. 
Mary and Sarah Elizabeth were twins and both died as infants.!? Allie and Thomas lived 
and died in Windsor, Bertie County. Allie died 19 Nov 1952 and her husband Thomas 


died 30 Nov 1934. They are buried in Windsor Methodist Church Cemetery, Windsor, 
Bertie Co., NC.

Fannie Ada Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on 12 April 1857.'* Fannie married 
James Henry Mitchell in Windsor, Bertie County on 16 Jul 1882.’° They were the 
parents of three children: Lillie Maye, James Henry, Jr., and Daisy Mitchell. James Henry 
died in Bertie County on 10 Mar 1888. A few years later his wife Fannie died on 1 Dec 
1898 in Bertie County. They left three young children orphans. In 1900 their daughter 
Daisy was living with her Uncle William (Will) H. Beasley, their daughter Lillie was 
living with her Uncle Thomas (Tom) Edward and their son James moved to Philadelphia, 
PA, where he lived with a Mitchell uncle.?° According to family genealogies James 
Henry Mitchell died 10 March 1888 and Fannie died on 1 Dec 1898, in Bertie County.”!

John James Beasley was born in Bertie Co., NC on 15 Dec 1860. He married Clara 
Watford, a daughter of William and Althusa. P. "Tucie" Askew Watford, 13 Sept 1886 in 
Bertie County. John James and Clara were the parents of eight children: Clara Elsie, 
Clarence Wood, Mabel C., Cecil, John Cecil, William Deford, Irene Garnette, and John 
James (JJ) Beasley, Jr. 7? Their son Cecil, who was born in April 1895, died as an infant. 
John James, Clara and his family lived in Colerain, Bertie County where John farmed, 
plus he owned and ran a general grocery store most of his life.7> He died 10 March 1929 
in Colerain, Bertie County.” His wife Clara died before him on 12 June 1901 in Colerain. 
John James and Clara are both buried in Colerain Baptist Church Cemetery, Colerain, 
Bertie Co., NC.

She climbed out of her 
bedroom window and ran away to marry. Her parents were so upset that they sent a 
“Bride catcher” to bring her back home, but it was too late. Thomas was smart and by the 
time the “Bride catcher” caught up with Thomas, they were married and settled in their 
hotel room.2*> Thomas and Nannie were the parents of Edward Bruce, Florence 
Crittendon, and Grace Britton Beasley.”° In 1900 Thomas was the proprietor of a hotel in 
Colerain. In 1910 he owned and operated a general retail grocery store in Colerain. By 
1920, Thomas had moved with his wife and daughter to Baltimore, Maryland. There he 
bought a home and operated a dry goods store. His daughters Grace, a school teacher, and 
his other daughter Florence who was married also lived with them. ”” By 1927, Thomas 
decided life in Maryland was not what he wanted and so he moved his family back to 
North Carolina. By 1930, Thomas, Nannie and their daughter Florence, who was 
separated from her husband, lived in Ahoskie, Bertie County.”® During his later years 
Thomas moved to Fountain, Pitt Co, NC where his son lived and where he died on 2 Dec 
1947.”° His wife Nancy L. Britton remained at their home in Ahoskie where she died on 
24 April 1952.°° They are buried in Ahoskie Cemetery, Ahoskie, Hertford Co., NC.

Obituary: "Passed from earth into a beter land, on the 26th, in the 65th year of her age, 
Mrs. Aseneth Beasley [Aseneath Heckstall], the wife of Thomas Beasley, near Coleraine, 
this county. "She had suffered about ten days from some painful disorder, supposed to be 
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Bright's disease. "She leaves a family of seven and a host of grandchildren, all of whom 
loved her, revered her, and deeply mourn her loss. "She was a good mother, which is 
evidenced by the fact of hte great love borne to her children who were dutiful and 
affectionate during her health, and strictly attentive, untiring, devoted, and restlessly 
solictious during her illness.

FARMVILLE — Dr. William Cassie Mercer Jr., 80, passed away at home with his 
children by his side on Tuesday, Jan. 24, 2006. 

The funeral was held Friday, Jan. 27 at the First Baptist Church of Farmville. Burial 
followed in Woodlawn Cemetery in Williamston. 

Dr. Mercer, son of the late Dr. William Cassie and Grace Beasley Mercer, was a native 
of Williamston and longtime resident of Farmville. After graduating as president of 
student body at Williamston High School, he completed post-graduate studies at Virginia 
Episcopal School in Lynchburg, Va. He was a graduate of the University of North

Thomas Edward Beasley, Sr was born around 1792 in North Carolina, but his place of 
birth and parents are unknown to this researcher.! He married Michel White, daughter of 
Peter White and Tamar (surname unknown), in 1816 and soon after began buying land to 
farm in Colerain, Bertie County. He bought his first tract of land in Bertie County on 23 
July 1817 when he bought 5 acres on the Colerain to Halifax Road across from the 


Colerain meeting house.” Thomas and Michel had five children, Mary, William, Joseph, 
Julia, and Thomas, Jr.* 


Thomas and Michel White Beasley’s children: 

1. Mary Beasley:‘ 

Mary Beasley was born about 1817 in Bertie County. She married William (McFarlane) 
McFarland before 1830 and they were the parents of four children, William, Adaline, 
Mary and Julia McFarland. William died between August and November 1845 in 
Hertford County.* Mary and William’s son William (III) was apprenticed to a cousin 
Simon Taylor who lived in Hertford County in 1840. Their daughter Adaline McFarland 
went to live with her first cousin William Deans and his wife Rachel Taylor in Chowan 
Co., NC.° Mary and William’s two youngest daughters, Julia and Mary went to live with 
their grandparents, Thomas and Michel Beasley. Julia McFarland married Levi Miller on 
20 December 1860 in Bertie County and they moved to Perquiman Co., NC.’ Family 
lore has Julia’s husband Levi fighting for the Confederacy, and his two brothers David 
Rice Miller and John C. Miller fighting for the Union. Julia’s sister Mary McFarland was 
living with her grandfather Thomas Beasley in 1860, unmarried. Mary was not located on 
the 1870 NC census. Adaline was not located on the 1860 NC census. Mary and 
William’s son William (III) supposedly moved to Texas with his guardian and cousin 
Simon Taylor.’ 


1 Census records indicate that Thomas was born in North Carolina. Since Thomas and his relatives 
interacted with residents in the neighboring county of Hertford, it is thought that Thomas could have been 
born in that county. Hertford County courthouse burned three times during the 1800s. Thus it is hard for 
researchers to prove relationships in and from that county unless information is located in an another 
county. Bertie County’s deeds were researched, but no clues to Thomas’ ancestors were found.

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2. William J. Beasley: 


William J. Beasley was born 2 May 1819 in Bertie Co., NC.° He married Sarah Ann 
Perry on 26 Dec 1839 in Tyrrell Co., NC, and they were the parents of five children: 
Joseph, Martha, Sarah, Charles and Josiah Beasley.!° Sarah Ann died about 1864 and 
William married Lois Spruill Pledger on 12 March 1865 in Tyrrell County. William and 
Lois were the parents of two children: John S. and Thomas M. Beasley.'! William was a 
blacksmith, a machinist, and a farmer. He died 16 Oct 1871 in the Alligator district of 
Tyrrell County.'” After his death his wife Lois married twice: James Brichouse in 1872 
and Charles Bateman on 11 March 1883.'? Lois Spruill Pledger Beasley Brichouse 
Bateman died 29 Sep 1922, Tyrrell Co., NC.'4 


3. Joseph Warren Beasley: 

Joseph W. Beasley was born about 1823 in Bertie Co., NC. He lived all of his life in 
Bertie County where he farmed. Joseph did not like living alone and thus married several 
times during his lifetime. He married first Julia Ann Valentine, a daughter of Lemuel 


Valentine and Julia Britt of Hertford Co., NC, about 1848 in Hertford County.'> Joseph 


and Julia Ann were the parents of four children: Missouri, William Joseph, Alvira and 
Joseph Thomas Beasley. 


® Julia Ann died on 20 Feb 1858 and Joseph married Elizabeth 
Ann Nowell soon thereafter.’ Elizabeth and Joseph had six children: Julia Ann, Sarah, 
Susan, Mary E., Elizabeth (Lizzie) and Maggie Jane Beasley. Elizabeth died on 30 Oct 
1872 and Joseph married Marandie J. Hobbs a few months later. Joseph and Marandie 
were the parents of Warren Clingman, Robert Charleston and Frederick Beasley. 
Marandie died in the mid 1880s and Joseph then married Harriett Parker who is named as 
his wife in his 1889 Bertie County will. Joseph died around December 1890, the month 
his will was probated.!®

5. Thomas Edward Beasley, Jr.: 

Thomas Edward Beasley, Jr. was born 26 March 1826 in Bertie Co., NC. He married 
Aseneath Heckstall in Bertie County on 13 Dec 1849 and they were the parents of seven 
children: Ann Elizabeth (Bette), Martha (Mattie) Emily, Albina (Allie), Fannie Ada, John 
James, William Henry and Thomas Edward Beasley, III. Thomas supported his family as 
both a farmer and a blacksmith, having inherited all of his father’s blacksmith tools and 
land. His father also deeded land to Thomas, providing him a beginning for his farm.”! 
Thomas died 26 April 1893 in Bertie County. His wife Aseneath died 26 June 1889. Both 
Thomas and his wife are buried in the Colerain, Baptist Church Cemetery, Colerain, 
Bertie Co., NC. (For more on this Thomas see the “Thomas Edward Beasley, Jr” sketch)

Slaves would warn 
Thomas’ son Thomas Beasley, Jr. that the Confederate conscriptionists were coming and 
he would stay in the woods until they were gone. He paid someone to fight in his place.

Becky: You are not going to believe this: I just came across a letter I last saw in 1990, the 
first one sent to me by William D. Bennett, the genealogist I used for my Colonial Dames 
research. He had just begun his research for an ancestor with the proper credentials for 
my CD application. Here is the paragraph pertaining to the Beasley family: 

"Your Thomas Beasley. Sr.* appears to have been the son of a Thomas Beasley who died 
testate in Beaufort County in 1792. Thomas Beasley, son of Thomas Beasley (d.1792), 
appears to be gone from Beaufort County by the early 1800s. The will of Thomas 
Beasley of Beaufort is found in Old Will book, page 277. This man's wife, Mary, died 
testate in 1799 and her will is in Beaufort Old Will book, page 350. Thomas Beasley of 
Beaufort is possibly the son of Thomas Beezley who died in 1733. His will is in the 
Secretary of State's wills. While it would appear that members of this family held 
positions that would qualify one for the Colonial Dames, those who held offices were of 
collateral lines and would not serve your purpose." 

This Thomas Beasley with the asterisk is the first Thomas found in Bertie County, the 
one married to Michael, or Michele, or whatever her name was. His son Thomas was the 
one married to Aseneath Heckstall. 

I know you are about finished with this genealogy and that this information might be too 
late; too, there may still be the problem with proof of the Beaufort County - Bertie 
County connection. But since you and I find this kind of thing fascinating, I couldn't let 
this "find" go without your at least knowing about it. 

Hope to get the Littleton picture in the mail to you next week before I go to Pennsylvania 
to babysit.

death of spouse; full names of any chiljren, who they married, when, dates of births and 
deaths, and names of their children (Clarence's grandchildren,and great grandchildren 
with the same information). If you do not know, would you hwe names and addresses» of any

Also do you happen to know anything about William M. (N.) Beasley and Thomas Edward 
Beasley's families, or who I might write to for this information? 


I am enclosing herewith copies of the descendents of the Heckstall families up to 1990, 
except for the Beasleys, which I could only go through the 1900 and 1910 Censuses, as you 
can see. 


Also would you happen to know anything about Thomas Beasley, Jr.'s four older daughters: 
Anne B., Martha E., Albina and Fannie Ada, older aunts’: of your grandfather, John Cecil 
Beasley.? Since I do not know whom they married, I could not pick up any children from 
the census records, as I did the boys. 


I also had a reply from John M. Montague, concerning Mabel Beasley, who married a Montague 
What information I have written in on page 264 has come from you and him. I am also 


writing him for any furthur information he can give me. 


I have high-lighted my name name on page 262 to show how I fit into the picture. As 
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you will note, my great Grandfather, William Tadlock, married Acength Heckstall's 
oldest sister, Mary. Also you will notice that three Heckstall brothers and one sister 
married Tadlock sisters and brother, so their farms must have been near each other 


I have copies of deeds, wills and other information pertaining to the Tadlocks and 
Heckstalls in my book which I referred to in my letter to Nick. 


Perhaps the information I have given you will help in your records some, and I do hope 
you can help me fill in the gaps in mine. 


Thanks again for your letter. This Genealogical works gets in your blood, doesn't it? 


I only wish that I was able physically to pursue it further. If you have the opportunity, 
take a look at my book in the Windsor Library. 


You stated in your letter that somewhere you picked up the spelling "Aseneath", but you 
didn't remember where? In the 1860, 1870 Census records, it is spelled 
"Aseneth and in the 1880 records it is "Cenie". In Will Heckstall's will it is as I 
have it, "Aseneth" . In the 1850 records it is spelled "Acenith", so apparently that 
is the correct spelling. It is very difficult to tell an "i" from an "e" in these 


Court documents. In the "Division of land authorized by William Heckstall's Will" 
it looked like her name was "Asceneth", so your guess is as good as mine. 


Please excuse my errors.

It has occurred to me that a sort of outline of the Beasley material 
I have is likely to be more useful to you at first than copies of it. At 
least you can see more readily how or whether your line fits into it. 


Robert Beaslef¥ was in Perquimans by July 11, 1678, when his son Francis 
was borne His wife Sarah (loadman, I think, but I can't prove it) had at least 
two other children, James and Sarah, probably older than Francis, since their 
births are not recorded in the preginct register. Sarah (the mother) was dead 
before September 1689, when Robert married Mrs. Joanna Jenkins. He outlived 


oo too, and married third Mrs. Mary Jones. Robert died before March Court, 
1699.6 


Francis Beasley (1678-1719} married first Hannah Sutton, in Perquimans, 
and had one child, Robert. Hannah died the day after he was bern, and Robert 
died in childhood. Francis married second Mary and had two sons, James 
(170-1758) and Robert (1707=). Chowan deeds show that Francis bought land in 
Cashie Neck in 1718, and his will in 1719 left to his younger son, Robert, 
land on the north side of the Morratock (Roanoke) River, which would have to 
be in what is now Bertie. The older brother, Hames, died in Bertie in 1758, 
leaving his property to William Bentley (a cousin, I think) and a godson, 
Iuke Smithwick. 


James Beasley (de ca 1720) married in 1696 Mary Cropley and had six sons, 
James, Francis, Robert, Samel, Willian, and Thomas. Their father did not men= 
tion Thomas in his will, but Samuel did, so there is not amy question of the 
relationship; he was probably the oldest boy, and may be the Thomas Beasley 
who patented land near Indian Creek in 1716 or the one who had land in Bebtie 
in 172. All I know about him is that Samuel mentioned Francis and Thomas in 
his will7 in 1735. 


James Beasley dre (of legal age by 1720- d. by July 28, 1739) married 
Mary Falconer (d. ca 1788) and had four children, John, Mary, James, and ee 
Thomas, the first two mentioned in their uncle Samuel's will. John (d. 1801) 
married in 1752 Sarah Liles (d. ca 1795) and had four sons, James (be before 
1756— de before 1807), Francis (married in 1791 Elizabeth Jones), George (de 
ca 1810; married 1790 Elizabeth Bonner), and Robert (married first, in 1790, 
Elizabeth Elliott, and second, in 1793, Rebecca Wilkins). James IIT died in 
1754, still a minor. Thomas (of legal age in 1758- d. ca 1795) married before 
April 1767 Martha (ds May 1809) and had one son, Samuel (married by 1806 

) and three daughters. . 


Robert Beasley II (son of James Beasley and Mary Cropley) was a minor as 
late as April, 1720. He married Christian Luten in 1735 and died in 1768, 
naming in his will his only surviving son, John Baptist Beasley (eftbepe+ 
ege d. ca 1790). John Baptist married first Elizabeth Blount and had three 
daughters. He married second Elizabeth Norcom and had three sons, John, a 
doctor (de 181); married in 1799 Nancy Slade), Frederick, a clergyman (mar~ 
ried Mary 9, and Joseph (a minor in 17903; de before September 1801; mar- 
ried Catherine Gellatly in 1799).

The earliest record I have for Thomas Beasley, Sr is the 1850 census of Colerain, Bertie 
County, NC, which I have enclosed. As you can see from this census data, Thomas Sr. had two 
sons Thomas, Jr. and Joseph. His wife’s name was Michel. In the 1870 census, Michel is listed 


as living alone. I did not make a copy of that page but the citation is North Carolina, Bertie 
County, Colerain PO., page 38. 


The only record that I have for Thomas Jr., is a page from the marriage records of Bertie 
County by Francis Ingmire, which I have also enclosed. This shows him marrying Acenitt 


Heckenstall of Dec 13, 1849. This may be the “Aceneath” enumerated with him in the 1850 
census. 


When I saw the last will and testament for Thomas Beasley, Sr. in the NC State Archives, 
it made mention of the two sons living on land owned by him which transferred to his wife, 
Michel. It also mentioned that all of his blacksmith tools were bequeathed to Thomas, Jr. 


I have been doing some remote research on the Beasley family. My earliest record is 
Robert Beasley (a member of the House of Burgess), who died before 1695 in the Berkeley 
District (later Perquimans Precinct, later Perquimans County). The next generation consists of 
two sons and a daughter: James, Francis, and Sarah. The next generation shows most Beasley’s 
living in the Edenton area of Chowan County and from there they branched off to Bertie and 
Tyrell Counties. I will be going to Edenton soon to reconcile my work. 


I hope this helps.

The earliest Beasley of which we have found any record, was Robert Beasley and his 


wife Sarah who lived in Perquimans County, North Carolina on or before July 11, 1678 when 
it is recorded that their son Francis was born. 


(Hathaway Register, Vol. 3, Bk. 2, page 207) 


William Berkeley of Virginia, one of the Lords Proprietors began to grant land on 
behalf of the proprietors in 1663. Perquimans een was called Berkeley Precinct from 
1679-1685. However, George Durant acquired land from the Indians in 1661 and 1662. It is 
believed to be the site of the earliest settlements in North Carolina. It still retains its name, 
Durants Neck, and is in Perquimans County bounded by the Perquimans River and the 
Albemarle Sound. Among the earliest grantees were: 


1. George Catchmaid who obtained land on the Albemarle Sound, south of the Perquimans 
River, and three thousand three hundred and thirty three acres in Durants Neck across the 


river (north side of Perquimans River) overlapping the tract Durant claimed (This caused 
quite a squabble to say the least). 


2. Colonel Christopher Calthorpe, who became a neighbor of George Catchmaid. 


3. John Harvey who obtained land on the south side of the Perquimans River known as 
Harvey’s Point. 


4. William West, who received two thousand five hundred acres in Old Neck. 


John Jenkins and Alexander Lillington are also believed to be among the first settlers and 
land owners. 


William Drummond, the first governor (1664-1667) lived for a short while in Durants’ Neck. 
John Jenkins was governor from 1672-1677. 


In 1670, an estimated fifty families inhabited the precinct of Perquimans County, at that time 
called Albemarle. me 


By 1729, Friends maintained meetings at Wells, Sutton Creek, Old Neck, Yeopin, and Piney 
Woods. 


Sixteen men lived north of Little River Bridge in 1739. 
Hertford, NC is located at Phelps Point, 1758. 
Newby’s Bridge near Piney Woods became the town of Belviedere.

Robert Beasley and his wife Sarah (Loadmdn) were living in Perquimans County 
(Albemarle) in July 11, 1678 when their son, Francis was born. Two other children, James 
and Sarah, were possibly older. 4 

It is unknown when this family came to Perquimans County or from where they came. 
Raymond Winslow states in Perquimans County History that "During the 1650’s a small 
number of Virginians occupied land belonging to the Yeopin Indians", This area is in 
Perquimans County. Mr. Winslow further states that from the 1660’s, most of the settlers 
were of English descent and migrated from Virginia. Later, they also came from 
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Massachusetts, Rh 


ode Island 
only about 200 wh e Island, Maryland, and northern New England. By 1715, there were 


ite families living in Perquimans County. 


Until 1672, there were no religious denominations established in the area. The 
Church of England was very unpopular at this time because all citizens were forced by law to 
pay taxes for its support even though there was no church in the area. 


Therefore, when two Friends (Quaker) missionaries, George Fox and William 
Edmundson, arrived in the area in 1672 and established a "Meeting House", a large number 
of the population became Quaker. Mr. Winslow also states that because North Carolina 
permitted freedom of religion, several groups of Quakers migrated from some of the New 
England colonies, such as Rhode Island, Connecticut, and Massachusetts because of religious 
persecution there. However, it is interesting to note that when the Quakers teamed up with 


ie losing side in the Cary’s Rebellion of 1711, they were thereafter forbidden to hold public 
office. 


; _Research has proved that Robert Beasley was a Quaker as his name appears several 
times in Encyclopedia of American Quaker Genealogy by Hinshaw, found in the library in 
Elizabeth City, North Carolina. 


An amusing item states that Robert Beasley had been "called down" for walking 
disorderly. 


It is unknown whether Robert migrated to Perquimans County with a group of 
Friends (Quakers) or if he came perhaps from Virginia on his own or with others and 
became a Quaker after they established a Meeting House in 1672. 


Sarah, Robert’s first wife, and the mother of his three children, died some time before 
1689. At that date he married his second wife, Johanna Jenkins. Mrs. Mary Jones was his 
third wife, whom he married before his death in 1699. 


It is difficult to know the location of Robert’s property. It is stated that at the time of 
his son Francis’s birth, he was living on the north side of the Perquimans River. It is 
recorded that Robert received two grants of land in Perquimans County. One, on May1, 
1694, he received 282 acres. On June 1, 1694, he received 218 acres. -Ferquimans Counly Coust House 


Interesting tidbits collected here and there 


In 1689, it is recorded that Robert sold some cattle. 


Land Rights of Colonial Records of North Carolina states that in May 1693 Robert 
Beasley counts himself, his wife, Sarah, (this is incorrect as his wife Sarah died before 1689 
and he is married to Johanna) (This Sarah is probably his daughter) James Beasley, Johanna 


Beasley (wife), Richard, and Sarah Christon, as his Rights. Six in all he says. (He did not 
count Francis his son, who was around fifteen years old.) 


Robert and Johanna enjoyed several social and political activities. 

On August 19, 1687, Robert and Johanna J enkins were witnesses to the marriage of 
John Belman and Sarah Wilson in the home of Jona Ensips: Hathaway (Robert and Johanna 
were not yet married, however lets hope that Sarah was a ready dead.)

We have no proof that this Thomas is the son of James and Mary Cropley or even if 
these records refer to the same Thomas each time. In fact, unless this Thomas made ase 
secorded-his will several years before his death, he cannot be the son of James and Mary, as 
Samuel, his brother, mentioned Thomas in his will of 1735. 


The thing about it is this - if he isn’t the same Thomas, who in the world is he? Another 
thing which bothersme is that all the sons of James and Mary died so young. Are they in fact sons 
of Mary and James? 


However, we would like to believe that he is the same Thomas and that it is his son 
John who is listed as a witness to a deed transaction on March 17, 1742. The deed is to 


Adam Harrell on west side of Chinkinpin Creek adjacent to Alexander Steel and Henry 


Vanpelk. Colonial Records of Bertié, Vol.IV, 1739-1744. Note: Chinkinpin Creek runs 


behind the property owned by Thomas and Michelle Beasley over one hundred years later in 
1850.

In 1860, Thomas Beasley, Jr., is a 34 years old farmer worth $942.00. They now have

Ada @), and John James (6 months). Living with them are Henderson Brown (14) and Mary 
Harrell (35). 


Note: Both Thomas and Joseph named a daughter, Albina. Could this possibly have 
been Thomas, Sr.’s mother’s name? Also, it’s strange that they didn’t name any of their daughters 
Michele after their mother. In my opinion, Michele is a prettier name than Albina. 


We wonder what hardships they may have had to endure between the years of 1860-1870, 
the Civil War years. We believe Thomas, Sr. died sometime around May 21, 1868 as that is 
the date of his will. It was not probated until November 2, 1875. However, his name was not 
listed in the 1870 census.

Dear Lil, 
It's time for the Beasleys. 


First, thank you again for sending the splendid packet of materials 
on the family. It has taken me a long time to respond to it, not 
because it was an enormous or burdensome chore, but because...well, 
lately it seems time moves faster than I do. 


For my response, I have divided the materials into three sections, 
pedantically and pompously labeling them the Tadlock Papers, the 
Britton Beasley Papers, and the Lillian Oman Papers. I have added 

to these my own tree and family charts that relate to the Beasleys ‘ 


and some miscellaneous papers, pedantically and pompously labeling 
them Appendix I. 


THE TADLOCK PAPERS 
These comprise the typed sheets numbered 67-85 and 265-66. 


Page 67, 412: I spell her name Asceneth, which is the way 
William H. Heckstall (or the Bertie County Clerk of Court) 
spelled in his will. The name comes from the Bible (Genesis 
41:50 and 46:20) where in the Authorized Version it is spelled 
Asenath and pronounced As'-e-nath. The tendency of English 
speakers is to stress the penultimate syllable, thus As-cen'-eth 
which may be the way her contemporaries pronounced it since in 
the 1880 census she is listed as Cenie. However it was pro- 
nounced, one has to wonder why, of all the womens' name in 

the Bible, William and Elizabeth Heckstall chose that one for 
their elder daughter. Miss Heckstall was not the sole sufferer 
around, for there were several other women in Bertie and Cho- 
wan counties named Asceneth.

Page 67, 43: It's a minor point, but Deborah Heckstall's 
husband was Nathan D..Norman. That done, Nathan and Deborah 
Norman settled in Plymouth, NC where he had lived before 
they were married (see 1850 Washington County census). In 
both the 1860 and 1870 censuses he is listed as a merchant. 
They had children Walter (b. ca 1855), Milton (b. ca 1856), 
Seaton (b. ca 1860), Ida (b. ca 1864), Della (b. ca 1866), 
and Luther (b. ca 1869). I have not found the Norman family 
in the 1880 Washington County census or in the 1880 Soundex 
file, and thus I don't know if there were children born 
after Luther. Listed in the 1880 Washington County census 
are their two elder children, who were in business for them- 
selves, and Norman's mother and brother. A Nathan D. Norman's 
will was proved in 1888 and again in 1898 in Mecklenburg 
County, but I have not verified whether or not the testator 
is our Nathan D. Norman. 


Page 67, 4: Theodore George Heckstall could not have died 
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prior to 1850, since he was witness to the marriage bond se- 
cured by his brother John W. Heckstall and Margaret A. Tadlock 
in Bertie County on 20 Sep 1854. That he is not listed in the 
1850 census could indicate that his brother and guardian had 
Placed him in an institution (or locked him in the attic) or 
simply concealed his existance from the census enumerator. 

We do know that he had died prior to 1861 when he is described 
in a deed as "deceased" (Bertie County Deed Book MM, page 268). 


Pages 68: I cannot confirm or refute the compiler's work here, 
but I doubt that "some of the Females could have been slaves" 
(1790-1810) or that six females out of eight are "probably an 
error" (1840). Rather, I would suggest that the Heckstall 
household was an extended one that included aged parents, aunts, 
uncles, and possibly servants. 
Pages 69-72: The Heckstall family deeds are engaging and in- 
formative, and after reading the snippets included here, I 
think I must gather original copies. I am intrigued by the 
conveyance dated 14 May 1861 in Deed Book MM, page 268 rela- 
tive to the sale of Theodore's property. Who is L.S. Webb, 
and what does C & M stand for? 


Pages 73-83: I have original copies of William H. Heckstall's 
will and land division that I have transcribed (and passed on 


to you). It is interesting to compare my version and the one 
published here. 


Pages 265-66: The information on the two pages is more com- 
pletely and more accurately reported in Britton Beasley's 
notes. 


THE BRITTON BEASLEY PAPERS 


I have made copies of his computer generated charts for Thom- 
as Garrett, Rawdon Garrett, and Horace Garrett, and noted 
with red ink addenda and corrigenda. On another copy I have 
painted out everything but the base chart itself and used 
that to make additional charts for Lillie (Mitchell) Garrett, 
widow of Thomas Garrett, in her marriage to John Mitchell 
and for Thomas Myers Garrett, that is, me. I enclose copies 
herewith for you, and I have another set for Britton Beasley 
that I will send to him along with a letter of introduction. 


I have read through the twelve pages that comprise the "Deg- 
cendants of Thomas Edward Beasley (3/26/1826-4/26/1893) and 
Aseneath Heckstall Beasley (11/1/1824-6/26/1889)." Cousin 
Britton obviously knows more about these people that I do, 
and I will defer to his researches. I can add to and cor- 
rect the information on page 5, { 1; it being a bit of a 
jumble now, I have redone it on a new sheet of paper follow- 
ing as closely as possible the format of the original. I 
enclose a copy for you and will send him a copy.

THE LILLIAN OMAN PAPERS 


You've done a great job (meaning both considerable and remark- 


able) getting all this material pulled together. I have set 
down here some observations, some additions and corrections, 
some suggestions, and many questions. I have not thrown out 
any challenges. For example, you say that Joseph Beasley's 
first wife was born Julia Valentine and his second wife was 
born Elizabeth Ann Britton. When I ask, "Where did you find 
the maiden name?" I'm not questioning your accuracy; I'm 
asking the source of your information. 


Pages 1-5: I have a collection of bits and pieces of Beasley 
lore or Beasleyana if you will not unlike your pages 1-5. I 
have pushed it back and forth, drawn pages upon pages of tree 
charts, but not being able to tie any of it to Thomas Beasley 
(ca 1791-1865), I have not attempted to organize it. Of the 
early families -say prior to 1750- I have done nothing. My 
genealogy mentor iterates and reiterates that you work from 
what you know to what you don't know. He bellows (literally) 
that if you don't know who your father was you can't know who 
your grandfather was. 


Page 6, {11 & passim: You give Michel Beasley a certain French 
cachet by transforming her into "Michele." I suspect that she 
was plain Michel and that like Asceneth Heckstall's, her name 
came from the Bible, a slight misspelling of Michal (pro- 
nounced in the Authorized Version Mi'-chal), who was the 


daughter of Saul _and the first wife of David (1 Samuel 14:49, 


18:20 & 27, 19:12, 25:44 & 2 Samuel 3:13, 6:16 & 23, 21:8) 


Page 6, 7: Where did you find Julia's maiden name? Was 
Martha Valentine Julia's sister? The eldest child's name 
is surely Missouri. (Jumping ahead a bit, in your list of 
questions, you ask if Joseph's wives and children can be 
straightened out; well, I have tried, and my efforts are 
included in Appendix I.) 


Page 6, 9: Where did you find Elizabeth's middle and maiden 
names? The youngest child's name is Julia. 


Page 6, 10: Any Idea who Mary Harrell was? Was she a 
governess? She was living with the Beasley family in 1850 
and 1860, may have gotten married to Calvin Peele in 1867 
(see Bertie County marriage bonds), but in any event disap- 
pears from the Beasley household. Also, any idea who Hender 
son Brown was? 


Page 7, 11: Where did you find details of Elizabeth's death? 
T think Iseliu (remember, Julia by my reading) and Sarah are 
one and the same person (I wrestle with this in Appendix I). 


Page 7, 14: In the 1880 census, I read Joseph's wife's name 
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as Marandie, and the Soundex transcriber also read it. as 
Marandie. Daughter Elizabeth is there: Leiza by my reading, 
Lizer by the Soundex transcriber's. Lizzie 


Page 7, is 8 & 9: I have no proof for the following theory, 
but I'll toss it out nevertheless. I suspect that Thomas 
Beasley 1 died soon after his will was written (21 May 1868). 
In the will Thomas left his entire estate to Michel on life- 
right but with explicit instructions for its distribution at 
her death. Therefore Thomas 2, who was the sole executor, 
had no reason to submit his father's will for probate until 
his mother's death when he needed to divide and distribute 
the estate according to the terms of the will. The will was 
proved and registered 2 Nov 1875, and I would assume that 
Michel died a few months prior to its registration. 


Pages 8 & 9, {i I: Under the heading "Children of Joseph 
(William) Beasley", I note the omission of William J. Beasley. 
According to the 1850 census he was born to Joseph and Julia 
ca 1849; I assume he died young, at least prior to the 1860 
census. Is the omission. intentional? 


Page 9, {| II: Odds and ends and picky stuff here. In (2), 

is Martha's husband Charlton Northcott or Northcutt? In 

(4), is she Frances Ada, Ada Frances, or Ada Fanny? In (4-1), 
I think Grandmother spelled her name Lillie Mae, as opposed 
to Lilly May, but for curiosity's sake, what does the family 
Bible say? In (4-1a), the correct spelling is Rawdon, Louise 
was born in Kemper, SC, and according to my records they were 
married in Greenville 29 May 1929. In (4-1b), my father was 
Horace Mitchell Garrett, and I am Thomas Myers Garrett. He 
died 22 Mar 1984 rather than 22 Feb 1984. 


I will stop Beasley business here and explain how I happen to 
be Thomas Myers and not Thomas Miles Garrett. Either before 
I was born or at the time I was born, it was decided to name 
me after my grandfather who by then had been in his grave 
twenty-two years. My father, who had been just five years old 
when his father died, asked Grandmother to verify the name, 
and, bless my soul, she couldn't! She was sure it was Thomas 
M, but she couldn't recall whether the M was for Miles or 
Myers. Ah, they'd check the Bible; the Bible said Thomas M. 
Well, they'd check the tombstone; the tombstone said Thomas 
M. And indeed, everything they could lay their hands on said 
Thomas M. My father filling out the birth registration form 
wrote Thomas Myers Garrett, and thus I have been and am. The 
Miles/Myers bit lay hidden away until I got married, and at 
the wedding reception, Louise told Sue's family that I was 
actually Thomas Miles Garrett III, there being Thomas Miles 
Garrett II (My grandfather) and Thomas Miles Garrett I (my 
grandfather's uncle, diarist of note, CSA colonel killed at 
the Battle of Spotsylvania, &c, &¢c, &éc). Sue's Aunt Bess, 
thrilled that her niece had married anybody the third, later 
questioned me about this, and I had to deny that I was Thomas 
Miles the Third or even Thomas Miles. Every record -birth 
certificate, school records, draft registration, college di- 
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Plomas, life insurance, and now, Marriage records- was in the 
name Thomas Myers Garrett. Aunt Bess was chagrined; Louise, 
when it got back to her, was downright angry and wanted me to 
change it immediately. Needless to say, I didn't. Louise 
has never accepted it, though she has softened a bit, and now 
holds that legally, yes, I am Thomas Myers, but since it was 
intended that I be named after my grandfather that I have the 
right -sole right- to the name Thomas Miles Garrett III (and, 
qT suppose, the privileges and immunities thereunto appertain- 
ing). Louise and my mother (the two daughters-in-law) agree: 
How like Mrs. Mitchell not to remember her husband's name. 


Back to the Beasleys. 


Page 11, # (5): In August 1971 (I dated my notes), I was in 
Philadelphia on business and had dinner with Uncle Jim and 
his wife (Irene?). After dinner and with a fresh cigar, 
Uncle Jim was describing his uncles -Will was a merchant, 
Ed was a hotel keeper, John was a farmer and sheriff- when 
he stopped, thought a bit, and with a frown that gave way 

to a smile said, "John was not lively." When I asked him to 


elaborate, he said nothing, but still smiling, he shook his 
head no. 


Marriages: The Church of the Latter Day Saints, aka the 
Mormon Church, has gathered and published on microfiche a 
roster of marriage bonds for all of North Carolina. The NYPL 
has a copy that I am wearing out searching one family after 
another. There are with variant spellings 140 Beasley 
brides. There are probably as many Beasley grooms, but 

I haven't counted them. The list has not revealed many 
secrets. 


Hathaway made a mistake: In your Item 6, the witness is 
not Theridora but Theodore. 


Under "Bertie Marriages" thanks for including Thomas Garrett 
and Lilly Mitchell. No one that I had spoken to had any idea 
than saying, "She married young." Well, she was young -eleven 
days short of her eighteenth birthday. And then she was a 
widow four days short of her twenty-eighth birthday. 


Under "Bertie Marriages, Where are?" I don't know, but I'll 
keep looking. 


Wills and Deeds: A general note. Perhaps you know about 
it. A chap named Thornton W. Mitchell (maybe he's kin) 
compiled and published North Carolina Wills: a Testator In- 
dex, 1665-1900 (2 vols.; Raleigh, NC: by the author, 1937). 
I think a new edition was issued last year by Southern His- 
torical Press, but I can't find their catalogue; the price 
was an unconscionable $50.00. However, through the magic of 
xerography, I have copied from the first edition those pages 
containing Beasleys in all their assorted spellings and en- 
close in my Appendix a copy for you. 


Under your "1890 County Wills Book," Harriet, I think we 
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agree, was Joseph's fourth wife. As to his leaving everything 
to Harriet, Warren, Robert, and Fred at the expense of his 
other children, we can only speculate. First, although he 
left all his personal property to Harriet, he specified that at 
her death it be divided equally among all his children; he 
left his real property to male children, certainly the com- 
monest procedure in handing down ones land at the time (how- 
ever, to argue this point it is necessary to kill off Joseph 
Thomas or Joseph L. of the 1860 and 1870 censuses). Second, 
he left his real property, presumably the bulk of his estate, 
to his three children who were under age in 1890 -Warren was 


14, Robert was 12, and Fred was 11- thus assuring their main- 
tenance. 


Questions: Alas, I cannot answer any of the questions you pose. 
Regarding Michel Beasley's maiden name (question 9), you told 
me it was White, I think based on information you got from 
Britton. Regarding Joseph, his wife and his children (ques- 
tion 10), I try to deal with that in my so called Appendix. 


APPENDIX I 


Back on Page 1, I said I had labeled this section, Appendix I, 
and thus I have, though that implies at least an Appendix II. 
There is none, however if there are new revelations I can go 
on. The appendix is just that: supplementary material attached 
at the end of a piece of writing. It consists of the follow- 
ing parts: 


1. Britton Beasley's damned charts annoted. The new chart 
I added for the John Mitchell-Lillie (Mitchell) Garrett 
marriage should be run by Miriam Mitchell for verification. 
I really know very little about Granddad (which is how I 
knew him) and his origins. 


2. A new Page 5 for Britton Beasley's "Descendants of Thom- 
as Edward Beasley . . . and Aseneath Beasley. - - are 
This too should be reviewed by Miriam. 


3. Relevant pages from Thornton Mitchell's North Carolina 
Wills... _, with a key for county identification. A 
quick tabulation reveals that Currituck County leads in 
the number of Beasley wills probated with fourteen, fol- 
lowed by Chowan County with eleven, Warren County with 
eight, Craven and Stokes counties with six, and the rest 
with one, two, or three. 


4. My attempt to deal with Joseph Beasley et al. I have 
tried to set down what is known in a systematic, graphic 
arrangement, hoping that when seen thus, the answers to 
our questions would be immediately apparent and if not 
immediately apparent, certainly with some thought or 
reasoning, fathomable. 


Working with the four censuses, 1850-1880, and Joseph's 
will, I placed each wife and each child on a separate 


~ 


line and continued her or him across that line noting in 


each column whatever information was provided in that 


source. The miscellaneous folk and hangers-on do not re- 
peat, and I placed them at the bottom all on one line but 


in the appropriate column. 


Having done this and studied the result, I fear that it 


raises more questions than it answers. Perhaps your fresh 


eye will see something there. 


5. A tree chart beginning with my father and moving back on 
the Mitchell, Beasley, Hallowell, Heckstall, and White(? 
lines as far as I can go, which isn't very far. I begin 
with my father's name rather than mine and thereby keep 
the North Carolina families and the Virginia families 
separate. It does simplify the bookkeeping. 


6. Tom Garrett's damned charts. These don't impart any new 
information, they just demonstrate my record keeping 
scheme. I laid out the chart for my needs, drew it up, 
and had it printed. It has a companion chart, not in- 
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cluded here, for sources and notes. I don't+eif I'll send 
these to Britton; he'd probably write you a letter with a 
shared confidence that this Garrett fellow's charts are a 
pain in the neck, difficult to read, provide insufficient 


space, &c, &c. 


That gets me to the end of the Beasleys as I know them. I will 
keep looking for Beasleys and for Mitchells, Hallowells, Heck- 
stalls, and Whites too. And remember that at the same time I'm 


looking for Garretts, Thompsons, Rayners, Evanses, Holleys, Perrys, 
Whites (again), Blanchards, Wards, Freemans, Speights, and Chappells. 


Please, feel free to correct errors, feel free to challenge ideas. 
Maybe she was Michele.

Sobviously Joseph buried or divorced (unlikely) Julia before 1860 and married Elizabeth. According to Lil Oman Eliza- 
beth's maiden name was Britton with middle name Anni What is the source of this information? 


This information 
would help pinpoint the dates of Julia's death and Joseph's remarriage. On the basis of the longer gap be- 
tween children, I earlier assumed that Julia died after Albina's birth, but that was only guesswork, and I no 
longer chase that theory. See my thoughts in Note 7. 


7Julia the younger is a problem. I strongly suspect that the Julia of the 1860 census is the same person as the 
Sarah or Sallie of the 1870 or 1780 census. But to make them the same person requires same explanation of the 
separate persons. A simple explanation is that her name was Julia Sarah or Sarah Julia, and they first called 
her Julia and then Sarah. In a parallel situation, Uncle Ed Beasley was Thomas E. in the 1870 census and Edward 
in the 1880 census. Another simple explanation is that the census taker made a mistake, but even if that's true 
it's not satisfying. Lacking hard evidence and having a free fancy, I can imagine this scenario: Julia dies at 
the birth of a child; the bereaved and distraught Joseph names the child for her mother; Joseph remarries quickly; 
the second wife, Elizabeth, is jealous of the deceased first wife, but must care for the first wife's child 
who, alas,. has her mother's name; in the interest of peace, harmony, and concord the child is given or at least 
called by another name, Sarah. Such is the stuff of soap operas.

Reflections: 


36 Years Of Social Work

(Editor’s note: During the Session of the General Assembly this year, Senator 
Edgar J. Gurganus from Martin County served as Chairman of the Senate 
Public Welfare Committee. He was indeed a champion for the poor as he 
worked diligently for legislation that would prove beneficial to their future. 
Senator Gurganus believed in public welfare because he was very know- 
ledgeable regarding its program. He had good reason to be — his wife was a 
caseworker with the Martin County Department of Public Welfare for 19 
years. If this is not reason enough, his mother-in-law, Mrs. Mable Claire 
Beasley served 32 years as a caseworker with the Bertie County Department 
of Public Welfare before her recent retirement. Senator Gurganus was 
recently elected Chairman of the Martin County Board of Social Services. 

The following article was written by Mrs. Jenkins, a social worker with the 
Bertie County Department of Social Services, from an interview with Mrs. 


Beasley.) 


Experiencing feelings of regret 
tinged with relief, Mrs. Mable Claire 
Beasley regards her career with the 
Bertie County Department of Social 
Services as 32 years characterized by 
change, progress, frustration and hope. 
Mrs. Beasley, of Colerain, North 
Carolina, became a caseworker in 1933 
under the Emergency Relief Adminis- 
tration before there was a county 
department of public welfare. Her 
retirement became effective July 1 of 
this year. 

“T had never heard of welfare,” 
declared Mrs. Beasley, recalling her 
introduction to the public assistance 
program. “The Woman’s Club of Cole- 
rain operated a lunchroom and as a 
volunteer worker I served soup to the 
needy several days each week. One day 
the director of the ERA came down 
from Raleigh and asked me if I would 
be interested in working with the ERA 
Committee in Bertie County. My 
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children were in school so I accepted 
the job, even though I knew nothing 
about welfare. My salary was $50 a 
month and I received 5 cents a mile 
for travel expenses.” Thus began a 
career which spanned 36 years. 

“The program was administered by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion and I was the only worker. We 
had centers located throughout the 
county for food and clothing orders, 
payable to any local merchant, and 
commodities were issued to needy 
families. The commodities, such as 
beans, rice and other foods, were 
shipped by bulk and were then bagged 
and distributed at the various centers 
along with the orders. The orders were 
paid for from federal funds entirely, 
and they amounted to $10,000.00 to 
$14,000.00 a month.” 

“The federal government sent big 
packets of seeds and fertilizer and 
these were distributed to families at 
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garden centers. We also had sewing 
rooms where workers under the Works 
Progress Administration Program made 
clothing for the needy.” She recalled 
with amusement the local nickname 
for WPA — “We Poke Along,” but in 
her opinion it was one of the most 
worthwhile programs witnessed during 
her career in public assistance. “They 
built school houses, community build- 
ings, sidewalks, roads, and cleaned 
ditches. In the beginning the workers 
were paid in food and clothing orders 
at the rate of 30 cents an hour. Later 
they were paid by checks. A great 
number of our boys who were school 
dropouts went to Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps camps, and many of them 
are outstanding men today. People 
were happy to work for 30 cents an 
hour in those days, and I believe 
people are still eager to work if there is 
work to do,” she added. 

When public assistance was in- 
corporated under the Social Security 
Administration in 1937, a director of 
public welfare was appointed in Bertie 
County. Mrs. Beasley was the only 
caseworker. This was the beginning of 
a program supported by federal, state, 
and county funds and the categories of 
Aid to Dependent Children and Old 
Age Assistance were introduced and 
set up similar to the programs now, 
according to Mrs. Beasley. Later in 
1951 the Aid to the Permanently and 
Totally Disabled program was added. 
The primary changes since 1937 have 
been the addition of medical assistance 
and other services, such as adoption 
supervision, foster homes for children, 
boarding homes for adults, supervision 
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of work permits for children, proba- 
tion services for juvenile court and 
general assistance to the needy. 

The biggest change in the assistance 
program during her career has been the 
granting of welfare checks rather than 
distributing clothes and food. But Mrs. 
Beasley expresses disappointment that 
public assistance grants have not in- 
creased over the past 15 to 20 years in 
Proportion to the increase in living 
costs. “The program has been at a 
standstill as far as really helping people 
improve their situation. They are 
forced to live on the same income as 
they did 15 years ago,” she said. 

During her years as a caseworker 
Mrs. Beasley worked in all phases of 
the welfare program, but her work 
with the aging was her favorite. “My 
real love is working with old folks and 
I shall remain in contact with them as 
a friend, even though I am no longer a 
caseworker.” 

Mrs. Beasley doesn’t talk much 
about her cases, but she can relate 
many success stories in which she had 
had a hand. She is reluctant to take 
credit for her part in helping these 
families to become self-sufficient, but 
case records testify to the guidance 
and encouragement she has offered 
through the years. 

“I wish the public could only real- 
ize how many children have become 
contributing members to society be- 
cause AFDC made it possible for them 
to remain in school rather than drop 
out and go to work to support their 
families,” she remarked, remembering 
AFDC children who are now self- 
supporting, tax paying citizens. She is 
particularly proud of one of her 
former families. She helped the oldest 
son find summer jobs and self-help 
jobs at college. He became a teacher 
and is now a high school principal 
working on his Ph.D. His sister com- 
pleted nurses training and is now a 
supervisor in a large hospital. They 
helped send their younger brother to 
college, and, after teaching several 
years, he is now associated with a large 
business firm. “Because of AFDC 
these children could continue their 
education and are now substantial 
citizens and are of great worth to their 
community,” she said. 

Mrs. Beasley admits that she has 
worked with clients who failed to 
progress and become self-sufficient, 
but she deplores the distorted image of 
public assistance upheld by the general 
public. “For every client who is a 
failure, there are dozens or more who 
have taken advantage of our services 
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and have helped themselves. I am tired 
of hearing that welfare is a program of 
doling out money. If people would 
just listen and read they would 
become aware of all the services per- 
formed in the name of welfare.” 

Mrs. Beasley is optimistic about the 
new work incentive program and the 
disregard of income. “I liked the idea 
behind WPA and CCC because while a 
man received assistance he was work- 
ing for it. Until the work incentive and 
the disregard of income programs be- 
came effective, a family was penalized 
for working. Now they more or less 
receive a bonus for working and will 
be able to raise their standard of living 
and their self-respect.” 

Along with stories of movement 
and success with her former clients, 
she has a wealth of comic situations to 
recount. She recalled that during the 
ERA days some of the commodities 
sent in by the federal government 
included items completely foreign to 
this rural area. In particular she re- 
members a large shipment of grape- 
fruit. One housewife informed her 
indignantly that she had “biled and 
biled the blooming things,” and they 
just wouldn’t “cook done.” Another 
item, packages of cheese wrapped in 
silver foil, caused consternation among 
some of the recipients because “when 
you try to wash with it, it just won’t 
lather no matter how hard you scrub it 
on the washboard.” 

Mrs. Beasley remembered a home 
visit to the home of Mr. X. When she 
asked to see him the family said they 
were so glad she had come and ushered 
her into the parlor. And there lay Mr. 
X. — in his coffin. Mrs. Beasley de- 
clares she broke a track record the day 
she went to pick up a feeble-minded 
girl to return her to an institution 
following a Christmas vacation at 
home. The girl picked up an ax and 
chased her out of the house and all the 
way to the car. Mrs. Beasley said she 
could see the girl running down the 
road after the car, still brandishing the 
ax. Needless to say, she made arrange- 
ments for someone else to offer trans- 
portation following this harrowing ex- 
perience. 

Mrs. Beasley would like to see a 
work program for able-bodied fathers 
who do not live in areas where full 
time, year around work is available. 
She would also recommend free legal 
aid for all welfare recipients to help 
trace deserting fathers and follow up 
on ee a 

+n speaking of the future of public 
assistance, Mrs. Beasley does not seea 


pat solution to the problem of 
verty. “I would like to see the stan 
ard of living raised and education js : 
the answer. Education is the key to 
improving the client’s ability to get a 
better job, to improve his way of 
living. As for Mr. Nixon’s proposed 
program, it is just too soon to know if 
a guaranteed income will overcome the 
failures so far to upgrade the welfare 
families’ standard of living,” she said, 
“There will always be a tender spot 
in my heart for public welfare,” Mrs, 
Beasley said in parting. “I will con- 
tinue to defend it as long as I live,” ra 
The news of Mrs. Beasley’s retire. 
ment brought many letters, cards and _ 
personal visits from former clients, 
The same phrase is repeated again and 
again: “God bless you forever. With. | 
out you many poor people could no! 
have solved their problems.” And as 
one former client who lives in another Ms 
state wrote, “I know I speak for more 
people than just myself. We appreciate 
you more than maybe you ever realize, 
Mrs. Beasley. Thank you.”

John Biggs: English Origins 


Though many researchers have attempted to discover the English background of JB, to my knowledge, 
none of these attempts has yet yielded specific information about this. One theory has it that JB is a 
descendant of the family of Richard Bigge of St. Giles in the Field, Middlesex, England. John Bennett 
Boddie’ HISTORIC SOUTHERN FAMILIES, vol. 15, suggests that the names carried in the family of 
John Biggs of Norfolk Co. point to such kinship, 


) f since these are also carried in the family of Richard 
Bigge. Boddie’s theory is also published in CASWELL FAMILY (cited above) (p. 9). 


The family of Richard Bigg of St. Giles in the Field has been rather exhaustively researched. HAR- 
LEIAN SOCIETY, vol. 56, p. 171, records a court of arms for this family (citing Ashmole 851, p. 
26). The genealogical chart attached to the coat of arms traces the family to one William Bigg of Ben- 
nendon, Co. Kent, 1540. RB was a grandson; he married Anne Juxon of London, and died 1646, 
leaving children Edward, Richard, Margaret, Ann, and Katherine (for the will of Richard Bigg and his 
wife Anne Juxon, see Henry F. Walters, GENEAL. GLEANINGS IN ENG., vol. 2, pp. 1365, 1372). 


Richard, son of RB and Anne Juxon, married 1) Lady Phebe Ley, daughter of James, Earl of 
Marlborough of Co. Wiltshire and 2)Mary, daughter of Timothy Wade of London. It is the genealogy 
of this RB that Ashmole’s coat of arms adorns; the attached genealogical chart gives his age as 52 in 


the year 1665. By his first wife, RB had a son John, who was 21 in 1665, and a son Richard. By his 
second wife, he had sons Nathaniel and Lovelace. 


VICTORIA HISTORY OF BERKSHIRE has information about RB. This states that soon after 1640, 
the estates of Sir Francis Windebank were sequestered by parliament(pp. 255-6). These included the 
manor of Odes in Hurst, Co. Berks., which passed into the hands of RB, who was a partisan of Crom- 
well. At the accession of Charles II, RB was pardoned, and the estate remained in his family. Elias 
Ashmole, THE ANTIQUITIES OF BERKSHIRE, vol. 2, (London, 1719), p. 400f, also has informa- 


tion about this family. Ashmole states that Hurst church in Berkshire has the tombs of Lady Phebe 
Bigg and her son Richard. 


VICTORIA HISTORY OF HAMPSHIRE, vol. 4, p. 232, states that the manor of Woodsgarton, Monk 
Sherborne in Chuteley Hundred, Co. Hampshire (near the Berkshire border) belonged to William 
Wither in 1620. His daughter Dorothy married Lovelace Bigg of Chilton Foliat, Co. Wiltshire, in 
1684 (citing HANTS. FIELD CLUB PROC. 4,3, pp. 251-2). I assume that this LB is the Lovelace 
who was son of Richard, above. This source identifies Haynes Hill, Hurst, as in Co. Wiltshire, and 
not Co. Berks., and states (p. 537) that Peter Legay and son Isaac sold the manor of West Willow in 
the parish of East Willow, Thorngate Hundred, Co. Hants., to RB of Haynes Hill in 1662). In 1678, a 
Sir John Bigg occupied the manor of Petersfield, Finchdean Hundred, in Co. Hampshire (vol. 3, p. 
112). I do not know if this JB is of the family of Haynes Hill, or not; perhaps he is the John who was 


the heir of RB and Lady Phebe Ley. VICT. HIST. BERKS., p. 248, has a description and history of 
the Haynes Hill manor. 


In Charlton Hundred, a neighbor of RB was Richard Aldworth. VICT. HIST. BERKS. (pp. 255-6) 
note that the manor of the Vyne came into the possession of RA of Hinton Pipard, Co. Wilts., in 1610, 
and descended from him to his son Richard. Ashmole’s ANTIQUITIES has information about this 
family. Ashmole notes (vol. 2, p. 400f) that RA Sr. is buried in Ruscombe parish, and that he died 15 
March 1638. He also states that RA Jr. is interred in St. Mary Aldermanbury, London, but has a 
memorial in Wargrave church, Berks. 


The proximity of the Aldworth family to the Bigg family of Haynes Hill is interesting, because it 
appears to have been connected to a family that immigrated to Norfolk Co., Va., from Bristol, 
England. The 20 March 1675 will of John Thruston of Bristol, father of the Virginia immigrants, 
specifies that Robert Aldworth of Bristol was a friend, and bequeaths property to him (see "The 
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Thruston Family of America," WM. AND MARY, vol. 8 [1899], 
the Probate Division of the High Court of Justice, Prerogative Co 
Malachi Thruston, son of John, left a will dated 14 March 1698/9 
nessing the will (ibid., p. 27, n.

The lineage of a New England Biggs family that does appear to have familial connections to the Biggs 
family studied above is that of John Bigge (ca. 1561-1605) and Rachel Martin (1565-1647) of Cran- 
brook, Co. Kent, England. After JB’s death, Rachel emigrated to New England with several of her 
children. A recent (and very thorough) account of this family is to be found in John Brooks Threl fall, 
FIFTY GREAT MIGRATION COLONISTS TO NEW ENGLAND AND THEIR ORIGINS (Madison, 
WI, 1990), pp. 37-62, 556. See also Elizabeth French, trans., "Bigge Wills and Records," NEW 
ENGLAND HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL REGISTER 56 (1912), pp. 54-61, which notes 
that the coat of arms of the Kent family is matches that of the Bigg family studied above. W.H. Whit- 
more, annot., "Will of John Bigg," NEW ENG. HIST. GEN. REG. 29 (1875), pp. 253-60, transcribes 
the will of JBigg of Maidstone, Kent, 1640, a son of John and Rachel Bigg. The Kentish Bigge family 


is of interest, because its wills indicate that it was intermarried with a Batchelor family, which also 
came to New England. 


Another possible lead to the English ancestry of JB of LNC is the estate case of Stephen Hicks/Hix, 
cited above. Since Thomas Sayer administered the estate of SH on behalf of Hicks’ mother, and since 
TS’s son Francis later speaks of JB as his kinsman, the case is doubly interesting. 


This case would point to a Southampton, England, provenance for JB. The Barlowe family appears 
definitely to have been from Southampton, and the will of Robert Parker cited above (13 Nov. 1671, 
Northampton Co., Va.) mentions that RP’s father and grandfaterh were buried in St. Lawrence church 
in Southampton. Parker’s son John gave power of attorney on GP’s behalf in Northampton Co. in 
1658 regarding the estate of one Ralph Barlow. 


There definitely was a Biggs family in Southampton, England, during the period in which JB of LNC 
would have been born. The Southampton Assembly Books indicate that a John Bigge of Southampton 
held public office in the years 1602-8, and that he was a leading burgess of the city (see SOUTHAMP- 
TON RECORD SOCIETY, vol. 24, p. 23, n. 3). JB appears in the Southampton Mayor’s Book on 23 
Oct. 1606, which notes that at that date, he was living by the Bengate. On 30 Oct. 1607, he was made 
burgess (ibid., vol. 21). In 1611, JB was constable of Southampton (ibid., vol. 27, p. 105). On 12 
June 1611, JB’s name appears in a list of merchants of Southampton who had received a charter to 
trade with France. The list also included John and Edward Barlowe (ibid., vol. 21). JB’s name dis- 
appears from the Assembly Books in the years 1615-16; did he die in that period? 


In 1630/1, one Robert Etheridge, a glovier of Southampton, was living at the Hill, Southampton, and 
appears in court records in those years (ibid.). 


The Southampton information is intriguing for another reason. During the period in which JB was 
active as a merchant in the city, a Mercer family was also in Southampton, and was active in trade. In 
addition, this family was intermarried with a Batchelor family. The family is that of John Mercer, a 
“merchant stranger" from Tournai, who resided in Southampton from about 1587-61, when he died on 
22 Aug. Paul’s son John was a "merchant adventurer" in the city with his son-in-law Peter Priaulx 
(ibid.). 
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Paul Mercer’s sister Hester married Nathaniel, son of Rev. Stephen Batchelor, an Anglican parson who 
was ejected from his Co. Hants. parish because of his Puritanism, and later went to New England. 
For more information on this, see file of Richard Batchelor. As will be recalled, JB had daughters 
Ann, who married 1)Richard Batchelor, and Katherine, who m. Thomas Mercer. 


The possibility that JB of LNC had Southampton roots may be strengthened by another record pertain- 
ing to the Parker family of Southampton, England, and Northampton Co., Va. In 1661, Robert Parker 
gave power of attorney to his friends George and John Norsworthy to demand of Thomas Parker of 
Isle of Wight Co., Va., any papers of Robert’s that Thomas might have. 


It has been proposed by some researchers that Johannah, wife of JB of LNC, was a Norsworthy. I 
have not seen proof of this. Boddie, ISLE OF WIGHT CO., pp. 236-8, suggests that the Norsworthy 
family of southwest Virginia may have come from Widdecombe in Co. Devon, England. The LDS 
IGI, version 3.02, British Isles, has two entries for Tristram Norsworthy, the immigrant ancestor, 
which state that he was the son of George Norsworthy and Elizabeth Bennett, and was of Widdecombe, 
Devon, England. These entries do not have proof; I suspect that Boddie is their ultimate source. The 
Bennett background would probably link TN to the Bennett family of Isle of Wight Co., which pro- 
moted Puritan settlement in southeast Virginia. There is, by the way, one entry for a Johannah 
Norsworthy in the IGI that might possibly be Johannah, wife of JB. This Johannah was baptized 4 
May 1615 in Truro, Cornwall, England. But if the theory that Johannah Biggs was a Norsworthy is 


going to be proven, more work needs to be done to connect her to the Norsworthy family of the West 
Country of England. 


Norsworthy is definitely a very local name in England. William Addison’; UNDERSTANDING 
ENGLISH SURNAMES (London: B.T. Batsford, 1978), pp. 62, 147, states that the name is a distinc- 
tively Devonshire one. Friends of mine who have spent time in Newfoundland tell me the name is also 


to be found there--which may indicate that the early English settlers of that region had West Country 
English roots. 


Could the link between the Sayers and Biggs families of LNC have been via the Norsworthy family? I 
have not seen any records that give the English ancestry of the Norfolk Co. Sayers family. A family 
file in the Sargeant Memorial Room of the Norfolk public library by Alice Granberry Walter, 116B 
Pinewood Rd., Virginia Beach, VA 23451 (copyright 1974) has Thomas Sayers the immigrant born 
between 1616-21 and Francis his son born about 1637, thus making JB and TS of the same generation. 
What is interesting to note is that Thomas had another son Tristram. Could this name have passed 
down in the Sayers family via some connection to the Norsworthys? It is interesting as well to note 
that Walter’s chart states that TS transported one John Sykes to Va. in 1637. As we have seen; JB of 
LNC had a daughter Jeane who married a Sykes. 


The LDS IGI, version 3.02, British Isles, has a number of entries for a Co. Hampshire, England, Bigg 
family that might have information about the background of JB of LNC. These show that a JB, son of 
James, was baptized on 22 Jan. 1614 in Alverstoke, Hampshire, England. In Hambledon, Hampshire, 
a JB, son of John, was baptized on 5 May 1627. In Bishops Waltham, Hampshire, a JB, son of 
Richard, was baptized 9 Jan. 1613. Another JB, with relative Thomas, was married in North 
Waltham, Hampshire, on 14 July 1633. Unfortunately, the IGI entry does not provide his spouse’s 
name. Could this John be the one baptized in 1613? A JB, son of John, was baptized on 27 Jan. 1649 
in Bishops Waltham, Hampshire. This is in the age range of JB Jr., son of John of LNC. If proof 
could be found that JB of LNC was the JB who was baptized in 1613 in Bishops Waltham, and if this 
is the same man who was married in 1633 in North Waltham and fathered the son John who was bap- 
tized in 1649, then the line of JB of Norfolk Co., Va., could be carried a generation further back than 
researchers have been able to carry it. 


If the various pieces of information above do not prove trustworthy clues to the English background of 
JB of LNC, then perhaps another avenue to explore would be the records of St. Mary Whitechapel 
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parish, Stepney, London, England. The IGI has an entry for a Richard Batchelor who was baptized on 
24 Sept. 1643. This would place the age of the RB in roughly the same years as that of the Richard 
Batchelor who emigrated to LNC and married Ann Biggs--though I have not proven that the Richard of 
Norfolk Co. was the Richard of the St. Mary Whitechapel baptism record. 


In addition, the IGI shows a Thomas Sayer baptized in the same church on 19 Apr. 1601. On 30 Jan. 
1635, a John Bigge of St. Mary Whitechapel left a will proven 2 Sept. 1636, which names a widow 
Joane, brother Thomas of Wilhamstead, Bedfordshire, sister Susan Ward, brother Henry in Virginia, 
and sister Mary Cooper. The will also mentions Edward Vallentine, a baker who was occupying a 
tenement owned by JB, and a friend Frances Rogers of Virginia. 


The LDS IGI, version 3.02, British Isles, has an entry for a John Bigges who was christened at St. 
Dunstan’s church, Stepney, London, England on 28 Feb. 1620, son of Thomas and Rachel. 


Another possible lead to the English ancestry of JB of LNC might be the fact that the will of Robert 
Hodges, 10 Sept. 1681, LNC, names a brother John of Dartmouth, England, and a brother-in-law 
Peter Shepherd of Modbury. Both are towns in Devonshire, not far from Widdecombe, from which 
the Norsworthy family is said to have come. Since various pieces of data appear to indicate that a 
majority of the settlers of southeast Virginia originated in the English West Country, this might be a 
lead worth exploring (on the West Country thesis, see Boddie, 17TH-CENT. ISLE OF WIGHT; and 
David Hackett Fisher, ALBION’S SEED [New York: Oxford, 1989], p. 236f). 


It is interesting to note that Widdecombe crops up in a will of a member of the Batchelor family who 
may be related to Rev. Stephen Batchelor of New England. The will is that of another cleric, Richard 
Batchelor, 20 Aug. 1674, pr. 14 May 1675, of Ashmansworth, Co. Hants. In the will RB requests 
that he be buried in Ashmansworth churchyard with his ancestors. He bequeaths to a son John, a pew- 
terer in Bristol; the will also speaks of a tenement in the possession of Tobias Tagge, stating that if 
RB’s son Thomas shall refuse to make the title of this tenement over "according to the custom of the 
manor of Widcombe in the Co. of Somerset, he shall pay a sum to his brother John. Pierce’s annota- 
tion to this will notes that RB was a son of John B. of Ashmansworth, that he was b. 1620, entered 
Lincoln College in 1636, and was rector of Camley in Somerset until he was ejected in 1662 for his 
Puritan views (a transcript of the will is in Frederick Clifton Pierce, BATCHELDER, BATCHELLER 
GENEALOGY [Chicago: W.B. Conkey, 1898], pp. 49-50). 


The final clue I have to the English ancestry of JB is information contained in Merrill F. Anderson, A 
FAMILY HISTORY AND LIST OF DESCENDANTS OF CORNELIUS ANDERSON AND MARY 
(SCOTT) ANDERSON (Seattle, 1978). Anderson traces the family of Joseph and Margaret Eastwood 
Biggs of Norfolk Co., Va., and Tyrrell/Martin Co., N.C. He suggests that Joseph (who is a descend- 
ant of JB of LNC) was uncle of one Davis Biggs (1805-87). Anderson notes that a source entitled 
HISTORY OF NORTHEAST MISSOURI, p. 1564, has a biogrpahy of Davis Biggs descendant, 
Marion C. Biggs, who settled in St. Charles Co., Missouri. This biography notes that the ancestor of 
M and DB was expelled from England around 1650 by the Cromwell commonwealth, because he sup- 
ported Charles I, and settled between New York and the James River. ; 


This information does not clearly fit what is known about JB of LNC, but it may provide some clue as 
to his English background--though I think it is more likely that JB had Puritan sympathies, and would 
therefore have supported Cromwell, as the family of RB of Haynes Hill did. On the other hand, if JB 
of LNC came to Va. in 1647 and brought his family over in the 1650s, he would have done so 
precisely during the period in which the Cavalier migration from Cromwellian England to Virginia 
took place. 


One final possible avenue of approach in researching the ancestry of JB of LNC: was he in any way 
related to Timothy Biggs, assistant to Gov. Thomas Miller of N.C.? Smallwood, vol. 1, pp. 3-4, has 
a brief account of TB’s life. She notes that he was a freeholder of S.C. in 1672, when he and others 
elected a new parliament for the state. He apparently lived in Charleston at this time. 
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In 1677, he was the chief assistant to Gov. Miller and a Quaker leader in N.C. Ray, OLD 
ALBEMARLE, states that Miller and Biggs were jailed at about this time, during the Culpeper Rebel- 
lion. In 1679, TB was a member of the Palatine Court of Albemarle Co., N.C., and he continues to 
appear in Albemarle Co. records up to 1680. His estate was administered by George Clark of London, 
owner of the ship Loyal, on 4 Feb. 1689. TB married the widow of George Catchmaid, a 1659 


burgess of Nansemond Co., Va., and, according to Boddie, 17TH-CENT. ISLE OF WIGHT, a friend 
of George Durant (pp. 134-5). 


TB appears to have been roughly of the same generation of JB of LNC. The fact that both seem to 
have been Quakers, and that JB’ descendants went to the same area of N.C. as did TB, makes me 
wonder if the families had a kinship connection in England. 


The name Jabez, which JB gave to one of his sons, may indicate Puritan connections in the Biggs fam- 
ily. According to E.G. Withycombe, THE OXFORD DICTIONARY OF ENGLISH CHRISTIAN 
NAMES, 3rd edn. (New York: Oxford, 1977), p. 168, the name came into use in England in the 17th 
century and continued in use until the 19th century, particularly among the families of religious dis- 
senters. George R. Stewart, AMERICAN GIVEN NAMES (New York: Oxford, 1979), p. 148, states 


that the name was particularly in evidence in the colonial period in New England, the seat of American 
Puritanism.

JB's date of birth is not known definitely. It has been estimated by many researchers at around 1620. This 
appears to be based on the assumption that JB came to Va. about 1645, and on the fact that when he wrote 
his will in 1694, all his children seem to have been married, and he had grandchildren. 


Presumably, JB would have been born in England, since Lower Norfolk Co., Va., (hereafter, LNC) records 


show him going to England in 1648/9. Alternatively, if he was a descendant of Richard Bi: West 
Shirley Hundred (see below), he may have been both . Va. ears OY ea 


JB's date of death is based on the dating of his will. The will was written on 4 Sept. 1694, and was 
probated on 15 March 1696/7. The will identifies JB as of Elizabeth River in Norfolk Co., Va., at the time 
it was written. Various other records place JB in the vicinity of Deep Creek in LNC, near the Batchelor 


family into which his daughter Ann married, as well as the intermarried Caswell, Hassell, Cherry, 
Creekmore, Maund, Etheridge, Yates, etc., families. 


The first record I have for JB is his witness to the will of Thomas Putnam on 29 Dec. 1647. I do not have 
definite proof that the JB who witnessed this will is the JB of LNC, but I think that this is likely, since the 
John who was a son of Richard Bigge of West and Shirley Hundred (see below) had died by that date. The 
will of Thomas Putnam was written aboard the ship Increase, as it was bound for Va. from Eng. It names 
wife Dorothy, son Thomas, father William, a dwelling in Chessam parish, debts to Sara Miller of 
Holbourne in Middle Rowe, John Salter, money due from Henry Bolton of St. Clements Church, and Mr. 
Coxyn, the ship's surgeon. The other witness of the will was Arthur Bromwell (for a transcript, see VA. 
MAG. HIST. BIOG. 14 [1906-7], pp. 305-6). 


JB was in LNC, Va., by 15 Feb. 1648/9. On that date, LNC records note that he had placed his name at 
the court door to give notice of his intended voyage to England at the present shipping (see LNC Bk. "B," 2 
Nov. 1646-15 Jan. 1651/2, p. 107; this document has been transcribed and published by Alice Granbery 
Walter, 116B Pinewood Rd., Virginia Beach, VA 23451). 


JB appears in two 1650 records in this same volume. The first, dated 19 June 1650, is an indenture 
between Thomas Sayer of Elizabeth River and Thomas Meares for 300 acres Sayers bought from Meares in 
LNC. JB witnessed the deed, which seems to have been originally made on 15 July 1649 and recorded on 
the 1650 date (ibid., p. 150A). 


This record is significant, because there seems to have been a kinship connection between Thomas Sayers 
and JB. As will be seen below, when JB was accused in 1657 of not having had his children baptized, TS's 
son Francis testified in the ensuing case, identifying himself as a kinsman of JB. 


The record cited above is important for another reason. Southeastern Va. seems to have been a stronghold 
of Puritanism--if not a congregational Puritanism that wanted to establish a separate church, then a 
Puritanism that wanted to establish a strongly Calvinist form of Anglicanism in the area. For a number of 
reasons, I believe that JB was associated with this Puritan movement, and that, as the Quaker movement 
got underway in southeast Va., he joined that movement as an expression of his disaffection from the 
established church, as a number of other Puritan sympathizers in the area did. For more on this, see the 
file of Richard Batchelor, and below. 


Thomas Meares, of the 1649-1650 deed, was a leader of the Puritan movement in southeast Va. On 25 
May 1640, a number of Puritan Anglicans in Norfolk Co. covenanted to request that Thomas Harrison, a 
Puritan divine, be appointed pastor of the parish church at Sewell's Point. These included Thomas Sayer 
and Thomas Meares (on this, see John Bennett Boddie, SE VENTEENTH-CENTURY ISLE OF WIGHT 
COUNTY, VIRGINIA [Chicago, 1938], pp. 55-6). Boddie identifies Thomas Meares as a leader of the 
Puritan movement in LNC, and a justice of the county (p. 58). He also notes that Thomas Harrison was 
banished from Va. in 1648 because of his Puritan sympathies (p. 59). When a migration of Puritans left 
the colony for Maryland as the established church persecuted nonconformists, Meares accompanied them 
(p. 79). As the Quaker movement absorbed these Puritans and those remaining in Va., Meares joined the 
Quakers (p. 80). (On the Puritan quality of Anglicanism in Virginia prior to William Berkeley's 
assumption of the governor's position in the colony in 1642, and on his attempts to stamp out non- 
conformity between 1642-8, especially in southeast Virginia, see Carl Bridenbaugh, JAMESTOWN: 1544- 
1699 [New York: Oxford, 1980], pp. 61-6).

The second 1650 record I have for JB is a 15 Aug. 1650 certificate to Thomas White for transporting John 


Biggs (LNC Bk. "B," p. 150) to Va. For Thomas White and Peter Sexton's headright grant for this, see Va. 
Pat. Bk., vol. 3, p. 40. 


In 1651, on 22 Dec., JB witnessed an estate record involving the estate of Stephen Hix/Hicks. This record 
notes that one Henry Barlowe, attorney for Judith Hix, alias Brice, of Southampton, received 2000 pounds 
of tobacco from the estate for the use of Robert Brice, mariner, and Judith Hix Brice, in full satisfaction of 
the estate of Stephen Hix, deceased in Va. in 1648 (LNC Wills and Deeds Court, p. 30). 


This record, too, links JB to the Sayers family, because other LNC records show that Thomas Sayer 
administered the estate of Stephen Hix/Hicks on behalf of Stephen Hicks' mother (LNC Bk '"B," 15 Dec. 


1648). A 6 Nov. 1651 record in the same volume shows TS indebted to Henry Barlowe, and ordered to pay 
Barlowe for the use of Judith Hix, alias Brice, in England. 


Other entries in LNC Bk. "B" shows that Stephen Hicks was son of Michael Hicks, and that he was 
baptized 23 Sept. 1620 in St. Michael's church, Southampton (p. 204). An entry dated 18 Dec. 1651 
identifies Robert Brice, husband of Judith Hicks, as a mariner of Southampton, and appoints Ralph and 
Henry Barlowe, merchants of Elizabeth City, as Judith Brice's attorneys (p. 202A). A 14 July 1650 


affidavit by Charles Walleston, mayor of Southampton, says that Stephen Hicks went from Southampton to 
Virginia about 1633-4. 


One William Barlowe of Easton, Hampshire, England, left a will dated 21 Feb. 1617 (see Withington, VA. 
GLEANINGS, p. 393). Withington's note to the will states that a Ralph Barlowe was living in Northampton 
Co., Va., by the middle of the seventeenth century, and that he, too, came to Virginia from Hampshire). 

The Hicks estate may indicate that the Sayers and Biggs family also originate in Co. Hants, England. 


E.G. Swem, VA. HIST. INDEX, vol. 1 (Roanoke, VA: Stone, 1934), p. 102, has several references to Henry 
Barlowe that may lead to information casting further light on the Biggs family. Swem's INDEX notes that 
information on Henry Barlowe is to be found in VA. MAG. HIST. BIOG., vol. 5, p. 330, 32, p. 145, 34, p. 
371; WM. AND MARY QUART,, ser. I, vol. 7, p. 210, 26, p. 241; LNC ANTIQ,, vol. 1, p. 126, vol. 5, p. 28; 
TYLER'S QUART, vol. 1, p. 198. Some of references pertain to a Rev. Henry Barlowe. The fact that LNC 


ANTIO. has information on him leads me to think that this man is probably either the Henry Barlowe of the 
estate record above, or a close relative. 


Swem's INDEX also has several references to Judith Hix/Hicks. I do not know whether these are to the 
same Judith Hix mentioned above. The first of these is in WM. AND MARY, ser. 1, vol. 7, p. 38. The 
second (to Judith Collier Hicks) is in TYLER'S, vol. 6, p. 58; WM. AND MARY, ser. 1, vol. 8, p. 256; vol. 9, 


p. 184, and vol. 11, p. 131. The third (to Judith Watson Hicks) is in VA. MAG. HIST. BIOG., vol. 28, p. 
265. 


According to Swem's INDEX, a Stephen Hix appears in CALENDAR OF VIRGINIA STATE PAPERS, vol. 
2, p. 604. 


LNC records mention a 1652 case involving JB. In that year, he was sued by one Lewis Farnall; I have no 
further information on the case (see LNC Wills and Deeds Ct., p. 23). 


The next record I have for JB is his importation of his wife, Johannah Biggs, to Va. by 17 Jan. 1 652/3. On 
that date, he received from the Norfolk Co. court a certificate for the importation of Johannah Biggs and 
Joseph Hutt. On 15 Apr. 1653, JB received another certificate for 100 acres for bringing to Va. his son 
John Biggs, along with Mary Sherlock (for these two records, I do not have transcripts; my information is 
from Smallwood, SOME COLONIAL AND REVOLUTIONARY FAMILIES OF NORTH CAROLINA, vol. 3, 
p. II, citing Norfolk Co. Bk. "C," pp. 34, 44). 


The Sherlock name is interesting, since it also may link JB to Hampshire, England. The will of Robert 
Parker, 13 Nov. 1671, pr. 4 Apr. 1673, of Southampton, England, names an apprentice Margaret Sherlock.

Withington's notes to the will state that this RP was brother of George Parker of Northampton Co., Va. 


John Parker, who seems to be the son of RP and his attorney in Northampton Co. in a 1658 estate 


settlement, petitioned the Northam

Elzye, in conformity to the will of Barlow (Withington, VA. GLEANINGS, a 238-9). paged aa 


Smallwood notes that JB seems to have turned over the 1652/3 certificate to Thomas Si i 

f 4 er, since TS 
granted 400 acres in LNC in March, 1653/4, for importing Johannah Biggs to Va. (Smallwood p. I, rH 
citing Nugent, CAVALIERS AND PIONEERS, p. 275 and Va. Patent Book 3, p. 186). 


My next record for JB is a 20 Aug. 1655 patent for 260 acres on the east side of the Elizabeth River, near 


the head of the south branch, in LNC. The land patent notes that this patent is one that a Mr. E h 
assigned to JB (Va. Pat. Bk. 3, p. 358, as cited in Nugent). if + ap ag? 


On 28 Apr. 1665, JB patented 450 acres in LNC on the east side of the southern branch of the Elizabeth 
River, bordering a draft to Tristram Norsworthy; 100 of these acres had been granted to TN on 10 June 
1654 and assigned by Tristram's son Thomas to JB 4 June 1661; the other 350 acres were due to JB for 
importing 7 persons to Virginia (Va. Pat. Bk. 5, p. 161, as cited in Nugent). 


According to Caswell, CASWELL FAMILY (on this source, see file of Matthew Caswell), JB also received 


450 acres on 1 Apr. 1661 for bringing 7 persons to Va. (citing LNC Bk. "C," p. 34). This may be a 
reference to the land patent cited above. 


JB's land appears to have bordered that of Edmund Creekmore, whose descendants have been much 
intermarried with the Batchelor and Biggs family. According to Todd Creekman, CREEKMAN FAMILY 
GENEALOGY, p. 2, in 1659, EC bought 200 acres from JB on the east side of the southern branch of the 
Elizabeth River bordering JB (citing LNC DB D, p. 353). EC's will notes that the land lay at the mouth of 
Deep Creek (for information on the Creekman source and on Edmund Creekmore, see file of Edmund 
Creekmore). A creek named Biggs Creek appears in various descriptions of the Creekmore land. 


According to Naomi Shick (1825 W. Eugene St., Hood River, OR 97031) in a letter dated 9 March 1988, 
Biggs Creek was also on the land owned by JB. 


A 6 Nov. 1665 patent to Francis Prescott notes that the land Prescott was patenting lay on the east side of 


the southern branch of the Elizabeth River, bounding the land of Edmond Creekmore and the line of John 
Biggs (Va. Pat. Bk. 5, p. 532, as cited in Nugent, CA VALIERS AND PIONEERS). 


Smallwood's account of JB and his family states that JB was undersheriff of LNC in 1 658, when Christian 
Bustian and others accused JB for what they called oppressive actions against them on 16 June 1658 

(Smallwood says 1668, but the context indicates that she means 1658 (p. 12, citing LNC Bk. "D," pp. 150, 
156). On 17 Oct. 1659, JB appears in these records as "later undersheriff" (ibid., citing Bk. "D," p. 228). 


According to Smallwood, LNC Order Book, 1665-75, shows that JB was surveyor of highways for the 


southern branch of the Elizabeth River on 16 Aug. 1669 and again on 18 Feb. 1672 (ibid., citing Order 
Bk, pp. 38A, 89). 


The next record I have for JB is a petition of John Edwards about 16 70 against JB, on the grounds that JB 
was abusing his office of surveyor of the highways in LNC. The petition is addressed Governor William 
Berkeley and the Va. State Council. JE alleges that, before JB took office, he stated that he did so to serve 
his own ends, and that JB had been neglectful of his duties after he became highway surveyor, using his 
position to benefit only himself. The petition asks that JB be penalized for behavior "unbecoming a good 
Christian, a loyall subject, and a true Englishman." A transcript of this document is to be found in VA. 
MAG. HIST. BIOG., vol. 10 (1902-3), p. 376. Another transcript is in William P. Palmer, ed., CALENDAR 
OF VIRGINIA STATE PAPERS, 1652-1781, vol. 1 (Richmond: R.F. Walker, 1875), p. 2; this volume dates 
the petition in 1660, rather than 1670. 


Evidently JE had quite an animus against JB, since, by 16 April 1675, he informed against JB for not 
having had his children baptized (on this, see Smallwood, p. 12, citing LNC Order Book, 1675-86; an 
account of the case is also in Philip A. Bruce, INSTITUT: TIONAL HISTORY OF VIRGINIA IN THE 
SEVENTEENTH CENTURY, vol. 1 [New York: G.P. Putnam's Sons, 1910], p. 221). In addition, 
CALENDAR OF VA. STATE PAPERS, vol. 1, p. 9, transcribes Edwards' complaint. On 16 Apr. 1675, 
Major Francis Sayer, "a neighbor and kinsman" (who had been appointed county sheriff in April, 1672) 
testified in court that he had never heard that JB had christened his youngest child, even though the parish 
church had had a minister at the time. 


When asked if this were true, JB refused to swear, and was judged guilty and ordered to have any of his 
children that were not baptized to be christened before 12 May. 


According to Bruce, INSTI TUTIONAL HISTORY, JB apparently refused to have the baptisms done, since 
on 18 Aug. 1675, he was fined 3500 pounds of tobacco for his obduracy (p. 221). Smallwood notes that on 
16 Feb. in the same year, JB had refused to swear an oath in court to prove the will of John Porter, and 
was imprisoned for his refusal (p. 12, citing Order Bk., 1675-86). CALENDAR OF VA. STATE PAPERS, 
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vol. I, p. 9, contains a 12 June 1675 note by William Harne, minister of Elizabeth River pari. i 
ri , a tat 
Biggs did not obey the order to have his children christened by 12 Me se earn 


Because of his refusal to swear an oath, and his a illi i i 

‘ ipparent unwillingness to have his younger children 
christened, historians have concluded that JB had become a Quaker by 1675. Bruce notes that, 

1645, Rev. Thomas Harrison (who had been bro 2 a fara Meares 1 We. 


nas | ught to LNC by Thomas Sayer and Thomas Meares, as we 
have seen) was indicted by the Va. grand jury because he refused to perform the sacrament of baptism 
according to the canons of the Church of England. In Bruce's view, this instances Harrison's Puritanism 
(INSTITUTIONAL HISTORY, p. 221, citing LNC ANTIO., vol. 2, p. 12). A full account of the Biggs case, 
which apparently places it in the context of the rising Quaker movement in Norfolk Co., is to be found in 
John W.H. Porter, "Norfolk Quakers," RICHMOND DISPATCH, 3 Dec. 1892 (see also William Wade 
Hinshaw and Thomas Worth Marshall, ENCYCL. AM. QUAKER GENEAL., vol. 6: VA. [Ann Arbor: 
Edwards Bros., 1950], which states that Quakers appeared in Norfolk Co. by 1660, and that JB, Robert 
Spring, and Richard Yates were early Quakers in the county). The Quaker movement began in Virginia in 
1656 with the arrival of several Quaker missionaries in the colony from England (see Bridenbaugh, 
JAMESTOWN, p. 67). JB appears with his wife Johannah in another 1675 case in Lower Norfolk Co.--this 


time on 11 May, when William Goulson sued them, the case being dismissed (Smallwood, p. 12, citing LNC 
Bk. "E," part 2, Orders 1665-75, p. 128). 


Negative attention began to be drawn to Quakers in Virginia in 1660, since, in that year, the Virginia 
legislature criminalized Quaker meetings (see Rufus M. Jones, THE QUAKERS IN THE AMERICAN 
COLONIES [New York: Russell & Russell, 1962], pp. 270-1). In 1662, the legislature leveled even more 
serious fines for participating in Quaker gatherings and for refusing to have one's children being baptized- 
-the fine for the latter offense being 2,000 pounds of tobacco for every refusal, hald going to the informer. 


Jones notes that "there was a large convincement to Quakerism in Lower Norfolk Co.," and that the county 


records show that the Friends in this region were much persecuted. In 1663, Governor Berkeley appointed 
a commision to extirpate Quakerism in the county (ibid., p. 274). 


Jones notes that there was another period of Quaker suffering in Virginia from 1675 to 1680, spurred by 
an act of the Governor on 15 June 1675, ordering the justices of the lower counties of Virginia to proceed 


against Quakers in their region, since the governor had been informed that the sect was thriving in 
Nansemond Co. (ibid., p. 290). 


According to Jay Worrall, Jr., THE FRIENDLY VIRGINIANS (Athens, GA: Iberian, 1994), a good many of 
the settlers of southeast VA were plain people of Puritan inclination, who wwere dissatisfied with the high 
church style of the Cavaliers. These Puritan Anglicans were the first Virginians to become Quakers in 


large numbers (p. 6). Worrall notes that the Puritans predominated in Elizabeth River Psh. in the 1640s 
(p. 20). 


Smallwood notes that JB was named constable for the southern branch of the Elizabeth River on 15 March 
1681, but thinks that this may refer to JB, Jr., since younger men were usually named constables (ibid., 
citing Order Bk. 1675-86). She also states that a Mr. Bigg appears in LNC Bk. 5, p. 2, Orders 1686-86 on 
18 Sept. 1688; she thinks this reference indicates that the Mr. Biggs was a justice. If it were JB, she 


suggests that this would mean that he had left the Quakers by that date, since a Quaker would not have 
been made a justice. 


JB received a grant of 1200 acres not long before his death, on 21 Apr. 1690 (Va. Pat. Bk. 8, p. 34). 


Smallwood suggests that some of this land may have been land that appears in previous patents 
(Smallwood, p. 11). 


The final record I have for JB is his will, which is dated 4 Sept. 1694, and was proven by Joseph Hodges, 
John Portlock, Thomas Nash, and Thomas Etheridge on 15 March 1696/7. The will names his son John as 
his "Sole Only and Absolute & lawfull heire." The will leaves JB, Jr., all his father's real and personal : 
estate, except for legacies specified for other heirs. To JB, Jr., his father bequeaths all his land, including 
his manor plantation and a small parcel of land on which George Whitby was living during the lifetime of 
JB, and the land that had belonged to JB, Jr.'s, deceased brother Jabez. 


The will specifies that if JB, Jr., should die without issue, his portion will then go to JB, Sr.'s, grandson 
John Whitby; if JW should die, then the legacy will go to George Whitby, another grandson; otherwise, to 
the children of JB's daughter Elizabeth; otherwise to Elizabeth's sister Katherine Mercer; and so on, down 
the line of descent. 


To JB's son Thomas and his daughters Ann Faux/Fewox, Katherine Mercer, Elizabeth Whitby, Jean Sykes, 
Phebe Bigg, and Dorothy Bigg, the will leaves twelve pence, or one shilling, each. To his grandsons John 
Hassell, Martha, Francis, William, Jabez, Jeane, and Matthew Caswell, the will leaves the same amount. 
John Biggs, Sr., is appointed the will's executor. This, and the fact that the will makes no mention of JB's 
wife Johannah, makes it apparent that she had died between the 1675 case cited above and the writing of 
the will. 
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Smallwood (vol. 3, p. 13) notes that the will is remarkable ‘for the nu i i

include the four men who proved the will, as well as William Maund, William Etheridge, Rebeoes | Hoxdges, 
‘and many others." JB's will is recorded in Norfolk Co. Will Bk. 6, p.77. Perhaps JB's concern to have" 


numerous witnesses to his will stems from fear that his Quaker sympathies might have caused thos:

inimical to his family to contest the will, if it were not well attested. 


The witnesses to the will appear to have been neighbors and friends of JB. A number of these had Quaker 
backgrounds, which suggests that, even if JB had renounced his Quakerism before his death, his contacts 


with the Quaker community continued to be strong. In some cases, the witnesses ide

Two of the witnesses, John Portlock and Thomas Nash, also witnessed the 2 Sept. 1700 will of George 
Ballentine, Sr., of the southern branch of the Elizabeth River in LNC. GB's daughter Frances was married 
to John Creekmore, son of the EC who bought land from JB, and whose land appears to have lain adjacent 
that of JB. The Creekmore family was for many generations intermarried with the Batchelor family of 
LNC; JB's daughter Ann married as her first husband the progenitor of this family, Richard Batchelor, the 
immigrant. For more on this, see files of Richard Batchelor and Edmund Creekmore. 


Another daughter of George Ballentine, Mary, married Roger Hodges, of the Hodges family that witnessed 
JB's will. GB's wife Frances Yates was the daughter of John and Joan Yates of Lower Norfolk Co. 
Frances's brother Richard was one of the leaders of the Quaker movement in Norfolk Co. The article on 
Norfolk Quakers by John W.H. Porter cited above states that when the Quaker movement began in Norfolk 
Co., RY was immediately active in the movement. He was arrested several times in the years 1662-4 for 
attending Quaker meetings, and on 15 Dec. 1663 was fined for absenting himself from public worship (see 


also ENCYCL. AM. QUAKER GENEAL. vol. 6). For further information, see the file of John Yates, who is 
also my ancestor, through the Cherry line. 


A daughter of Richard Yates, Elizabeth, married Marmaduke Etheridge, son of the Thomas Etheridge who 
witnessed JB's will. As we have seen, Robert Parker of Northampton Co., Va., who appears to have come 
to Va. from Southampton, England, transported one Henry Etheridge to Virginia in 1650. The Etheridge 
connection may point to a Hampshire background for JB. 


William Maund, another neighbor of JB's who witnessed his will, appears as a witness to the 1690 will of 
John Falke in LNC. The executors of this will were Roger Hodges, husband of Mary Ballentine (above), 
and Thomas Mercer, husband of JB's daughter, Katherine (see Norfolk Co. WB 5, f. 154). I wonder 


whether John Falk is the father of James Faux/Fewox, who married Ann Biggs, JB's daughter, as her third 
husband? 


William Maund, George Ballentine, and Roger Hodges also witnessed the 1698 will of Henry Culpepper 
(Norfolk Co. WB 6, p.---[torn]), which specifies that HC had bought land from John Creekmore, the 
husband of GB's daughter Frances. The Maund family was connected as well by marriage to the Cherry 
family, a neighboring family in the Deep Creek area of Norfolk Co., which intermarried with Biggs 
descendants in N.C. John Cherry, daughter of the immigrant John Cherry, married Rebecca Maund, who 
appears to have been a sister of WM. Their son Samuel Maund Cherry married Frances Ballentine, a 
daughter of GB, Jr. On these families, who are all my ancestral lines, see files of John Cherry, Jr., Samuel 
Maund Cherry, and George Ballentine, Jr. John Cherry, the progenitor, was brought to Va. by Oliver 
Sprye, who was one of the members of the Puritan colony of southeast Virginia that left Va. for Maryland 
as the state began to eject Puritan clergy at mid-century. On this, see file of JC. 


The fact that most of JB's children moved to the Albemarle region of North Carolina may strengthen the 
hypothesis that JB was a Quaker, since, according to Robert Young Clay, VIRGINIA GENEALOGICAL 
RESOURCES (Detroit: Detroit Society for Genealogical Research, 1980), p. 47, Quakers in southeast 
Virginia began to leave that area for the Albemarle region after Virginia sought to expel Quakers from the 


colony in 1659 (as cited in Carol McGinnis, VIRGINIA GENEALOGY, SOURCES AND RESOURCES 
[Baltimore: Geneal. Publ. Co., 1993], p. 47). 


For theories regarding the English origin of John Biggs, see my file entitled "John Biggs, English Origin" 
(c:\nb4\work\genealogy\jbengori).

An LDS IGI sheet, film 7426618, sheet 45, gives Johannah's maiden name as Norsworthy, but provides no 
substantiation for this statement. Other researchers have assumed that she was a Sayer/Sawyer. Again, I 
have seen no proof for this; I assume that it is based on the statement of Francis Sayer in the trial of John 


Biggs for failure to have his younger children baptized that FS was a kinsman of John Biggs. See fil 
John Biggs, RIN 2745, for details. . om sgh 


The LDS IGI version 3.02, British Isles, has an entry for a Johannah Norsworthy who was baptized 4 May 
1615 in Truro, Cornwall, England. 


The Mercer manuscript cited in the file of Katherine Biggs, RIN 2750, states that in 1665, John Biggs 
patented 800 acres and his additional part of 1100 acres in Lower Norfolk Co., Va., bounded on a draft 
made to Tristram Norsworthy; the part of the 1100 acres was out of a grant made 10 June 1654 to John 


Biggs and Thomas Norsworthy, son of Tristram Norsworthy (citing Nugent, CAVALIERS AND 
PIONEERS). 


John Bennett Boddie, SEVENTEENTH-CENTURY ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY, VIRGINIA (Chicago, 
1938), pp. 236-8, has information on this Norsworthy family. Boddie states that Tristram was the 
immigrant ancestor, and that he may have roots in Widdecombe, Devonshire, England. Francis Sayer, the 
kinsman of John Biggs mentioned above, had a brother Tristram. Could the kinship connection between 
John Biggs and Francis Sayer have been via the Norsworthy family? 


In addition to the documents cited above, the only other information I have about Johannah, wife of John 
Biggs, is her husband's 17 Jan 1652/3 headright claim for her, which he appears to have sold to Thomas 


Sayer, father of Francis Sayer, who made a headright claim for transporting her in March 1653/4. For 
details, see file of John Biggs, RIN 2745. 


Johannah Biggs appears to have died between 11 May 1675, when she appears in a suit in Norfolk Co., 
Va., court (on this, see Smallwood, SOME COLONIAL AND REVOLUTIONARY FAMILIES OF NORTH 


CAROLINA, cited in file of John Biggs) and her husband's will, which is dated 4 Sept. 1694. The will 
makes it evident that Johannah predeceased John Biggs. 


Since some documents refer to John and Johannah Biggs' daughter Johannah as Hannah, Johannah, wife 
of John Biggs, may also have been called Hannah in some sources.

On this source, 
see file of John Biggs, Sr. 


A deposition in Norfolk Co., Va., places the date of John Biggs' brother Thomas about 1648/9. Since the 
will of John Biggs, Sr., implies that John, Jr., is older than Thomas, this would suggest that the date of 
birth of John, Jr., is before 1648. The will does not indicate, however, whether John Biggs, Sr.'s, sons 
were older than his daughters, so these dates may not be too precise.

John, Jr., inherited the manor plantation by the will's terms. a a Satay 


John Biggs, Jr., appears on the Princess Anne Co., Va., quit rent rolls in 1704, being taxed for 600 acres 
(see VIRGINIA MAGAZINE OF HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY, vol. 30, p. 284). Smallwood states that JB, 
Jr., died in this county about 1705; she cites no source for this statement. She also gives his wife's name as 


"probably" the widow Ellinor Reaven, by whom he had issue Jabez and Ellinor. This is my sole source for 
these two children, and for his spouse. 


The baptismal register of St. Michael's Parish, Southampton, England (LDS film 1041737) has an entry for 
Thomas Ryven. Could this be an ancestor or relative of JB's spouse? Note that the Hicks family, which 
appears in records involving JB's father John, is in this English parish.

Biggs. 


Smallwood states that Thomas Biggs made a deposition on 17 May 1696/7 in Norfolk Co., Va., giving his 
age as 48 (citing Norfolk Co. Bk. 8, p. 88). If the 1 653 headright claim of John Biggs, Sr., for his wife 
Johannah means that Johannah had recently come to Va., then Thomas Biggs may have been born in 
England. Otherwise, he would probably have been born in Lower Norfolk Co., Va. 


Smallwood implies that TB died before 1 708 in Norfolk Co., Va., because she states that in 1708, a fire 
destroyed the wills of Norfolk Co. 


Thomas Biggs is named as a son in the 1694 will of John Biggs, Sr. 


Smallwood states that Thomas Biggs' spouse was Mary, who also gave a 1696/7 deposition stating that her 
age was 40. My source for the children of Thomas and Mary Biggs is Smallwood, who states that James 


Biggs of Currituck Co., N.C., was probably a son, and William Biggs of Bertie Co., N.C., was possibly a 
son. 


Thomas Biggs is the line of Naomi Shick, a Biggs researcher, whose address is given in the file of John 
Biggs, Sr.

I have not seen any document that gives a positive indication of Ann Biggs' date or place of birth. In her 
account of the Biggs-Batchelor families in SOME COLONIAL AND REVOLUTIONARY FAMILIES OF 
NORTH CAROLINA, Smallwood places Ann Biggs' birth as around 1650 (Vol. 3, p. 7). If the date of 


Richard Batchelor's birth is correct, and if the couple had children born ca. 1665, then 1650 seems a 
reasonable estimate of her year of birth. 


Though Ann Biggs' father John was in Lower Norfolk Co., Virginia, by 1648, and appears to have been 
there from ca. 1645, John Biggs' wife Johannah came to Virginia only in 1652/3. Sais John Biggs was 
apparently returning to England during the intervening period, I have placed Ann's birth there, rather than 
Virginia. For details and sources for these suppositions, see file of John Biggs, the immigrant. 


I have based Ann Biggs' date and place of death on a number of documents, including the estate records of 
her last husband, James Fewox/ffeowx, and a court record in which she appears following her husband's 
death. When JF wrote his will on 2 Mar. 1710, AB was still living, since the will names her. JF 
predeceased her, since a July 1711 NC Higher Court record shows her appealing for letters of 
administration on the estate to be given to their son Robert (see file of James Fewox for details). AB was 
living as late as Oct. 1712, since John Faulkner sued her for debt in that month in NC Higher Court 

(Price, NC HIGHER COURT MINUTES, vol. 5, p. 35, citing CCR 189; for Price, see file of AB's son 
Richard Batchelor). As Smallwood notes (Vol. 3, p 8), Ann Biggs was almost certainly dead by 8 Sep. 

1714, when her son Robert Fewox, one of James' heirs, deeded some of James Fewox's land to his brother- 
in-law William Hardy. For details, see file of James Fewox. 


I suspect that, after the death of James Fewox, AB lived with their son Robert until his death. This would 
place her death in the vicinity of James Fewox's home plantation, Home's Delight, on the west side of the 
Scuppernong in Chowan, later Tyrrell, Co., NC. 


Hathaway's REGISTER, vol. 1,1, p. 43, states that James Fewox's will was made in Tyrrell Co. But Tyrrell 
was formed only in 1729, and JF died in 1711, I assume that Hathaway means that JF was in that section 
of Chowan Co. that later became Tyrrell. 


The first document I have mentioning Ann Biggs is the will of her first husband Richard Batchelor, 12 Mar. 
1680/1, Lower Norfolk Co., Virginia, which names her as his wife and executrix, and leaves his manor 
house to her for her natural life (for details, see file of Richard Batchelor). 


Smallwood notes that on 15 Aug. 1683, Ann Batchelor appears in a court case involving the estate of 
Richard Batchelor. Evidently, there was a dispute regarding the provision of Richard Batchelor's will that 
left land to Matthew Caswell, Ann Biggs' brother-in-law (Smallwood, Vol. 3, p. 7, citing Norfolk Co. Ct. 
Orders 1676-86, p. 211; for further details, see file of Matthew Caswell). 


On 21 Oct. 1684, Ann Biggs sold 350 acres of RB's land to Major John Nicholls in Lower Norfolk Co. (on 
this, see file of RB). 


On 6 Oct. 1686, Ann Biggs again appears in the court records of Norfolk Co., this time as the wife of a Mr. 
Shaw (probably Charles Shaw, to whom Richard Batchelor's will had also left land). In this instance, Ann 
had filed a complaint against Edward Browne for getting lightwood from her former husband's land; the 
complaint notes that she is filing suit on behalf of her children by Richard Batchelor (Smallwood, Vol. 3, p. 
8, citing Norfolk Co. Ct. Orders 1676-86, p. 328). 


By 17 Sept. 1688, Ann Biggs had evidently married a third time, for on that date James Fewox/Faux 
brought suit against Edward Browne for getting lightwood from the Batchelor plantation, noting that he 
was doing so on behalf of the orphans of Richard Batchelor (Smallwood, Vol. 3, p. 8, citing Norfolk Co. 
DB 5, p. 106). For information on Edward Browne as a neighbor of Richard Batchelor, see notes for file 
of Richard Batchelor. 


At some point following this, James and Ann Fewox seem to have moved with her children by her 
Batchelor marriage to Norch Carolina. Carl Boyer, SHIP PASSENGER LISTS: THE SOUTH (Newhall, 
CA, 1979), p. 125, has a list of emigrants to Bath Co., N.C., showing that William Glover brought to Bath 
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Co. James and Ann Few i : a? 
. ‘ox and their son Robert, and Edward Batchelor. Also in the party that 
oreent were members of the Wilson family; see below on James Fewox's headright for ey aes 
of tl 1e Wilson family to N.C. Glover claimed a headright for bringing the Fewox, Batchelor, and Wilson 
carly, on 10 Feb. 1696. For this information, Boyer is citing William J. Gannon, "Emigrants to Bath Co.

Gane William J. Gannon had copied the information in 1916 from an old dead book of Chaveh 


James Fewox seems himself to have moved to N.C., or at least to have owned land there, by 4 Apr. 1690, 


since the Perquimans Pct. Court records for that date show him recording his mark. Records into the 
early 1700s sug 


1 gest that James and Ann Fewox originally settled with her Batchelor children Edward, 
Richard, and Edith in Perquimans district of old Albemarle Co., perhaps near the mouth of the Yoppim 
River. Ray's OLD ALBEMARLE states that the early settlers of the Scuppernong district of 


Chowan/T ‘yrrell Co. had moved there from the vicinity of Queen Anne's Creek and near Edenton, both 
ee in Chowan Co. The Yoppim river divides Perquimans from Chowan. For details, see file of 
lames Fewox. 


James and Ann Fewox certainly seem to have moved to N.C. by 1693/4, since James Fewox proved his 
headrights at Feb. court in Perquimans Precinct, N.C., for importing himself, his wife, Robert Fewox, 
Edith Batchelor, and members of the Wilson family (William L. Saunders, ed, COLONIAL RECORDS OF 
NORTH CAROLINA, vol. 1 [Raleigh: P.M. Hale, 1886], p. 395). Does this record indicate that the 1696 
headright of William Glover cited above was for another trip of the family to N.C., after they had returned 
to sign over their rights to the estate of RB to Ann's son Joseph (see below)? 


Smallwood notes that on 17 Jan. 1698, James and Ann Fewox signed over their rights to Richard 
Batchelor's estate to Ann's son Joseph; this appears to indicate that they had finalized their move to N.C. 
at that date. A transcript of this deed appears in HASSELL FAMILY CHARTS, p. 2, citing Norfolk Co. DB 


6, p. 113; on this, see files of Edward Hassell and James Fewox. The deed was witnessed by John Ferebee 
and John Biggs, Jr. 


Ann is named as a daughter of John Biggs in his Norfolk Co. will dated 4 Sept. 1694, which refers to Ann 
as Ann Faux. For details, see file of John Biggs. 


The same year, James Fewox again appears in N.C. court records petitioning for a headright for having 
imported a child of Richard and Ann Batchelor to N.C. This time, the record was filed in the Albemarle Co. 
court; JF petitions for bringing Richard Batchelor and Ann Biggs' nephew John Hassell to N.C. (J.R.B. 
Hathaway, NORTH CAROLINA HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL REGISTER, vol. 1,4, p. 612, citing 
loose records of Albemarle Co. from the Edenton courthouse). 


In Dec. 1702, JF again appears in the court records of Albemarle Co., petitioning for a headright for 
importing Edith and Edward Batchelor, William and Francis Caswell, and others (ibid., vol. 2,2 p. 299, 
citing records of Albemarle and Chowan Co.). In 1706, JF again petitioned for headrights, this time 
reporting the importation of himself and wife Ann, Robert Fewox, and Edward Batchelor (ibid., vol. 1,2 p. 
306, citing loose records of Albemarle Co.). Hathaway transcribes the name of Edward Batchelor twice 


here; is this a mistake, or is the second name Edith? Or was JF reporting that he had brought Edward 
Batchelor into the colony twice? 


The will of AB's third husband, 2 Mar. 1710, pr. 9 Jan. 1712, merely names her as his wife. It makes JF's 
daughter by a previous marriage his executrix. When JF died, AB appealed to the NC Higher Court in July 
1711 for their son Robert Fewox to be given letters of administration, claiming that no will existed. In Jan. 
1712, Mary Fewox Lawson proved the will in court. Evidently, either AB either did not know of the 
existence of her husband's will, or she deliberately suppressed the document, hoping to give the estate 


administration to her son, not to her step-daughter, as the will stipulated. For a discussion of this, see file 
of James Fewox. 


As I have noted above, AB was still living in Oct. 1712, when John Faulknor sued her in NC Higher court. 
Smallwood notes that estate records in 1713 and 1715 fail to mention Ann Biggs, and thus assumes that 
Ann had died between the writing of the will and those years. This would place her death sometime after 
Oct. 1712, and by the various estate records in 1713 and following cited in the file of James Fewox.

If. John Biggs' wife Johannah had been transported to Virginia by the date of their daughter Johannah's 
birth, then Johannah would have been born in Virginia. Otherwise, she may have been born in England. 


Johannah Biggs married first Edward Hassell. According to Mr. J.W. Garrenton, 2726 E. Ocean View 
Ave., Norfolk, VA 23518, in a 20 Sept. 1983 letter to me, this marriage occurred about 1676, probably in 
Lower Norfolk Co., Va. According to THE CASWELL FAMILY, p. 3, Edward Hassell died after 16 Nov. 


1678, and on 20 May 1679, Hannah Biggs was granted administration of the estate in Lower Norfolk Co., 
Va. On this source, see file of Matthew Caswell. 


Johannah Biggs remarried to Matthew Caswell after 15 Aug. 1679 and before 16 Aug. 1680, according to 
CASWELL FAMILY. 


CASWELL FAMILY states that Johannah Biggs had died by May, 1694, since Norfolk Co. court records 
indicate that by that date Matthew Caswell had married Elizabeth, widow of James Wilson. 


The will of John Biggs, Sr., names his grandchildren John Hassell, Martha, Francis, William, Jabez, 
Jeane, and Matthew Caswell--Johannah's children by her two husbands. The will does not name 
Johannah Biggs, since she was deceased when it was written 4 Sept. 1694. 


(Addendum, 20 Dec. 1994: THE HASSELL FAMILY CHART contains further information about Johannah 
Biggs; for details on this source, see file of Edward Hassell. 


This source states that Johannah Biggs had died by 15 May 1694, as per the deed of Matthew Caswell and 
Elizabeth, widow of James Wilson, executed on that date in Lower Norfolk Co., Va. court [p. 1]. 


HASSELL FAMILY CHART also transcribes a power of attorney from Matthew Caswell to wife Hannah, 
10 June 1681, as MC was apparently preparing to leave the country for a period of time).

My information on Katherine Biggs is sparse. She is named as an heir in her father's will on 4 Sept. 1 694; 
see file of John Biggs for details. This indicates that she was still living when the will was written. The will 
refers to her as Katherine Mercer. Smallwood, SOME COLONIAL AND REVOLUTIONARY FAMILIES 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, gives her husband's name as Thomas Mercer, and lists the children that I have 
recorded for this couple. Smallwood is also my source for Katherine Biggs' date of birth. Since John — 
Biggs and his wife Johannah were living in Lower Norfolk Co., Va., by this date, I assume that Katherine 
Biggs would have been born there. For details on Smallwood, see file of John Biggs.

From similarity of given or Christian names, the Bonners of the Pamlico 
Section must have come from Chowan County, N, C, Mr. Ernest Chapelle 
Bonner of Alturas, Calif. writes that the original home of the Bonners was 
Reams, Va. It is understood also that all are descended from a Captain Thomas 
Bonner who came from Kent County, England to Virginia during the Stuarts days. 
The only one Thomas Bonner who came at that period was a sea Captain who 
settled in Virginia south of Richmond in 1642, 


From the Bonner Monograph compiled by Jerome A, Ringrose, of London, 
England for R, T, Bonner, Aurora, N, C., this is copied, "The most remote 
ancestor of the Bonner family, Quentin de Riddell, ancestor of the noble house 
of Buchanan-Riddell, bore the ensign of Bonner as herein described, and from 
whom descended the notorious Bishop Bonner. The ancestry of the Bishop is 
well established as from the Norman house of Riddell commencing with Francois 
Bonnaire (or Francis Bonner), grandson of Edward Riddell, who flourished at 
Banbury, the Oxfordshire stronghold of Riddell or Bonner. Here on many local 
monuments was blaxoned Bonner's "paly of six or and gules" in which form, and 
without the lions in chief the ancient house always displayed it. To Andrew 
Bonner, gentleman, of this county, is attributed the first escutcheon displaying

in the Visitations of Oxfordshire, 1574,) It is of some importance, bearing as

Mary Harvey was the wife of John Harvey a noted 
character in the beginning of the Revolution. 


MAJOR HENRY BONNER (IV) married Elizabeth Snoad. He was Major of 
the Beaufort County Regiment in the Revolutionary War. (See Wheeler's History 
of N, C, Vol. 1, page 81.) Major Henry Bonner made his will in 1779 and men- 
tions, daughters Mary Newman (wife of Henry Newman), Patience Bonner, Ann 
Bonner, Elizabeth Snoad Bonner (wife of Thomas Trotter) and the following sons: 
William Bonner, Henry Snoad Bonner (married Mary Heather Burbage) and Edward 
Bonner. He also mentioned his mother Abigail. 
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HENRY SNOAD BONNER (III) son of Major Henry Bonner (IV) and wife 
Elizabeth Snoad died about 1810 and is buried at "The Sycamores" with a 
tombstone. He was a member of the State Senate from Beaufort County 
1800 - 2 and 3. He had the following children: John Bonner, Paulina Bonner 
married Ist.....

Col. JOHN SNOAD (8) was quite a prominent character in Colonial 
days. He lived in the Pamlico Section as early as 1720 as is proven by his 
having a grant of land issued to him that year. This tract of land contains 
570 acres and is on the south side of Pamlico River and west side of Goose 
Greek and on both sides of the head of creek now called Snoad's Creek, In 
the State Records of N, C, Vol. XXV, page 189 his name appears among the 
list of Jurymen in Beaufort and Hyde Precincts in 1723, He is buried between 
Snoad's Creek and Runyan's Creek on what is called Windmill Point, At his 
feet is buried his grandson John Bonner (son of Col. James Bonner) who was 
born Sept. 15, 1746 and died 6th Dec. 1788.

The article, a clipping of which you sent me, is full of errors in 
spelling.

Did you know that on record in Washington, N, C, is a will of Maj. 
Henry Bonner and I think his son Henry Snoad Bonner? 


Now as to the wife of Maj. Henry Bonner, I am determined to find out 
for certain, I am fully persuaded that she was not Elizabeth Snoad daughter of 
Henry Snoad for Henry Snoad had no daughter by that name. I know that one of 
Col, James Bonner's wives was Anne Snoad daughter of John Snoad. 


Henry Bonner married Ann Snoad the daughter of Henry Snoad after the 
death of Henry Snoad. If you notice in the will of Henry Bonner made in 1779 
nearly all his children were under age. Henry Bonner had a son named Henry 
Snoad and this son gave nearly all his children classical names, The inventory 
of Henry Snoad showed that he was a scholar, from the number of classical books, 
Henry Bonner had a daughter, named Elizabeth Snoad named by her mother for 
her mother the wife of John Snoad.

Thomas Bonner's remains lie interred at the old family burying 
ground, probably selected by himself. It is less than a stone's throw from 
his dwelling hous and is located on that part of Bonner Hill known as the 
Sycamore where the Smallwoods now live.

Recently-through the com- 
bined efforts of George and 
Rita Stout of Wallace,. 
genealogists, Abraham Lin- 
coln Hewitt of Rovte. 1, 
Richlands, a joint resolution of 
the Onslow County Board of 
commissioners, and the ap- 
proval of the North Carolina 
Department OL, 
Transportation-a marker 
reading ‘‘Gurganus” has been 
placed on rural paved road 
No. 1201 near the Cypress 
Creek Community to honor the 
historic site previously known 
as ‘‘Gurganus Town’’. 
“Gurganus’’ is North 
Carolina’s newest community. 

The ‘Gurganus” family; 
represented by James and 
Nicholas Gurganus (then 


spelled “Gurgany”’, 
“‘Gorganas’’ and other 
variants), ‘is found in Onslow 


County, N.C. as early as 1736, 
when a grant of 450 acres was 
made to James Gurganus. He 
and his brother Nicholas had 
come to Onslow County from 
Beaufort County, NC (which 
was at that time known as 
Bath County). . They were 


descendants of Edward 
Gurgany of the first General 


‘Assembly at Jamestown, Va., 


in 1619. James served as 
Sheriff of Onslow County and 
ae brother, Nicholas,“ a 
planter, died rather ; 
about 1746, and left er 
Nicholas, who was then about 
six years old. og 
Nicholas Gurganud,: born 


‘about 1740-the third Nicholas 


Gurganus—settled . first on 
Southwest Creek of Onslow 
County.

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Cavalry, called the “Rebel

By the first wife, 
Nancy Darden, Zachariah 
Gurganus married Eliza 
Mason; Sarah Gurganus mar- 
ried Hosea Marshborne, and 
Mary Ann Gurganus married 
Henry Marshborne. There 
may have been other children. 

Nicholas Gurganus, IV 
(called ‘‘Nichodemus'’), serv- 
ed in the War of 1812 as a 
cavalryman in Major Tisdales 
Command: Captain Jacob 
Golden's’ Detached Company 
of “Militia stationed ‘at ‘Fort 
Hampton, NC. In 1823, he mar- 
ried Ruthy Hancock, and lived 
as a planter on land formerly 
belonging to his father, 
Nicholas Gurganus, IIT, at the 
site of the newest community 
in North Carolina, 
“Gurganus”’. 

According to Lilly (Mrs. A. 
B.) Petteway, now deceased, 
Ruthy Hancock Gurganus 
owned a peacock tail fan, and 
if you had not seen it, in her 
words, ‘'...you missed one of 
the fair glories of the 
kingdom."” 

Another particularly in- 
teresting thing about 
“‘Gurganus”’ is ‘‘Hagar’s 
Ditch”, Dug by an old slave, 
this ditch is three to four feet 
wide in places and is as deep 
as one’s head. 

It’s been said that Alex- 
ander Stevens, Vice-President 
of the Confederacy, had 
relatives at ““Gurganus Town” 
hare there from time to 
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NUS SC 
NC, was started in the Autumn 
of 1904, burned in 1919, and 
rebuilt in 1922. This small 
school building stil] stands at 
“Gurganus”. sabe tine 

In the old Gurganus 
cemetery at Gurganus, NC, 
the graves of the following 
men are marked along with 
many others: Nicholas 
Gurganus, Sr., 1740-1807, 
Revolutionary War; Nicholas 
Gurganus, Jr., 1782-1853, War 
of 1812; William Nixon 
Gurganus, 1832-1903, CSA. 
Clarence Gurganus furnished 
a chain link fence to enclose 
this historic graveyard. 

Sallie Pickett Gurganus, 
wife of Owen Gurganus, Con- 
federate soldier, told family 
members that William Nixon 
Gurganus marched home 
from Pennsylvania, after the 
Civil War and that the ladies 
would meet the barefoot 
soldiers along the way with 
“‘lasts’’—a foot covering made 
of burlap! 

Most of the Gurganus in- 
dividuals you will encounter of 
all spellings, in Southeastern 
North Carolina will descend 
from the Gurganus, NC area. 
There are exceptions, but this 
is the general rule. One of the 
most notable members of the 
clan in 1980 is William R. 
“Bill” Gurganus, a vice- 
president of Proctor & Gam- 
ble Company. 

George and Rita Gurganus 
Stout and other interested per- 
sons hope to begin an annual 
reunion at’ Gurganus, NC, 
assembling all descendants of 
Nicholas Gurganus, the 
Revolutionary War soldier

Edward Gurgany, gentleman, arrived in Virginia on the "Phoe- 
nix", April 20, 1608. Capt. John Smith stated that on that day while 
they were busy at work hewing trees and setting corn, an alarm 
caused them all speed to take up arms expecting a new assault 
from the savages. Their doubts were presently satisfled with the 
happy sight of Master Nelson in the "Phoenix", then about three 
months missing after Captain Newport's arrival, being to all our 
expectations lost. Listed among the "Gentlemen" on that ship 
was Edward Gurgany. (Smith's Works, Arber Edition, pp.33-34, 
105, 108, 411). 

it ts evident that Edward was a member of the expedition of 
1616, which was sent against the Chickahominies to collect much 
needed corn, for it is stated in Smith's Works, p.529, that Smith's 


account was taken, in part, from the writings of Edward Gurgany. 
It seems that Captain Argall had previously “conditioned” with 
the Indians before the expedition set forth, but had been treated 
with "much scorn and contempt." Captain George Yeardley com- 
manded the expedition and upon reaching the Indian settlements, 
they dared him to come ashore and fight, "presuming more on his 
not daring than upon their own valor". They went ashore at "Ozin- 
jes" and marched along by the river bank, and the Indians “marche, 
close along by us each threatening the other who should f!. t begin" 
‘The next day they followed the Indians. Gurgany says that there 
were few places in Virginia that had such large fields and "more 
plenty of corn", which although it was but newly gathered had been 
hidden in the fields where we could not find it. “A good time we 
spent arguing the cause . Our Captain caused us to make ready 
and upon the word tg let fly amonge them." Also he commanded 
them to seize as many prisoners as possible. "The Captain gave 
the word, and we presently fired, when twelve lay, some dead, 
the rest sprawling on the ground; twelve we took prisoner. Near 
one hundred bushels of corn we had for their ransom". (Ib. 529). 
Edward Gurgany was associated with Governor Argall in set- 
ting "Argall's Gift" and together with Captain Thomas Paulett, 
represented that place_ig the General Assembly in July 1619 
> He and his wife appear to have died within a year after 
the General Assembly, Tor she, a widow, in her will dated Feb. 
11, 1619-20 bequeathed their land to Thomas Harris, who had evi- 
dently married their daughter Adrai. This is shown in a grant 
to Capt. Thomas Harris July 12, 1637 of 400 acres of land, "Due 
as followeth 400 acres being granted to Edward Gurgany by order 
of Court, being date Oct.1, 1617 from tHe late Treasurer and 
Company and bequeathed by Ann Gurgany widow and relict of 
said Edward Gurgany to the said Thomas Harris by her last will 
bearing date Feb. 11, AD 1619-20 (C.p. 60)-

— > captain Thomas Harris was married twice. Ills first wife 
was ADRAI an ANCIENT PLANTER, proven by the following land 
rant to "Capt. Thomas Harris, 820 acres known by the name of 
Longfield" Henrico Co., 26 Feb. 1638---100 acres for his own 
personal adventure, 100 acres for his first wife ADRY HARRIS, 
as being Ancient Planters & 620 acres for the transportation of 
13 persons. (C.P.101). 

At a witchcraft trial held in Jamestown, Sept. 11,1626, "Re- 
becca Gray was a witness against goodwife Wright" the suspected 
witch. She swore that "goodwife Wright did tell her that she told 
Thomas Harris he should bury his first wife, being then betrothed 
unto him, which came to pass’ (Col.Surry-77). To indulge in such 
a prophecy in those days seems to have been very detrimental. 
Anyway Adrai Harris died sometime before September 1626. 

Adrai was an Ancient Planter. This meant that she came to 
Virginia before November 1616, the time of the going away of Sir 
Thomas Dale. Now Edward Gurgany came over in 1608. Adrat, 
if his daughter, was married to Thomas Harris before the date 
of her mother's will, Feb. 11,1619-20. Ata minimum she would 
be probably 16 years of age at that date. She was married before 
that date, how long before Is not known. Her birth was about 
1604 or earlier. She would therefore be about four years of age 
at the time he came over in 1608 and Gurgancy probably brought 
over his wife and daughter much later but at least before 1616 
for her to be an Ancient Planter. Who clse among the Ancient 
Planters but Edward Gurgany and his wife could have been the 
father and mother of "Anctent Planter" Adrai Harrin? 

Captain Thomas Harris, an Ancient Planter having come over 
in 1611, was a member of the House of Burgesses from Charles 
City in 1623/24 and from Henrico in 1639-47. Adrai Harris died 
about 1626, and Thomas Harris marricd apparently in 1626 a 
second wife whose first name was "Joan". There is no cluc to her 
family name and it {s positively unknown. (See V.I1.G.-199) 

‘The date of Thomas Harris’ death ts not known as his will has 
been destroyed. He had only three children, THOMAS, WILLIAM, 
and MARY. This is proven by the will of his son, Thomas, who 
died unmarried in Henrico in 1679. Mis will ts as follows: "I give 
and bequeath unto my sister in law, LOUE HARRIS, my land at 
Ware according to the bounds set out in MY FATHEN'S WILL. 1 
give and bequeath to my cousin (nephew) RICHARD LYGON. all my 
horses, mares or foals, they not being given by my GRANDFATIB 
into the hands of his overseers, Feb. 10, 1678-79. Wits: Alice 
Harris, Mary Lygon Jr., Richard Lygon. Proved in Henrico 
County Court, june 2, 1679. Mary Lygon the younger. 

William Harris, brother of Thomas, was not mentioned In 
the above will because he had died previously, his will being re- 
corded In Henrico, Feb.1,1678. However, William's wife was 
named "Lucy" (last name unknown) who Js referred to a3 "Louc" 
in Thomas Harris! will. Thomas" nephew, Richard Lygon, men- 
toned in the will, was the son of his sister, Mary Lygon, who had 
marricd Thomas Lygon Jr. (See later). 

William Harris, son of Captain Thomas Harris and ONLY

You and I have never met, but we share a m 


ut ual acquaintance: Mrs. Beverly Tetterton of the New 
Hanover County Library in Wilmington, N.C. 


Yesterday, when I was over there after I'd gotten off 
duty, she handed me a letter you wrote. In this letter, you mentioned seeing a genealogist on 
television who had been discussing the Watkins and Gurganus families, and wanted to know what his 
name was. I thought you might be interested to know: I AM THAT MAN. 


I didn't know the WECT-Channel 6 broadcast would carry as far as Laurinburg, but I am pleased 
that you caught my session, even though it only lasted two minutes. I had been hoping to raise 
some response from people I hadn't yet contacted who shared those lines with me. I don't know 
how much of the broadcast you heard, but briefly: I published a book concerning my own last name, 
Harts-Hartz, along with two other families, Mehn and Robitzsch (German surnames which connected 


with the Harts line) the first of this year. I have planned six more books, and am now working 
on the second of them: the Watkins—Hal1-Gurganus) families. 


As I plan to begin printing this book starting the first of November, it was important to be 


collecting all the remaining data that I possibly could right now. Once the book is printed, 
I close out those families and cease to do any more work on them. I then start work non the 
third book, probably by the first of 1992. Should you be interested, I enclose here a timetable 
I am planning my future works upon: The Watkins-Hall-Gurganus book, available by late 1991; 
the Bonham-Carter-Gufford book available late 1992; the Futch-Reaves-White-McAlister-Robinson 
book available late 1993; the Horrell-Ritter-Walker book available late 1994; the Moore-Malpass- 
Woodcock-Pridgen book available late 1995; and the Bordeaux-Lamb-Hilburn book available late 
1996. With favorable conditions, some of these books may be out earlier than that. 


But from what I understand, it is the Gurgeanus line you are most interested in. I am curious, 


myself, to know what kinship you and I may share. I list here my direct lineage (that part of 
it which connects to the Gurganus-Gurgenious families: 

I am Stanley Harold Harts of Rocky Point, Pender County, North Carolina, son of 

William Frank Harts and Mary Joy Hancock Harts, son of 

Franklin Keith Harts and Amanda Watkins Harts, daughter of 

David James Watkins Senior and Amanda Vandalia Bonham Watkins, son of 

Obediah Francis Watkins and Gatsy Gurganus Watkins of Onslow County, daughter of 

David Gurganus and Belinda Gurganus Gurganus (they were first cousins), son and daughter of 
Jesse Gurganus Junior and Elizabeth; and John Gurganus and Sarah his brother, sons of 
Jesse Gurganus Senior and Marian; son of 

James and Elizabeth Gurganus, who came to Onslow County in 1736, probable son of 

Francis Gurgenus, whd came down from Virginia to Hyde County, N.C., first of the 1700s. 


I would be gled to hear from you, and collaborate on our two families. I have enclosed an 
article from the Wilmington newspaper about my work, which appeared a couple of weeksiibefore 
my TV appearance, and which tells a little more about my efforts. ‘To answer one of your ques- 
tions: yes, I am a native of Pender County, born in Burgaw, but I went to college in Wilmington 
and today work for the postal service there. I have relatives scattered throughout all the 
seven counties that border on Pender: Onslow, Duplin, Sampson, Bladen, Columbus, Brunswick, 
and of course, New Hanover. I hope to donate at least one book to a library in each county. 


I've been to Scotland County, though it's been awhile back; both laurel Hill and Laurinburg 
were pretty places to my opinion. I didn't know anyone over there, however; just passing through. 


However, if I can be of help to you, please let me know. It may be that we can help:.one another, 
Although this genealogy project takes up a lot of time, I am never too busy to hear from a relative 


I haven't yet encountered. My full return address is on the outside of the envelope. I shall look 
forward to hearing from you.

Dear Mr. McGowan; 


I received your letter two days ago. Although you modestly stated that you hadn't done mich work on the Gurganus 
line as yet, I was most impressed by what you'd sent me. It my be that your data will help me to tie up some loose 
ends of my own research. 


I'm afraid I don't have much information about your branch of the Gurganus family, however; the,vast majority of ny 
data concerns the descendants of James ‘and Nicholas Gurganus who came to Onslow County, N.C. about 1736 or earlier. 
According to the best sources of knowledge, they were sons of the elder Nicholas Gurganus you mentioned in your let- 


ter, who in turn was probably the son, or possibly the younger brother, of Francis Gurganus, the first Gurganus to 
arrive in North Carolina from Virginia. 


You were wanting to know the origins of the Gurganus family. Well, I can relate to you .what I've learned from the 
old records, though it is but little. ‘the founder of the family was apparently one Edward Gurgany (that is the 
original spelling of the name) who cam to Virginia from England in 1608, only a year after the Jamestown colony was 
founded. He and his wife Ann had four children, but I only know the name of one of them: Edward Junior. ‘They set- 
tled in what is now Henrico County; Edward Senior was dead by 1617, and his wife two years later. 


It is my belief, though I lack the proof, that Francis Gurganus was the grandson, or great-grandson, of Edward Gurgany 


Junior, but there remains at least one or two missing links to their lineage. I've been searching all the books at 
I haven't.given up, though,and hope to find something 


the library on Virginia genealogies but keep hitting dead ends. 
conclusive out before I start printing my book this November. 


From what the old Virginia records say, Edward Gurgany Senior was one of those Englishmen who fought against the Spanish 
Armada in 1588; if this is true, Edward was born in the 1560s most likely. His son, Edward Junior, could have been born 
€ as early as 1590 or 1600, though he was probably born a little later. It is my belief, though again I lack the proof, 


that the Gurgany-Gurganus family were originally French Huguenots, who fled to England much earlier to escape religious 
persecution before coming to America. 


I have another family from whom I am descended, the Reaves family, with origins of that sort. Like the Gurganus clan, 
they came to Virginia in the early 1600s, but came to England the last of the 1400s from France. ‘Their name was origin- 
ally spelled Ryves; it was later changed to Rives, then Reves, and finally Reaves. The name "Gurgany" has a French 
ending, and more research may yet confirm my theory. 


As to the rest of my work on the other lines, don't think I've completely stopped work on any one family. But while I 
am working on any particular book, I do place the others on "hold" more or less, while I concentrate my efforts on the 
family I'm publishing. In this case it is the Watkins, Hall, and Gurganus families. But should I find out anything 
useful on my other, unpublished lines, I file it away until the time comes for me to use it. 


I have had to establish a timetable for myself in order to get all my work into print. If I keep putting things off, 
I will never get finished. As it is, I allot myself one year for each book, and no more. Should I finish before the 
deadline, fine, but I will not extend it. I'm talking seven years of work as it is. 

It would be nice if I could incorporate your Gurganus line into my present book, though I don't know if I'll be able 


to connect it to my own. But who knows? We may come across those "missing links" any time. Let me know if you come 
into anything else, based on what I've stated here, and I'll try to do the same. Until then, HAPPY HUNTING!

I have been trying to make contact with that lady I'd mentioned in Wallace, N.C.; Rita Gurganus Stout. But 

she hasn't answered either of the two letter I've written to her, even tho enclosed a.self-addressed 
stamped envelope in each. And her phone number isn't in the Wallace telephone book, so I can't call her. 

As a last resort, I may drive up to Wallace and try to see her in person, if I can find her home. She is 
supposed to have a lot of information about the early Gurganuses, but she doesn't seem interested in sharing it. 


However, based on all I've done so far myself, I've arrived at the following conclusions: ‘he two brothers, 


James and Nicholas Gur; » who came to Onslow County, N.C., about 1736 or so, were the sons of an earlier

e first Nicholas in ae line of four by that name. The Nicholas, Junior who came to Onslow 


was apparently born about 1700-1710 and married a girl named Hollon (thet name keeps cropping up in his female 
descendants). I am, of course, descended not from Nicholas Junior b’ 


ut from his brother dames. xbe who marriedsan 
Elizabeth somebody. Both Nicholas Junior and James died in Onslow County; there are records p ng it, such 
as one in 1748 referring to "Elizabeth, widow of James Gurganus,, deceased," 


nd so forth. Both the brothers 
were dead before 1750, but both left children bearing their identical names. This accounts for a lot of the 
confusion surrounding especially Nicholas. 


I had at first thought James and Nicholas Gurganus of Onglow County to be sons of Francis Gurganus, who was, 
best I can tell, the first Gurganus to arrive in North Carolina from Virginie. But when comparing my notes 
with those of Rita Stout, it mow appears that Nicholas Gurgenus I, whom you referred to asiliving in Bath 


County in 1717, as their father. What I have not yet been able to determine is whether Francis Gurganus was 
the father or the elder brother of Nicholas Gurganus I. I can say this: th Gurganus who remained 


an met puny end_thet vicinity was probably the son of Francis, and either the nephew or.the first cousin 


It would appear that Nicholas Gurganus I was born about 1680-1690, probably in Virginia. If Francis were his 
father, he could have been born from 1640 to 1660, and may well hat 


ive been the son or the grandson of Edward 
Gurgany Junior who was born about 1600-1610 and lived in Henrico County, Virginia. But no proof of any of 
this is as yet forthcoming. 


I have been trying hard to locate more records of Gurganus families in Virginia, especially Henrico Comty, 
where they got their start. It is known that Edward Gurgany Senior was the founder of the line, and that he 


came to Jamestown in 1608 with his wife Ann; they had four children, one of whom was Edward Junior. _Edward 
Senior was dead in 1617 and Ann in 1619; records refer to Edward Junior in the 1640s 


But there is a gap between Edward Junior end Francis and Nicholas Senior which I am anxious to fill in. Ir 
nothing else, I make take a trip to the State Archives in Raleigh in October and check. them aut; they have 
Some very extensive records in their library, probably as good as those in Richmond, Virginia. I've been 
there before and searched for private family books, but nobody has yet done one on the Gurganuses it seems. 
I am confident, however, that we will discover that they were French H ts in the beginning who fled to 
England to escape religious persecution in France, and later to America. it is likely that Edward Gurgany I 
fought against the Spanish Armada in 1588 before coming to America. 


€ Well, this is all I can tell you at present. Let me know if you learn of anything else. 


In the meantime, I 
shall try and continue with my work on this end.

Enclosed are the copies of the deeds for the Gurganus Family in 
Beaufort and Hyde Co., N.C. You will notice that in the late 1730’s, 


the majority of deeds concerning the family changed from Beaufort to 
Hyde. The reason is as follows: 


"Bath County, North Carolina was formed in 1696 from territory south 
of the Albemarle River. In 1705, Bath County was divided into three 
precincts: Wickham, Pamtecough and Archdale. In 1712 these precincts 
were redesignated Hyde, Beaufort and Craven Precincts respectively. 


Wickham/Hyde Precinct began at Mellyne’s Creek and included all the 
lands and rivers from the creek east to Matchepungo Bluff (present day 
New Holland). In 1739, Bath County’s precincts were redesignated 
counties. As far as can be ascertained, Hyde’s weatern boundary 
remained Mellyne’s Creek (later to be known as Price’s Creek, and then 
Sinclare’s Creek) until circa 1819 when all that part of Hyde watch 
"lies upon the west side of Pungo River" was annexed to Beaufor 


County. The western boundary of Hyde County has not changed since 
that date."

So, what is now eastern Beaufort up to the Pungo River was part of 
Hyde for a long time.

The John Gurganious is too young to have been one and 
the same with the first John; besides, 


that John Gurganus was still living in Onslow County then. 
With other Gurganus men either accounte 


d for with their families, or else moved away to other areas, 
the older John and Aretas Gurganus is believed to have been the parent, or parents of them. 


One other document gives a possible reason for the exodus of these five Gurganious men from Onslow 
County: a court document is known which tells of John Gurganus (Senior) being sued by one of his 
neighbors--it doesn't give the reason--and John Gurganus's land being sold to cover:| damages. This 
loss of the family assets may have impelled his sons to make a new start elsewhere. John himself 
remained in Onslow County, however, until his death between 1820 and 1830. 


To this very day, the Pender-New Hanover County Gurganus families may be distinguished from the Onslow 
families by the way they tend to spell their name. It is not a cut-and-dried rule, but in general, 


nearly all those descended from John Gurganus spéll their names Gurganous or Gurganious, whereas those 
remaining in Onslow County tend to keep the "Gurganus" spelling. 


John Gurganus:- Janior, who went by John Gurganious, was born about 1790 and married a girl named Dorcas, 
maiden name unknown, also born about 1790. They had at least four children and as many: |daughters;: Cresa, 


John III, Timothy, and Benjamin Gurganious. Only one os his daughters' names is known; she was most! 
like Mollie Charlotte Gurganious, who married Owen Malpass. 


Levi Gurganious apparently followed the example of his father and married a much younger woman; Levi 
was born about 1785; his wife Mahala, or Mshaly, was born about 1810. Nonetheless, they had at least 
eleven children: Betsy A.,/Charity, Margaret, Aaron, Tempy, Catherine, Eda, Dorcas, Rebecca, Amandg, 
and Williem Gurganious. Many are continued on in this volume, as are John Junior's children. 


Samuel Gurganious, born about 1792, married Mary Anna, her maiden name not known, born about 1797. They 
had at least four children: Bryant, Betsy (Elizabeth), Esther, and Alfred Gurganious. Much of the in- 


formation I possess about Samuel's children I owe to the late Ruth Savage Walker, formerly stationed at 
Latimer House in Wiimington. 


Swinson Gurganus was born about 1780-1790s and died in 1849; he is believed to have_been married twice. 
The name of his first wife is unknown, but by her he had Swinson Gurganious Junior, born 1820.

The adj. gwyllt ‘wild’ when used after a 
personal name retains the radical form in 
some places even today, v. TC 115: in other 
places it lenites, like most adjectives; it is not 
easy to see why the two usages exist.

-wyllt in early records whether the initial w is 
meant to be for the lenited form. The relative 
similarity of W (g)wyllt and E wild will tend to 
influence the spelling in certain examples:

iy ce | HERITAGE OF THE GURGANUS-GURGANIOUS FAMILY 


The Gurganus family is known by many different spellings, to begin with; perhaps the greatest variation 
in Spelling of any last name the author has ever encountered. I know I can count at least thirty of 
them; a list of the variations is included at the end of this article. For the sake of simplicity, how- 
ever, all families of this line are listed as "GURGANUS" in the index at the end of this volume. On 
the individual pages, I have tried to honor each family's personal spelling of the name, but whem look- 
ing up a particular name, the reader must remember to look only under "Gurganus." 


The founder of our family in America actually did not spell his name either Gurganus or Gurganious, but 
BS. Gurgany." His name was Edward Gurgany, or Gurganye, Senior, and he came to Jamestown, Virginia, with 
his wife Ann and four children on the ship Phoenix in the year 1608--only one year after the founding 


of that first permanent English settlement in America. See the photocopies of related documents following 
this narrative.for proof of these and following statements. 


Edward Gurgany is believed to have fought against the Spanish Armada for England in 1588; if this is so, 
he must have been born about 1560-1570. It is known that he already had a family, born in England,upon 
arriving in Virginia. Neither he nor his wife lived very long after emigrating; Edward was dead in 1617 


and his wife no more than two years later. Of their four children, only two of them have been identified 
by name: Edward Junior and Adrai. 


Adrai's is an interesting case, for she is the connecting link between my own two parents. 

about 1604 and married Captain Thomas Harris, another English immigrant. Adrai was his first wife; she 
died about 1626; whereupon he remarried. But Adrai Gurgany Harris bore her husband a child before her un- 
timely death; a daughter named Mary.(1625-1704). Mary Harris grew up to marry Thomas Lygon, Son of THomas 
Lygon, Senior. ‘They in turn became parents to another daughter, Joan Lygon (1653-1726), who later mar- 
ried Robert Hancock, ancestor to my mother, Mary Joy Hancock Harts.

My mother's ancestry is given in detail in my book of her family, History and Heritage of the Hancock and 
Hooker Families, so I give only a brief account of it here. My parents never even suspected they were of 
blood kinship when they married, and indeed this linkage I have located is a very distant one--it amounts 
to their being twelfth cousins. The Gurganus-Gurgany familiy is, of dourse, their connecting link. My 
mother's father's people, the Hancocks, migrated from eastern to central Virginia before turning south to 
the Piedmont section of North Carolina, whereas father's people tended tc migrate down the coast. But to 
briefly go over the basics, Robert Hancock was the son of Simon Hanceck (#.1620-1654)-and Sarah Gaye Hancock. 
Simon's“father, William Hancosk I, was the first of his line in América. 5 co ea oi 


Moving forward, Robert Hancock and Joan Lygon Hancock’ became parents to Johan Hancock, who later tiarried her 
first cousin Samuel Hancock (1673-1730). Samuel's father-William Hancock II was Robert’s:brother;-his wife's 
name was Mary Cockroft, daughter, of William Cockroft. Both William (1648-1687) and RObext were sons’ of 
Sirion and Sarah Hancock. Samuel and Johan Hancock became parents to Samuel Hancock Junior (1702-1760) who 
married Elizabeth Jameson. Their son, Simon Hancock II (1733-1791) was probably the first of,his line in 


North Carolina. Simon II married Jane Fluornoy, daughter of Francis Fluornoy (1716-1806) and Mary Baugh 
Fluornoy; they go back to an illustrious line in France. ; 


The lineage here is a bit uncertain still, but Simon's son John is believed to have bzen the first Hancock 

to arrive in Montgomery County, N.C., in Revolutionary times; John became father to Samuel’ Hancock Sr. 
who became father to Samuel Hancock Junior (c.1800-1840s) who married Elizabeth Hurley. Samuel Junior was 
father to John G. "Jack" Hancock (1828-1872) who fought in the Civil War; he married Sarah Jane Luther (1830- 
1893), whose ancestry runs back to Martin Luther, founder of the Protestant movement in Germany. She was 

the daughter of Daniel Luther and Catherine Strider Luther. Sarah and Jack Hancock were parents to Samuel 
Dawson Hancock (1860-1930) who married Dorothy Jane Luck (1877-1941), daughter of Levi Luck and Deborah Parks 
Luck. ‘Their son, John Lawton Levi Hancock (1900-1940), my grandfather, married Mary Agnes Hooker, (1905-1984) 


the daughter of James Washington Hooker (1881-1948) and Ruth Vanna Holt Hooker (1882-1972). My mother, Mary 
Joy Hancock, born June 13, 1924, was their eldest daughter. 


Actually, save for the uncertainty in the Hancock line during the Revolutionary War era, my mther's ancestry 
is much better documented than my father's Gurganus dynasty. Edward Gurgany Junior, brother of Adrai Gurgany 
Harris, was almost certainly his ancestor, but there is a great lack of historical documentation; all I have 
been able to find is a mention of his living in Henrico County, Virginia, home of his parents, about the year 
1648. .Edward Junior must have been born about 1600; it is not known how old he lived to be. He is believed 
to have been the father of Francis Gurganus (which was now the way it became spelled), who was the first of 
his line to reach North Caroline. However, Francis could have as well been Edward Junior's grandson, and a 
missing link remains to be found. No mention of Edward Junior's or Francis's wives have been found either, 


and if Edward Junior was Francis's father, he must have sired Francis at least in middle age; Francis could 
not have been born any earlier than about 1650. 


But there is documentation, reprinted in this book, of one Francis Gurganus securing passage to the Albemarle 
Sound region of North Carolina in the 1690s. He is later found in the records of Hyde County, N.C., anda 


number of other Gurganus men follow him, obviously his sons. We find records of Elias, David, William, and 
Nicholas; it is Nicholas Gurganus whose line we now follow. 


Nicholas Gurganus I, believed the son of Francis Gurganus, must have come to North Carolina with his father, 
as he was apparently born in the 1680s. He became father to at least two sons, Nicholas II and James, who 
were probably born in Hyde County but left there when they came of age. Both came to Onslow County, where 
they founded the Gurganus-Gurganious clan that lives throught southeastern North Carolina today. 
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Nicholas Gurganus II (born 1700s, died about 1746-1748) had three sons, Nicholas III, Uriah, and Zachariah, 
whose families are continued on in this book. Nicholas II set himself up as a planter in Onslow County, 
Previously part of New Hanover County, and amassed a large tract of land before his early death. Two of 
his sons, Nicholas III and Zachariah, have their own narratives in this book, as well as Nicholas II him- 
self, so their account here is brief to avoid repetition. 
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Gurganus Family Heritage--Continued 


James Gurganus Senior (died 1746) is my own ancestor on my father's side. He also has his own narrative, 
so only the basics are given here. But he became a sheriff of Onslow County, and married a girl named 
Elizabeth who survived him (see the copies of court documents). ‘Iwo of his sons, John Gurganus Senior 
and Jesse Gurganus Senior, have been given their own narratives as well. It is through Jesse Gurganus 
that my line runs. , 


Jesse Gurganus Senior (born 1740s, died 1822) was married twice; his second wife's name was Marian, but 
I am descended from his first, whose name remains obscured. Like his uncle Nicholas, Jesse Senior owned 
a large parcel of land; his brother John did too until being sued for his belongings (see the page for 


John Gurganus Senior). Much of this land descended upon his eldest son, Jesse Gurganus Junior, yet another 
ancestor of mine. 


Jesse Gurganus Junior (born 1770s, died about 1851) is believed to have married another Elizabeth (born 
about 1780:; died 1860s). He had at least six sons and a daughter. One of his sons, David Gurganus (1822- 


1897) my great-great-great-grandfather, married his first cousin, Belinda Gurganus (1827-1900s). She was - 
the daughter of John and Sarah Gurganus, John being Jesse Junior's younger brother, not to be confused 5 
with John Senior, the brother of Jesse Senior. 


David and Belinda Gurganus raised their eight children in Onslow County, but their eldest daughter, Gatsy 
Gurganus (1845-1916) left the county to marry Obediah Francis Watkins (1844-1910) of New Hanover County, 
@ veteran of the Civil War, His parents, Watson Watkins (18168-1881) and Sarah Hall Watkins (1824-1892) 
are dealt with in another article. They had twelve children, and I am descended from the third, David 


James Watkins Senior (1872-1912). All twelve children have their ow narratives in this book under the 
Watkins heading except for one daughter who died as a child. 


David James Watkins married twice; I am descended from his first wife, Amanda Vandalia Bonham Watkins (1875- 
1903), the daughter of James R. Bonham (1834-1880) and Maggie Horrell Bonham (1852-1932). His second wife, 
Addie Lane Harts (1880-1963), was the sister of my father's father, Franklin Keith Harts and the daughter 
of Frederick Harts (1852-1941) and Elizabeth Reaves Harts (1860-1925). My grandmother was the eldest 
daughter, once more, Amanda Watkins Harts (1896-1981). My father, William Frank Harts (born 1922) was 

their third son and fourth offspring. I, Stanley Harold Harts, born June 23, 1952, am the second son and 
third offspring of William Frank Harts and Mary Joy Hancock Harts. 


In the beginning of their history, the Gurganus people are believed to have been German Huguenots, who fled 
to England, probably in the late 1400s or early 1500s, to escape religious persecution that raged throughout 
France and Germany at that time. The Gurganus coat-of-arms, pictured on the next page, would tend to bear 
out that theory, as its motto is in German instead of the usual Latin. It was furnished by Ronald Lewis of 
Charleston, S.C., and remains unconfirmed, but is the only arms we have been able to find ofwour family. 


Through the years, the Gurganus name has undergone countless alterations of its spelling from the original 
Gurgany. As a rule, but not always, the Onslow families have tended to spell their name "Gurganus," while 
those of Pender and New Hanover County usually spell it "Gurganous" or "Gurganious." One family, those 
descended from David Gurganus, Junior and Anna White Gurganus (brother and half-sister of the author's an- 
cestors), spell their name "Gerganous" and "Gerganious." It is impossible to get the spelling right in every 
case, but I have tried to honor the wishes of each family in spelling their names the way they wish it on 
their individual pages. But in the index, all are listed as "Gurganus" to avoid confusion.

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THE GURGANUS / PEARSON FAMILY 
By Mary Springer Pearson 


This compilation of family information is based on documented 
records, family legend, and contributions by other descendants. 
It is dedicated to my husband, William Ellis Pearson, one of 34 
descendants of Jacob “Jake” Ellis Pearson as of July 6, 2009. 


JACOB SWINSON GURGANUS, the grandfather of William Ellis Pearson, was born in 
September, 1853 in a town called Ivanhoe, in Pender Co.,North Carolina, the son of Alfred 
P.Gurganus and his wife, Susan Jane (Debose) Gurganus. His brother, James, was killed in 
the Civil War, and his father, Alfred, was wounded in that tragic conflict but managed to 
walk home where he died a short time later. Jacob Swinson, probably came to Alabama to 
apply for a homestead grant and family legend says he worked at logging on the river in the 
interim. His grant of 160 47/100 acres of land was finally signed on March 24, 1899 and 
the land was located in Monroe County. By that time he had met and married Emma Oceana 
Dean and had five living children and a baby due in August. Gurganus researchers believe 


he may be related to the Gurganus families who migrated to Walker County, Alabama at an 
earlier date. 


EMMA OCEANA DEAN was born March 10, 1865, the daughter of Sherod Dean and 

his wife, Martha Leonora (Page) Dean of Mt. Pleasant, Monroe Co., Alabama. She 

appears on records under a variety of names: Emma O.; Oceana; Emily; Osinith; Cinny, 
and Connie. She married Jacob Swinson Gurganus under the name of Oceana on Aug. 
25, 1887 in Monroe Co. She died November 19, 1902 of tuberculosis, a disease which 
afflicted several members of the Dean family. Her grave has not yet been located but it 
is likely that she was buried near her parents in the Mt. Pleasant Methodist Church ceme- 
tery. 


Jacob and Oceana were the parents of seven children, one of whom apparently died as an 
infant. The surviving six children were: Susan, born January 1888; Alfred Swinson, born 
October 1889; Geneva Jane, born August, 1891; Emma Marie “Rena”, born May 18, 1893; 
Jacob Ellis, born July 6, 1897, and Samuel, born August, 1899. 


After Oceana’s death November 19, 1902, family legend says Jacob Swinson was ill (per- 
haps with tuberculosis, too) and in December of that year, he brought his children to 
nearby Mobile. He left the girls at St. Mary’s Catholic Home and the boys at the Catholic 
Boys Home. Their records state the mother was deceased and the family was Protestant. 
What a sad and lonely Christmas that must have been for them all. Within eight short 
months on July 3, 1903, he died of apoplexy at the City Hospital of Mobile. Another 
devastating loss for the children. He was buried in an unmarked grave in the Hanley plot 
at the Catholic Cemetery on Stone Street in Mobile, now renamed Martin Luther King 
Blvd.. Catholic cemeteries prohibit the burial of anyone of Protestant religion, so this 


was unusual since neither he nor his parents were of the Catholic faith. It is fair to 


assume that the Hanleys were relatives who were Catholic and who provided a space for 
him in their plot upon learning of his death. 


Susie Gurganus, the oldest daughter, was sent to a Catholic Convent in Selma, Alabama 
for an undetermined time. Geneva was placed in a foster home and little Emma Marie 
was later sent to an industrial school in New Orleans. The three boys were placed with 
William O. Pearson, an engineer, and his wife, Jeanette (St. Claire) Pearson, of Mobile. 
By 1904, little Sammy was deceased and all the rest of the children were living with the 
Pearsons who had taken them in and become their loving parents. 


SUSAN GURGANIUS, the firstborn child of Oceana and Jacob S. Gurganus, was named 

for her paternal grandmother. She was called "Susie" and was dark-haired and 
attractive. She eventually left the catholic convent and married a man named Mr. 
Causon according to family legend. They lived in South Carolina but in 1912, she 
returned to her family in Mobile. Ill with toxemia of pregnancy, she died October 28 of 
that year and was buried in an unmarked space near her father in the Hanley plot at the 
Catholic Cemetery. Another member of the family gone. 


ALFRED SWINSON GURGANUS, the second child of Oceana and Jacob S. Gurganus, 

was named for his paternal grandfather He was a handsome blond who, it is told, 

cherished his siblings and did everything within his power to keep them all together. He 
worked with Mr. Pearson, his foster father, and became a marine engineer, traveling 
regularly on a merchant ship to various ports. Family legend says he was on board the 
merchant vessel, "Melissa", enroute to Havana, Cuba, when she was sunk in a hurricane 
on September 9, 1919. Alfred, the children's protector and eldest brother, was dead. 
What an awful loss for them. He had not married and had no issue. His brother, Jacob 
Ellis Gurganus, was administrator of his estate and filed a wrongful death suit, but to no 
avail. 


GENEVA JANE GURGANUS, another dark-haired daughter and the third child of 
Oceana and Jacob S. Gurganus, was supposedly named after a town by that name in 
Alabama through which Emma Oceana and Jacob Swinson Gurganus had traveled 
enroute to North Carolina to visit his family. She was married on February 28, 1912 in 
Mobile to Ralph Ernest Diamond, a native of Florida. They lived all their lives in Mobile 
and reared a family of three children: Ralph Ernest Diamond, Jr., born in 1916; Doris 
Geneva Diamond, born 1919; and Anna Ross Diamond, born after the deaths of three 
stillborn sisters, about 1930. Family stories say Geneva took her daughter, Doris, with 
her about 1924 and visited her Gurganus relatives in North Carolina, but no record was 
kept of their name or residence. After many years of research, I learned who they were 
and where Jacob S. Gurganus had lived before coming to Alabama. Geneva died in 1963 
of a stroke and is buried at Mobile Memorial Gardens next to her husband, Ralph. Their 
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EMMA MARIE GURGANUS, the fourth child of Jacob Swinson and Oceana 

Gurganus was born May 18, 1893 and died March 10, 1978 in Mobile. She was 

always called “Rena” and spoke with a delightful southern accent. She married 

Bennie B. Williams who was from New York state. He operated a grocery store in 

Mobile with his brother for many years. They had no children, but Rena was close 
to their neighbor’s son, Ronnie Fountain, and to her nieces and nephews. Rena 
was petite and high-spirited, a favorite sister of “Jake’s.” Rena and Bennie rest 
together in Pinecrest Cemetery, Mobile County. 


JACOB ELLIS “Jake” GURGANUS, the fifth and only surviving son to carry on 
the family name GURGANUS, was born July 6, 1897 to Jacob and Oceana in 
Monroe Co., Alabama. He died June 3, 1941 in an auto accident in Harris Co.., 
Texas. He is buried at White Cemetery in Highlands, Texas, near Houston. 


Always known as “Jake”, he grew up with the Pearson family of Mobile. He 
changed his name to theirs and attended the Barton Academy there. He played 
sandlot baseball and later became a pitcher with the ADDSCO and Gaither Ball 
Teams and appeared in games throughout the Mobile area. He was employed by 
Alabama Dry Dock and Shipbuilding Company where he became an electric 
welder. He was talented and industrious and soon became the youngest 
Foreman in the company, a vote of confidence in his ability by the management. 


Jake married his first wife, Jeannette Susan Cardenas, a pretty, dark-haired girl from 
Pensacola, Florida on September 7, 1920 in Mobile. Aunt Rena, Jake’s sister, convinced 
him to marry under his real name of Gurganus so the name wouldn’t die out even though 
he had used the Pearson name for many years. Their daughter, Ethel Amelia Gurganus, 
was born on July 22, 1922 in Mobile; however, Ethel celebrates July 24" as her 
birthday.. By the mid-nineteen-twenties, Jake and Susie’s marriage had failed and they 
were divorced. Ethel’s mother remarried to Robert Frazier and Ethel eventually changed 
her name legally and grew up there in Mobile. Mr. Frazier was employed at ADDSCO as 
well and may have known Jake and some of the other family members who worked there. 


Ethel married Samuel Eugene Soles, a native of Alabama, and they had a daughter, Linda 
who became a mathematics teacher and a son, Gene, who has enjoyed a career with the 
National Guard. Linda married Arthur Christie and they had a daughter, Amy, and a son, 
Pierce. Amy gifted them with two grandsons from her marriage to James Floyd. Gene 
and his lovely wife are childless at this time. Pierce is a handsome music major in 
college near the family home in Warner Robins, Georgia. Ethel lives alone nearby since 
the death of her husband. She is a sweet, intelligent, and perfectly charming person, and 
we are delighted to have found her at last. 


Jake left Mobile to work for Big Three Welding & Supplly Co. about 1924 and traveled 
extensively acting as Salesman and establishing their branch offices throughout the 
country. His travels took him to Mexico, South America, and to Haifa, then in Palestine, 
but now in Israel. However, this lifestyle was not conducive to marriage and homelife, so 
it was inevitable that his second marriage to the cute, blond Nellie Rae Spaw would end. 
Nell’s home was in Austin, Texas and their son, Bennie Jake Pearson, was born there on 
August 28, 1929 while Jake was opening an office for Big Three in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
Sadly, Jake’s children from his three marriages wouldn’t really get to know one another 
during his lifetime. 


Bennie earned a doctorate in mathematics and spent his career teaching first at the 
University of Kansas and then the University of Missouri. His hobby was spelunking and 
he enjoyed exploring the dark and mysterious depths of caves The handsome professor 
caught the eye of one of his students, Frances Ruth Marvin, a native of Connecticut, and 
they were married. Their daughter, Cynthia Lee Pearson, was born December 6, 1960. 
Frances and Bennie divorced and she now resides in Arkansas. Cyndi attended her Dad’s 
alma mater, the University of Texas, and today is a talented photographer with her own 
gallery. Cyndi married first William Bruce Thomas and had a daughter, Sarah, who is 
single and lives in Austin. She married second Monte Lively and they reside in 
Fredericksburg, Texas near the nursing home where Bennie lives. We are saddened to 
learn that Bennie is a victim of alzheimer’s disease but hope to visit both him and Ethel 
in the near future and meet their families. 
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The following is taken from the Alfred and Susan Jane (DeBose) Gurganious Letters 
published in the May 1973 issue of the Lower Cape Fear Historical Society, Inc. Bulletin, 
Wilmington, N.C. Letters in the possession of their great-grandson, Harris E. Malpass. 


On August 30, 1861, Alfred, at age 34, enlisted in the “Holly Shelter Volunteers” which 
afterwards became Company K, 3r4 . Regiment, North Carolina State Troops. His wife, 
Susan Jane, age 32, was left with six children and a farm to manage. They lived in New 
Hanover, now Pender, County on State Road #1209 between Shiloh Church and Ivanhoe, 
about one mile west of Highway #421. 


1 January 1862

William Holladay was Born in Va., probably in James Cith Co, I am guessing 
but he was probably born about 1700. He hed one son, Samuel, who was born in 
James City Co., Va., about 1728, Same of his children may have been born in N.C. 

He sold land he inherited in Chowan Co. at various times. He did live in 
Tyrell Co, His will being recorded June, 1754..1t was written April 23, 1754. 

He divided his property among his wife Elizabeth, ani sons, Thomas, Joseph and 
Samuel. He mentions his daughters, but does not name them. James City Co, Va. 
is also mentioned. His sons Thomas and Samuel are Executors. 

William Holladay had at least three daughters. various deeds they are 
names as sisters of Thomas, Samuel and Joseph. 

Mary Holladay married Reuben Eason, Dec. 24, 1762. 
Hannah Holladay married Hohn Lanier, dr., May 6, 1769 
Samuel Holladay married Elizabeth Dugan, Nov. 14, 1763

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Thomas Holliday of Chowan precint in North Carolina 


On the 17th day of December, 1725, # deed was issued to Thomas Holliday 
of James City Co, in Va; for a tract of land in Chowan precint at the mouth of 
Indian Town Creek. There were 1040 acrea involved. The land being bought from 

John Rickard, It is interesting to note that this deed and others were recorded 
by C. Gale, one of the states" early pioneers. This deed is the first entry 
known about Thomas Holliday in North Caroline. He may or may not have still 

been a resident of Va. 

The next entry was in Feb. 2, 1729. At that time, Thomas Holliday is listed 
as being a residertof Chowan Precint. A number of deeds are given including 
a patent from the Lord Proprietors on the 17th day of July, 1730 for the Great 
Island in Chowan river. This island contained about 500 acres at that time, 
Later, the island is called Holyday Island and is on early maps as such. Thomas 

Holliday owned close to 3000 acres of land. 

The last entry I found (there may be others) was Nov. 12, 1735. He sold 
316 acres to John Small Sr. of Nancymond Co, Va. Thomas signed this deed with 
a mark (X). In this deed his name was spelled Holladay, 

More can be learned from a man's will than in any other one document which 
he might leave behind. This is true of Thomas Holladay. In his will we learn 
about his family, his life, and his possessions. It was written August 30, 1941 
and recorded on Sept..8, 1744 at Eden House in Edenton, N.C. ‘The most important 
facts are about his family. His wife must have been dead as she is not mentioned. 
He names his son William, and daughters, Hannah Warren, Mary Hutson(Hudson) and 
Elizabeth Burton. He named his three grandsons, Hardy Holladay Hudson, John 
Holladay Hutson, and Thomas Holl. Hutson. These boys were not of age at this 
time but he left them land, pers property and money. He left his son and 
daughters five shillings of Great Briton. At the time of his death, he still 
owned land in Va. as mentioned in his will. Other deeds show that he had either 
given his son land before his death or given him land subject to-his life estate 
since William has many deed transactions that refer to land he inherited. 

No mention is given of other grandchildren though we find he does have 
others. His daughter Mary Hutson was his Sole Executor of the will. I have never 
found the names of his daughters’ husbands. 

I do not know how old a person Thomas Holladay was but I do know that he 
was not young when he came to N.C. His son, William was married and had children 
before 1725. William's children were born in Va., or at least some of them-were, 

It is possible that the Hudson boys were also born in Va. I do not know if 
William came to N.C. when his father did, but I believe he did.

Ring, a codicil to his will.? On September 19, 1700, he witnessed 
the transfer of land ("acquittance") from william Hansford to 
Charles Hansford, of Felgate Crevk, near "Ringfiela".* These men 
were ‘oubtless related to Thamas Hansford w!o ws hanged by 
Gov. Berkeley in 1676 for supporting Nathaniel bacon in his rebellion. 
Of course +he fact that Thomas had been witnessing these documents 
in York County is not necessarily proof that he lived in that 
county. If he did, then about 1700 he inoved to James City County, 
probably near Jamestown. This could have meant a move of only 
about five miles since Jamestown and Williamsburg are so near 
each ovher. 

we know that Thomas lived in James City County in 1700, for on 
Monday, December Y, 179), and agzin on December 11, he signed the 
following petition: 

The petition of the Sheriff of James City County 
concerning the election of a Burgess for James City, 
and the petition of George Marsble, Henry Vaughan, 
John Howard, nd Thomas Holliday concerning the same 
election and the papers relationg thereto...be 
referred to the Committee of Elections. 

The concern of this group was justified, as showm by the entry 
in the House of Burgesses the next day: 


Thursday Dec. 12, 1700. Mr. Corsin reported th>t 
the House considered the »etition of Thomas “nwles, 
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Sheriff, with the netition of George Marable, Henry 
Yaughan, John Howard, and Thomas Holliday. The 
petition = s read and it appeared that a double 
return had been made for Banjamin Harrison Jun. 

and Robert 3everley. Mr. Beverley was elected 
Burgess for James City and the House resolved that 
Mr. Cowles made the error from ignorance and not 
obstinacy. 


Thus Thomas helved to preserve the integrity of the democratic 
process in those embryonic days of our country. 

further proof of Thomas' interest in York and James City County 
is found in the fact that the Quit Rent Rolls in 1704 show that he 
had 250 acres in James City County and 100 acres in York County. ! 
We do not know the location of either farm. 

sell known in his day, George Marable had been in James Tity 
since +6en, In 1697 he was executor of the will of William Sherwood 
of Jam stown, and in 1699 secured 139 acres of land escheated by 
John “right, deceisea.® It is of interest to note ‘hat the Sherwoods 
and “rights signed documents of the Holladays in Bedford County about 
a century later (see Chanter 7).

The Minge family was prominent, esoecially in Charles City 
County. Tre Rev. James Minge came to Virginia about 1650. de 
wes Clerk cf the House of Burgesses in 1676, Justice of the Pets 
from James City Sounty in 1680, and Surgess from Czarles City County 
in 1684. !" He married a daughter of Robert jarrison and died about

1710. his son, James became a surveyor and large land holder. 


He helved to survey the Virginia-North Carolina boundary in 1710, '? 
It is imvortant to note that William Holladay, nephew of Thomas, 
co-owned much land in Pittsylvania County, Virginia, with Joel 
Burton in 1748, and that burton had a son, Hutchins Burton who 
married Tabitha Minge, vossibly a sister of James, Jr.'* (see 
Chapter 6) 


Apvarently Thomas had planned for some years to move from 


Virginia to North Carolina. This wis on of the new frontiers. 
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As early as August 1707, he had purchased land in Chowan County, 


a T, a : 
north Carolina. 5 he made his last purchase of land in Virginia 


(James City County), in December 1725.16 On Yecember 17, 1725 he 
added to his holdings in North Carolina by buying 750 acres from 

Sohn Richards in Chowan County. !7 It is to be recalled that Thomas' 
father and Thomas Samson sold to John Richards 200 acres in Cloucester 
County in 1651. We would surmise that the latter Richards was the 
father of the ore in North Carolina, thus establishing another link 


between the two Thomas hollidays. 


Soon thereafter Thomas moved about 60 miles almost due South to 
North Carolina, for he was sworn in as a juror at Edenton, Chowan 
County, on July 30, 1728.'8 Fortunately the North Carolina land 
records are in good order, for on a visit to Raleigh in July 1975 
we found the following record of Thomas being granted 250 acres in 
Chowan County?

It should be noted that Thomas was "Major" as was his brother 


John the Ranger. Chowan County is in the extreme eastern art of 


North Carslina, on tne Albemarle Sound. The island referred to is 
located at the upper north end of the Sound near the entrance of 
Bennett's Creek. Chowan County was formed in 1670 from Albemarle. 
From Chowan,all or vart of Bertie, Dare, Edgecombe, Gates, Granville, 
Halifax, Hertford, Martin, Nash, Northampton, Tyrrell, :shington, 
and Wilson Counties were formed. 

In 1732 Thomas married iiary Hinton, widow of Col. John Hinton 
who had died about a year before.°? Thomas had been married prior 
to this, but we do not know the name of this wife. Col. dinton had 
lived in that part of Chowan County that later became Gates County, 
and made a will there June 21, 1730, which was recorded in October 
1732.°1 In the will he namea@ sons Hardy, John, william, Malachi; 
wife.Marys; and dauginters Ana Alston, Mary, Judah, xachel, Rose, 


Sarah, and Charity---eleven children in all. We must say, in view 


of this larse family, that Thomas must have had eiti.r great character 
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or a deep respect for matrimony, -or both!

Judging from the will Thomas died in August 1744, almost two 
years after his brothers John and william in Virginiz. We do not 


know where his home was nor where he was buried, but vorobably near 


Albemarle Sound. It appezrs that he named as his legatees only the 


children on his first wife: William, Hannah, and “lizabeth, and 


that his son Thomas was not name because he lived in Surry County, 
Virginia, and had most likely already received his inheritance in 
farms sometime before 1744. John Alston was doubtless the husband 
of his stepdaughter, Ann Hinton Alston. Thomas Hansford was no 
doubt a relative of Charles ind william Hansford named above, whose 
land transaction Themas Witnessed in York County is 1700. Thomas! 
wife Mary had avvarently already died by 1744. His executoy Mary 
Hutson, was doubtless the daughter of Hary Hinton, and was mother 
of Hardy, Thomas, and John Holladay Hutson who had been named in 
part for Thomas, their stevgrandfather.

IV. WILLIAM HOLLIDAY 


Born in James City County about 1700. We do not know when he 
moved to North Carolina or whether he ever lived in Chowan County, 
but we know he lived in Tyrrell County that was forme’ from Chowan 
in 1729. The probable reason that he was not name@ executor of his 
father's will was that by 1741 he lived some 30 miles southwest of 
Chowan County in the part of Tyrrell that became Martin in 1774. 

He was therefore too far from his father to be an effective executor. 
Judging form his will he was a farmer. «is will, made on April 23, 
1754, and vrobated September 2), 1754, follows:

The Moberley-Hill names 
first appear in 1742, 1749. It was 1750 before the Meadow-Meadors 
are shown, They lived on and near the Otter River in the portion 
of Lunenburg County that wes cut off and formed as Bedford County 
in 1754. Edward Moberley sold land in this vicinity in 1756 and 
his son, Clement Moberley, sold land in 1759. 


The Moberleys, Meadows, Hills and Halsey (Halsell) families 
moved to Craven County, S. C. into the section later known as 
Camden of which Fairfield County was a part. Zdward Moberley, 
Sr. (born 1700, died 17877) and Susannah DeRuel had six sons and 
six daughters. Their eldest son, ‘Jilliam ij oberley, received a 
grant of 200 acres on Broad River in 1758. As evidenced by land 
grants, the Hills, Meadors, Mobleys, Halsells, wWagners and others 
settled in what is now Fairfield County, in the Northwest part, 
on the tributaries of Broad and Little Rivers before 1761. 


Willian Woodward Dixon in his book "The l!obleys and their 
Connections", and ‘J, H. Miller in his Manuscript "uistory and 
Genealogies", richmond, Ky., show that “orcas Mobley married 
Richard Hill."

Dear Ray: 


Hope this letter finds you healthy, and busy researching your 
Charles Smallwood line. 


As for myself, I retired Labor Day 2008 and have spent the last 
year moving to Phoenix, and having the free time to undertake all 
the unrestricted research that I always wanted to do one day. I even 
went to England in April for two months to resolve my Smallwood 
research. I felt that I had to wrap it up so that I was free to research 
other lines that I have neglected. 


Anyhow, it was wonderful to see Middlewich and to travel around 
Cheshire. I was thrilled to see St-Michael’s and to work at the local 
library in Middlewich. Also spent time researching in the Records 
Office at Chester. All the people there were really helpful and made 
many suggestions for possible documentation. 


The one problem I wanted to tackle was the “1639” date of birth 
that is given on almost every website. If they knew James was from 
Middlewich why didn’t anyone confirm the date? It finally dawned 
on me was that probably what happened was that his immigration 
into Maryland was documented at 1664, and people arbitrarily took 
an approximate age of 25, and ended up with a birth around 1639. 


Well, I extracted the parish records 1613-1700 for Middlewich and 

the earlier Bishops Transcripts 1588-1612 at Chester, for all Small- 
wood entries. There is no 1639 entry for James. Did he come from 
somewhere else? Possibly. But there is an 1641 baptismal record

for a “James”, son of John & Ellin Smallwood, of Middlewich. 
Ellin died first as John is recorded marrying his 2" wife, Anne, 

in 1648. John died in 1655 and his 2" wife, Anne, died in 1664. 
This James had 2 elder brothers, John and Matthew, so as a younger 


son it wouldn’t be a stretch that James set out to “make his fortune” 
at that time. 


I’ve decided to put my Smallwood research to rest this year and 
donate my line to the LDS library. [I also found many individual 
records of Middlewich Smallwoods back to the 15" century, but any- 
thing earlier that the Edward Smallwood — he uniformly appears in 
almost all websites — is conjecture. I have my tentative line decided 
back to those earlier records, but I can’t say it is right based on 

such sketchy documentation]. So, I guess what I am asking you 

is what you think of this “find”. I followed the Smallwood entries 
from 1701-1750, but did not have the time to extract them as well. 
However, I found no marriage or death entries for this James. 


I also now believe the line of descent from Edward Smallwood is: 
NOW: Edward —> John —> Matthew —> John —> James 
[PREVIOUSLY: Edward —> Matthew — Matthew -> James] 

So, Ray, if you would, what do you think about this? Would you 
consider this information or would you stick with the 1639 date on 
your website [I’m also thinking of all the folks who visit your site]? 
I would be glad to share any other material with you before I

It was great to hear from you again and I thank you for your 
response to the material I forwarded you. 


Following many years of research and digging for that conclusive 
document, I believe — at this point in time — that prime facie proof 
is not available. Maybe in succeeding years some lucky researcher 
will access new archival sources that just are not now present: So, 
at this stage in my life I feel that I have exhausted what is there 

and concluded that the best I can do is to make an educated “guess” 
based on my extensive efforts. 


Indulge me for a minute: Every genealogical source [as opposed to 
archival sources] states “James Smallwood, born 1639, Middlewich”.

Well, this is all just for you. As I wrote you originally, 
I was impressed with your website and wanted to alert you to the 
Smallwood material I had researched for my own family history. 


The enclosed “report” is the result of years of effort, 
research and ongoing evaluation. Frankly, as a gay man, I have 
had the time [years], the wherewithal [$], and organizational skills 
to study the Smallwood clan in detail and depth. It has resulted in a 
library of books, transcriptions, and correspondence files. 


In attempting to identify James Smallwood (d.1715), I didn’t 
one day get frustrated and decide “T’Il just pick him”. Every effort 
was made to check and recheck my research and all available sources. 
Luckily, my experiences as a research librarian at the county historical 
society, LDS FHC, and the National Archives have taught me about 
seeking all sources and how to access them. 


I tried to follow leads all over England, but kept coming back 
to Middlewich, Cheshire, England again and again. I had read that James 
was supposedly born in 1639, but quickly realized that that was an 
arbitrary date [1664 minus 25 years = 1639]; and I never found a James 
born in that year. I wish I could have found that “prima-facie” document, 
but came to the conclusion that if there was one, someone else would have 
found it long before me. After 20+ years of study, I decided it was time 
to come to a conclusion as to my best “educated guess”, and that is what 
this report is all about. I never found further records that James (bp:1641) 
died in childhood, married, etc. What happened to him? I think he landed 
in Maryland and didn’t just “disappear”.

ANALYSIS OF RESEARCH PERIMETERS 


James Smallwood (d.1714/15), of colonial Maryland 


As a result of extensive investigations into the SMALLWOOD family 
established in Charles County, Maryland by James Smallwood (d.1715), 
it appears that if he is to be identified in England, he would have to 


fit the following perimeters in the face of lacking primary documenta- 
tion. 


He must have been born between 1635 and 1645: 


James Smallwood (wp:1715) made demand for land on 24 May 1666 

and this document records his transportation into the proprietary colony 
of Maryland in the year 1664. It also reveals that he had married his wife, 
Hester Evans since his arrival. [Land Warrants at Annapolis; Liber 9, 
folio 432] 


1. If born cl1640 : about age 24 at time of emigration. 
2. If born cl640 : about age 25 at time of marriage. 
3. Ifborn cl1640 : about age 26 to age 47 when his eleven 


children were born, 1666-1687. 
4. Ifborn cl640 : about age 74/75 at his death in 1714/15. 


Comment: The only James Smallwood found was: 
23 May 1641 : James, baptized — son of John & Ellin Smalwoodd, 


of Middlewich parish, Cheshire, England. 
[see enclosed photocopy of that record] 


He must have had the financial means, altho not wealth, in order 
to provide for his own transportation to Maryland: 


is Ellin, wife of John Smallwood, of Middlewich, and mother of 
James (bp:1641) died between 1641 and 1648.

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Ann Smallwood “widow” [step-mother of James] was buried 
29 June 1664, at Middlewich. 


The year 1664 made be a coincidence, but may also explain why 
James then set out to the colonies. Possibly his transportation 
was financed by a financial settlement (or “child portion”). 


He would probably be a member of a branch of the Smallwood family 
in which the names, John, Mathew, and James were commonly found:

James Smallwood (d.1715) had eleven children. Of his nine sons, 
the three eldest were named: John, James, and Mathew. These 
names re-occur among his descendants for four generations. 


James Smallwood (bp:1641) had elder brothers: John (bp:1634) 
and Mathew (bp:1636/7). [His uncle, James (Inv:1642) also 
had sons named Mathew, William and James.] 


He probably had connections by relationship or locality to families 
with close connections to “gentry”; either English or colonial:

James Smallwood (Inv:1642) is described as “gent” in the 
Funeral Certificate (1632) of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Katherine 
Whittingham, widow of Humphrey Whittingham, of Middlewich 
“gent”, and wife of Roger Wilcockson, “gent”. 


If James Smallwood (Inv.1642) was the son of Mathew 
Smallwood (m:1592), his mother was Anne Davenport, daughter 
of Richard Davenport, of Wheltrough “gent”. [Therefore, the 
paternal grandmother of James (bp:1641). 


James Smallwood (d.1715) had a son who married the grand- 
daughter of colonial governor (1649-1654), William Stone. 


James Smallwood (d.1715) had a granddaughter who married 
into the prestigious Calvert family of Maryland. 
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James Smallwood (d.1715) had two grandsons [brothers] who 
married daughters of Francis Marbury; whose wife was the 
granddaughter of a governor (1447-1649), Thomas Greene. 


James Smallwood (d1715) had a great-grandson [William] 
who was a governor (1785-1788) of the state of Maryland.

and ambitious man. Maryland and eastern Virginia in 
the 17" century were places historically where status 
and connections mattered; especially to hold public and 
military office. It is hard to believe that he did not have 
“connections”. And, while of a younger branch of the 
Middlewich Smallwoods, he probably benefited from 
his connections in England as well as in the colonies. 


James Smallwood, of Middlewich (Inv:1642): His 
inventory lists three separate “coates of Armes, framed”. 
Correspondence with London revealed that he, and two of 
his brothers, were “re-granted” the use of this crest. 


Roger Trunkfield, registered genealogist, of Cheadle Hume, 
Cheshire, England was engaged to locate any other “James” 
in the English records who might be a candidate. No other 
James, born 1635-1645, could be found in a thorough search 
of Cheshire County after searching during a 3 year period. 


I personally read the parish registers of Middlewich, 1613- 
c1700 [FHL film #2106064], and Bishop’s transcripts for 
Middlewich, 1588-c1700 [FHL film #1736834] three times. 


It is my personal opinion that the preponderance of evidence 
points to James [bp:1641] as the best candidate to be identical 
with James [d.1715]. I understand that this is based on the failure 
to identify any other candidate, but one must conclude twenty 
years of research with the best evidence in lieu of finding primary 
documentation during that search.
